Turi aro fow phrases in tho Tinglish language 
moxo frniliar than “Off Sundy ITook.” Tt is 
a standing howl-line in most Wuglish news- 
papors; and tho fact rocorded in the Court 
Qircutar bhab “tho Quoen walked out yoster- 
lay” is not a moro frequontlyxoiboratod pioce 
ol intormeation then that yestorday such-and- 
such grou: slommors woro “ off Sandy Tfook.” 
ike many othor fumiliay phrases, ib conveys 
to the mind no definite idea of the thing itself, 
It is only in tho mighty loisuxo of a voyago 
neurons tho Atlantic that one has time to 
formulate the question, What is Sandy Hook ? 
“Why Ltookory?’? as Miss Betsy Trotwood 
sharply askod David Copporfiold whon he 
'VOla Ts 1 
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montionod the postal address of tho stap-pator- 
nalhome. Ts Sandy TIook a curved instrn- 
mont with which o great and friondly nation 
seizos incoining ships and givos thom a pull 
on to Now York afbor ascoriaining tho procise 
quality of the aasistod omigrants on horrid ? 
Te ita hook at all, audis it in any obtrusive 
way sandy ? 

Tho quostions must romain unsolvodd as far 
as this record is concornail, for whon wo passod 
Sandy Hook it was midnight, and only two 
beacons indicated tho world-famod spot. Tt 
was a magnificont night, with tho moonlight 
shining ovor & smooth and glussy son. About 
half-past cloven, whon most of tho passongors 
had votirod to thoir stato-rooms, tho stilluoss 
was broken by strains of music coming noaror 
and nearer. Prosontly a tug boro down upon 
us, and an excited crowd bogan to call on 
“ Brown!” Wo had on board an inoffensive 
gontloman of that namo travelling witlt his’ 
wifo and young daughtor. 1 now lonmoi, 
wilh tho foeling of rogrot that fills tho mind 
when ono finds too Jato ho lag buon onter- 
taining angols unawaros, that Mr, Brown was 
tho Stato printor of Now York, aud that this 
was bho Domoeratic party who lad workad 
ungradgingly to obtain for lim tho offico, aud 
now woleomed his roturmn from Wuropenmn 
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twavol. hoy had come to bear My, Brown 
off, an uniortaking not without difficulty, 
sooing that wo had not yot passed quarantine. 

But tho Domocralic party of Now York 
whon it puts its hand to tho plough makes its 
furrow straight and doop, It had obtained a 
special povmit from tho ordinarily infloxible 
oily nuthoritios to allow Mr. Brown, Mrs. 
Brown, and Miss Brown, forthwith to land in 
easo thore wore no. sickness on board the 
Britannic. Thoy engaged a doctor at a special 
foo to visit the slip aud givo the necessary cor- 
tificato ; and so with tho band playing “ Homo, 
Swoot Homo,” tho Domoocratic party madly 
chooring, and violontly shaking lands with the 
rescuod. passonors, tho tug fadod ont of sight 
ovor the moonlit sen, aud we wore beroft of 
Brown. 

Fancy Mr, UTansard, who prints our Parlia- 
moontary Roports, or ono of tho firm of Spottis- 
wootlo, tho Quoon’s printers, coming home 
froma trip to Autwerp or Austvalia, and oithor 
tho Taboral parly or tho Conservative purty 
running down to Uravesond with a string 
band to boar him home in winmph! I am 
afraid thore is no doubt that, by comparison, 
we as 0 nation aro lethargic in polilies. 

Wo wore ovor a thousaud souls on board 
the Britannic, « foarful charge for tho undor- 
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taking of any ono man, Tor tho firsb fow 
days it weighod hoavily on tho spirits of our 
captain, and loft him no timo for those frivoli- 
tios by which somo captains of big passongor 
ships round off tho sharp odgo of official duty. 
No little toa-partios in tho oapinin’s room, no 
ablontions to tho fair, no chatbing wilh tho 
bravo, and no asstunption. at tho tublo of tho 
choory attitude of host. Till we woro in qwid- 
Allantic tho oaptain’s place at tho head of the 
tablo was, in truth, ravoly filled, oxeept in the 
sonso that Bangno somotimos sat ab the ban. 
quotling board. Occasionally the passongors ab 
dinuor became uwaro of the prosonee of a ball 
figure carofully wrappod up, standing by tho 
doorway survoying tho fostivo scone, fSome- 
dimes It sat in tho chair at the head of tho 
captain's tablo, gloomily nto a dish, and disap- 
ponrod, Ad obhors Lb shook its hond, and 
stulkod forth, wondoring how two hundrod amon 
and women could oab and drink whon tho wind 
was south-onst by onst-lalf-onst, und ab ay 
moment somothing might happon vb the loo 
HoUppors. 

This is our captain as lo apporra  whon 
tho stormy winds (lo blow” and wo are near 
land, in tho track of ships and of dangor 
But whon fino weathor comos ho thaws ont, 
and though always prosorving tho soll-ro- 
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corded charaotoristic of the Duko of Wel- 
lington, inasmuch. as ho “has no small-talk,” 
provos himsolf a pleasant gontloman, as popular 
with tho passongors as ho is with tho more 
criticnl company of officors and crow. 

OL our precious Lreight of a thousand souls, 
only a litle over two hundred aro saloon pas- 
songors. ‘Tho day boforo wo loft Liverpool, the 
City of Rome sailod on tho same voyage, having 
on board 464 saloon passengers. ‘That moans 
an immonso amount of discomforb through all 
slagos of the day—ovorcrowded docks, a 
scrmublo in tho ladies’ saloon, a block in tho 
smoking-room, and two coursos of moals, one 
half waiting whilo tho other half broakfasts, 
lunchos, and dines. It is a groab tomptation 
to shipowners to mako hay while the sun 
shinos, and in tho Amorican passongor depart- 
mont it shines protty hotly from April to 
Soptombor. On thoday tho Britannic loft tho 
Morkoy, with hor modost complomont of 214 
stloon passengors, tho Whito Star Company 
had upon thoir books applications for an 
additionul 900 passages, Bub tho company 
havo a rule, which is kept at all costs, ‘The 
spacious dining-room will soat 220 guests, 
each having hia or hor appointed armchair 
antl cubic mensuremont of table room. Ac- 
commodation olsowhere being in proportion, 
there is no possibility of overcrowding. 
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T hoard a good story of two woll-knewn 
Amoricans: hoy had boon reoustomorl to 
visit Isuvopo in May, anil had compotion with 
each other for tho Lost borths on tho Germania 
or Britannica. A. having boon dono hy B 
two yous in succession, thought ho would ho 
all right in 1884. Accorilingly, in March, 
1883, ho wrote ongaging tho captain's room 
and threo of the bost state-rooms for tho 
first voyago of tho Germanic in May, 1884. 
Flushed with tho cortainty of trimmph, ho 
incautiously montionod tho circumstance to 
a friond, Ploasod with’ this. stroko of ronal 
smartnoss, the friond sproad tho story, which 
came to ‘tho oars of B, who immodiatoly 
cabled to Liverpool to ‘secure for Jimsalf 
“the captain’s roon and threo bost stito 
rooms on tho Germanie’s first voyage ont 
from Now York, in May, 18842? Whon in 
duo courso A’s lottor arrived Ty mail, an 
anawor was sont by robjurn oxprossing profémnd 
rogret that tho borths named had boon already 
allottod, This is tho simplo record of x 
businoss transaction, and T have seen both the 
_tologram and tho lottor. 

Thoro aro very fow TMnglish among tho 
saloon passengors, ouly & soore as fu ad I 
ean count; ono a moembor of tho Tonse of 
Commons, who, whilst doubttul as to. the 
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Tutuvo londership of his party, is probly coxtain 
tho Bankruptoy Bill will fail. There are two 
Ttalinns who sout thomsclves outside the 
suloon, piotiwasqualy davpod in party-colowed. 
silk sugs, and look wnuttorablo woo. There 
aro many Gormans and one Swede.  ‘Thero is 
a protty Sorvien and a grim Montonogrin, . 
who havo settlod one phaso of the Tastorn 
Quostion by marrying cach other, They have 
brought with thom a: middle-aged soervitor, 
who, if his tact wore equal to his devotion, 
would be invaluable, Tho pretty Sorvian sits 
for tho most part on deck, hor fair face 
atoning ovyon tho cruol tost. of: soa-sickness. 
Tho ono conviction dooply rooted ‘in the mind 

of tho middlo-agod rotainor is that if madame 
will only oat, all will be woll, Hoe is always 
turing up with trays of rofreshmont, chiefly 
of a fulty substantial kind. To has tried 
thoso himsolf nnd is woll and happy. Why 
should not madumo try thom ? 

By a providontial arrangomont, madame 
is apavod sight of noarly fifty por cont, of tho 
viends, owing to thoir promaturo disporsal over 
the dock. As soon as the faithful servitor 
reaches the dock by tho companion way, his 
oyos soarch ont the object of his devotion, and 
hig face lights up with a knowing smile. But 
a midde-agod sorvitor cannot. fix his eyes on 
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his lady’s faco and ab tho samo timo seo the 
logs of projecting ohnirs, or bo proparod for n 
saddon lurch of the ship. Over ho goos, virds 
and all, and thus accidont blasts the fruition 
of hopo. 

This has como to pars so froquoutly that 
tho approach of tho middlo-aged servitor with 
tho inevitablo plato of moat has come to bo 
tho signal for a gonoral gathoring wp of skivta, 
and his passago is watched will an anxiety 
that could not be oxcollod by a crowd watol- 
ing Blondin wheol a barrow across a tight- 
topo, But ho soos and knows nothing of this, 
his oyos boing always lixod on tho loved faoo, 
and. his mind in a tromor of dolicious anticipa- 
tion of hor dolight when sho discovors tint 
under tho motal plato-covor ho lias a pork 
chop. Somotimos virtuo' is its own vowaril 
Taving in dospaix ono day brought up an ico 
oream, anil this, too, being gently bub wourily 
doalinod, ho publicly ato ik, with many signa 
and goslures of immonso sabistvobion, w Libtle 
necouluabod by tho fuoial coutortions thet 
follow upon inoautiously outing ico in large 
spoontuls. 

Of all nationalitios, Amorioans vastly pro- 
dominate, coming homo singly or in fanilies, 
having “dono Nuropo.” With Amorienns of 
tho prosont gouoration Muropean Wwavel ina 
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businoss wndertaking, soriously gono into, 
withont too carofully counting tho cost, but 
with (txod resolve to have tho monoy's worth. 
Your months is tho corroct timo to take, and 
bobwoon May and Soptombor tho Amorican 
loavos untroddon fow notablo spots, whother 
ou the Continent or Groat Britain. Ho, as 
it woro, takes asorios of “Tall-Hours with Our 
Bost Citios.” Tho sailing of tho mail stoamors 
from Queonstown givos Amoricans an oppor- 
tunity of seoing Ireland, which thoy are not 
slow to avail thenisolves of, Many cross over 
domo days bofore tho steamer starts, and 
having seon Dublin, tho Phanix Park, tho 
Giant's Causoway, tho Lakos of Killamoy, and 
the Blarney Stone, contontedly stop on board 
ws Quoonstown humming “ Nuno Dimittis,” 
Short of making this spocial tour, thoy avail 
thomsolvos to tho fnllost oxtent of tho oppor- 
tunitios of sooing show-placos afforded by the 
dotoution of the mail stoamer ab Quoonstown. 

‘©¥os, I guoss 1 did protly well,” a young 
man ftom Troy said in the smoking-room on 
tho night o£ sailmg from Quooustown, “T 
took tho bodt to Cork; saw Quoonstown 
Harbour; took train to Blamey, wont over 
the castle, and kissod the stone; came back 
to Cork, and did tho Jixhibition ; took an out- 
sida car, drove all over the eity, and whilst 
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wo wore wailing for tho mails to bo pul aboard 
hough a carvod oak walking-stick and 2 
aliiticlegh.” 

This soomod protity woll for a ohanco flying 
visil; but thoro was a discontontad tono iu 
tho young man’s voioo and a look in his fneo 
that indicated a suspicion thoro was soind- 
thing ho had omitted. 1 gathered from wide 
conversation muong these frank and hoarty 
pooplo that for thom tho chief attanetions in 
England are tho Lowor of Tuondon, tho city 
of Chostor, Wostminustor Abboy, Shukosponro’s 
Tomb, and tho Royal Stablos. 

Amongsh tho sights of Qnoonstown not 
ontored in any recognized guide book, what 
movod tho Amoricais most wad tho process 
of gotting tho Royal mails on board tho tondor. 
The arrangements for tho transmission of tho 
moils ave in the samo primitive coniition 
they wore whon tho mails first wont by tho 
Quoonstown routo, Possibly things go all 
vight np to Cork, bint Gheronttar follow arrango- 
mont that would bo incrodilile exeoph from 
tho lips of an oyo-wilaoss, Pho distwnce Lrajn 
Cork to Quoonstown by tho direct Tino is 
fifteen miles, which in tho case of the Royal 
mail would bo covered in as many minutos by 
tho Unglish Midland or Groat Worlorn Rail 
way. Tho fish twain carrying the mails, with 
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a colossal stonmor and a thousand passengers 
impotiontly awaiting them, stops at nearly 
ovory station on the way down, and arvivos 
broathloss aud puffing in thirty-five minutos. 
Thon tho screaming part of the farce 
begins. Justead of swift well-horsed mail- 
carts, that would cover the intorvoning space 
betwoon the railway station and tho wharf in 
a fow minutos, » melancholy procossion of 
heavy ono-horso carts are backed in, and when 
loaded leisurely moandor down to the wharf. 
As the yard and entrance admit of only one 
cart at a time, an ompty one has to be cleared 
owt boforo a full one is brought up. A gang 
of about a doson mon aro ready to shoulder 
tho sacks and trot off with them to the tender, 
a force sulliciently strong. But there is only 
ovo man on tho cart to placo the sacks on the 
mois shouldors, and the stream is constantly 
dammod, threo or four men regularly waiting 
till thoy can bo loaded. I% soems so obvious 
tw thing 4o tako off one of tho gang of porters 
anid pub him on tho cart to help to load, that 
it is proswuablo the step is not takon only 
hecause such increase of expedition would be 
out of keeping with tho general arrangements. 
‘Whon, a8 happened on the day we sailed, 
the Australian and New Zoaland mails swell 
the consignment up to nearly four hundred 
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sacks, a dolny onstios equal to a oonsidorablo 
monoy valne. Ah Amotican of a statistical 
turn of ind calculated that if tho loss in tho 
valuto of timo to the ownors of tho Bribanute, 
to tho consignoos of froight, and to tho thou- 
sand passongors wore added togothor, it would 
amount toa sam sufficiont to pay tho cost of 
tolographing all the lottors iu tho mail bags, 
That is a calculation ovidontly mado wpon 
imporfoct data, by a man dooply inoyod at this 
ovidence of tho inoplitudo of a playod-out 
nation. But -tho amount of moro monoy loss 
would be sufficiont in a your to cover any 
roasonablo oxpendituro upon obvious ways of 
improvemont. 

In packing up for a long jownoy tho quos- 
tion of books prosonts itsolf with porsistenoy. 
Bué books tako up much room, and woigh 
hoavy. Moroovor, it is well known that in 
tho United Statos you can buy, at prices 
varying {rom soveuponce-halfpamy to ten- 
ponco, tho choicest works of modem Tnglish 
liboratuvo. It is not withou’ somo Looling of 
shtunofwcadnoss thab ono purelises at this 
rabo tho works of dear friends, knowing that 
they avo boing robbod of their duos. But 
what would you? Whon you go to Romo 
you must do as tho Romans do, and sinvilarly 
in tho Unitod States, soothed by the corlaiuty 
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that a groat and onlightenod people would not 
rystomatically pursue a particular practice if 
it wore actually dishonost. With this pro- 
spoot at au ealy stiago of the journoy of an 
unlimitod supply of books in cheap and port- 
able form, ib scoms sufficiont if one could take 
from homo a compondious little volume with 
somothing in it for all possible cmorgoncies, 

This is to be found in ‘ English as She is 
Spoke,” that precious volume with which 
Sonor Podro Carolino has dowored the world. 
Turning up the page where instructions are 
givon “Tor ombarking one’s solf,” I find the 
hints brief, but to the point. 

“Don’t you fonr tho piivateors ?” asks the. 
inquiring mind, 

“T jest of them;” answors the Aauntless 
travollor, “ My-vossol is armed in man of 
war. I havo oa vigilant ond: courageous 
oquipage, and tho ammunitions don’t want 
mo ths,” 

* Novor havo you not dono vireo? ” tho 
inquivor procoods, doterminod to make his 
friond as uncomfortable as possiblo on starting, 

¢ That it has arrived mo twico ;” and hore 
the convargation onds, it being plainly impos- 
siblo to luttor this calm, couragoous soul. 

Thore is, however, ono danger of the 
doop not hero alluded to, which I havo 
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found in tho roalization moro torriblo than 
pirates, aborm, or fog. ‘his is tho presoneo 
of an hifent of touder years in an adjoin- 
ing stato-room. That a passongor should 
chance to bo thus situated is not a imattor of 
groat surpriso, nor would it in ordinary civ- 
ounistances bo'ono of jus complaint. Tho 
ship is swarming with children, from tufents 
in arms to a lusty contingont who whon tho 
dook is wot, as not infroqueutly happens, bako 
possession of our chairs and run thom up and 
down the slippory boards. Jt soos to be 
tho correct thing for Amoricnun inuants to bo 
teothod on tho Atlantic or woanod on a Whito 
Star Linor. 

During tho first days of tho voyago | 
lookod for m gonsiblo diminution of munbors 
among tho oldor childron owing to natural 
causos. ‘ho boundloss hospilality of the 
ship concontvalos itself in a succossion of 
mighty offorts at half-past sovon in tho nfom- 
ing, ab noon, and at fivo o'clock to fi] those 
ohildron up. ‘Lo sco thom at broakfast, diunor, 
ox ton it would reasonably bo supposod that 
tho offorb would bo more than guccoss{ul, But 
ton minutos aftor any moul you shall behold a 
clustor of sinall boys and girls at tho foot of 
tho staircase wheodling tho second stoward, 1 
man of infinite, if mistaken, kindness, inte 
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giving thom handfuls of gingerbread, pooket- 
fuls of nuts, or plates loaded with a dubious 
confection highly popular in this community 
undor the namo of Hecles cakes, 

T novor pass this over-changing group at 
tho foot of tho staircase without apprehension 
of coming in contact with fagmonts of a 
burst boy or an oxplodod girl, But nothing 
over happens of a fatal kind, They eat all 
day, sleep all night, and turn up on deck early 
in the moming to “skato the chairs,” which, 
in addition to running tho risk of breaking 
thom, has the recommendation of waking up 
any ono asleop in tho borths below. 

Theso aro gonoral blossings diffused 
throughout tho ship’s company. My par- 
ticular boon is something over and above, 
a special addition to the common lot. My 
baby nover lorves the state-room to go on 
deck. Somotimos in tho doad unhappy night 
T find it hard to resist the wish that it wore 
othorwiso. Ono might volunteor to take him 
for awhile from the woaricd nurso’s arms, 
show him ovor tho side of the vossel the wild 
joy of the Atlantic waves, and thon—who 
Knows? A. babe is nevor safo in inexporienoed 
hands, and on the following night an un- 
wonted peaco might brood over ouo quarter 
of tho ship. This terrible infant is not only 
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always in his cabin, but is always wailing, 
afbor all not tho most serious part of the 
iuflicbion, ILis entourage is Corman, and 
overy ono who hag mot Gormans lravolling 
is puinfully awaro of their vocal poculiari- 
dios. T romombor ono quiol autwnn ovoning 
sitting on tho torraco of an hotel ab Bavono. 
Tar away across tho brond Tago Maggioro 
shono tho whito walls of Pallanaa, with its big 
hotel. Suddonly tho stillnoss was brokon by 
cainumur, as of a distant anultitude ongagod 
in doadly conslict, 

© What's thal?” [ askod my companion, 
“an dmeute?” 

“Oh no,” ho answorod  carolossly, 
“thoy'vo finishod dinner ab tho hotol ovor 
thove, and tho Germans have como onl on 
tho torraco for a liltle friondly convorsation.” 

Pallanza hes como alongside Baveno now, 
ant sometiines whon tho funily ave couvorsing 
thore is a diflioully in hearing the shrill wail 
of the infant. Bub only thon. 

Two or throo Sessions ngo nm quostion was 
raisod in the Elouso of Commons as to tho 
dtoorngo accommodation in Atlantic shoamors 
outward bound. Statomouls wero maddy, par 
porting to be tho rosult of porsoual oxpericnco, 
which groably shocked public opinion, and, 
though disereditod by a roporl subsequently 
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mado at tho instanco of the Board of Trade, 
somathing of that improssion doubtléss still 
lingors, It occurred to mo that tho present 
was w favourable opportunity of making in- 
vostigation. On Thursday, being just a week 
out, T found a quict and full opportunity of 
sponding somo timo in tho stoerage, There 
aro 708 sleorago passengers on the Britannic, 
apparontly exiles from all the kingdoms of 
Europo. As far as possible, they camp out 
in nations, the Scandinavians having their 
quartors, the Gormans thoirs, the Finns theirs, 
the Trish thoirg, and so on through the record. 

With the exception of married couples, 
who have thoir special quarters, the women 
avo all aft and the men all forward. Wheie 
tho marriod couples live their berths are 
sob ont in blocks, each decently curtained 
from the othor. In nono of the borths is bed- 
ding provided, emigrants bringing what they 
(leont roquisile in that way, which in some 
casos, notably that of the Finns, does not 
youch oxtravagant proportions. The single 
womon sloop on bunks, aach containing five 
borths, ono tier above tho other, as in the 
saloon stalo-rooms. The arrangements for 
tho single men are of the same character. 
Both forward and aft there are broad gang- 
ways providing {reo circulation, and portholes,

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wide opon at tho timo of my visil, giving 
obundunt light, Tho Sloor wns noatly sandod, 
and tho bunks slill prosorvod tha sovorely 
scoured condition in which thoy loft port, 

Ono of the things which inost slikingly 
divide now and old order in the matior of 
ocoan sloamships is the caro for vontilation. 
Wo had a rough timo of it for the first five 
days oul of Luivorpool, and out siato-room was 
once ocoupioed for forty hours ata strotch, In 
tho fortioth hour ib was as fresh as in tho first. 
Tho systom horo adoplod is on tho bread 
principle in voguo in tho TLouse of Commons, 
tho bost-vontilated Chamber in the world, A 
conrtant supply of frosh air is pumpad in just 
abovo tho level of tho floox, and, working its 
way upward as it becomes warmed, passos 
oul through an open cornico in tho cviling, 
In tho steerage and forward on board tho 
Britannic thoro is aa automatio vontilnting 
apparatus whioh Twill not ablbompt to doseriho, 
but which, in conjunction with tho wirulsnils, 
always froightod with frosh air blowing over 
tho Atlantic, koops up a supply that mmat 
be sublly invigorating to’ tho donizons from 
orowdod cities, and porhaps a little ombar- 
tassing to the Tinnes, 

Ags 40 food, tho boundless hospitality which 
roigns in tho saloon is hore diffused. Porhaps 
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for tho first timo in their lives these seven 
hundred mon, women, and children live in a 
land where it is always meal-time. There ae 
threo rogulation meals on the day of my visit 
thus provided for :—Broakfast: Irish stew, 
fresh broad and buttor, tea, and coffec. Dinner: 
Soup, fresh boef and potatoes, stewed apples, 
and rico. Toa: Fresh broad and butter, tea, 
and gruel. 

“16 is,” as a pale-faced man said to me 
with a gleam of tender recollection in his 
eyes, “ cut and come again,’ 

Every one can have as many helpings as 
he pleases, and towards the middle of the 
voyage, whon they find their sea-legs, they 
please in a manner truly appalling, Lest 
they should feel hungry between whiles there 
avo three largo opon barrels set by the main 
gangway. Ono contains biscuits, another 
rusks, and a third buttor. At any hour of the 
day*or night theso may bo dipped into, 
Thero is also throughout tho day tea and 
coffoo always going. Tfrom timo to time a 
barrel of herrings is opened, and anon a barrel 
of applos, into which all are [ree to dip. How 
all this can be done at four guineas a head, 
the current rato of stoerago passage, is a 
problem which I trust the owners have satis- 


factorily solved. 
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At tho timo of my visit tho passongors 
wvoro all on dock—all bub sovon. Those wore 
a wondoring whito killon, two canarios in a 
cago in tho stoorago, Lhreo thrushos in a large 
wicker cago forward, aud in one of tho borths 
a lusty infant, six wooks old, laughing and 
crowing and ovidontly in a state of profound 
suisfaction with the world as far as he had 


yot seon it, 
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CHAPTER II. 
NEW YORK crry, 


Ix is,a pity that the fixst consideration forced 
upon the attention of the foreign visitor on 
landing at Now York is the state of the roads. 
As for as I know, no civilized town—certainly 
no capital city—has thoroughfares in such a 
condition a3 those which disgrace New York. 
It is urged in oxtenuation that the tram-cars 
make good 10ads impossible, and that, as 
evorybody travels by cars, the state of the 
rouds oulside tho rails does not much matter. 
But ‘neithor of these assertions will boar con- 
sideration, New York is not the only city in 
the world that has trams. We have them in 
London, Liverpool, Manchoster, Birmingham, 
and most Tinglish towns. Yob the roads are 
kept in good condition, Tho tram lines in 
Now York would of themselves make « British 
vestryman staro. In London the lines are 
laid with the Mange on one side level with the 
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road, and. tho grove as narrow 18 possible, with 
tho- objoot of provonting wheols of cabs and 
onrringos from locking, Toro, in tho contre 
of mochanical notivity and ingenuity, are 
found tho old opon rails of tho timo of George 
Francis ‘Train, pitfalls for the unwary hackney 
coaches, traps for tho hapless omnibuses. 

. Outside tho rails tho roadway is in a 
pitiablo condition. To drivo from the White 
Star Wharf to the Windsor Hotol is a transit 
more porilous than © voyage noross the 
Atlantic. In respoot of the condition of tho 
voads thoro is not much to choose botwoon up 
town and down town. Fifth Avenue ia ad- 
mittodly the principal stroot in Now York. 
Yot I oan soo out of tho window at which I 
writo—immediatoly in front of the Windsor 
Tfotol, within a stono’s throw of tho Vander- 
bil. mansion, in the middlo of tho thorough- 
faro along which tho woalth and fashion of 
Now York daily dvive—a holo in. the roadway 
two foot long, » foot broad, and from theo to 
four inches in depth. Skibborcon docs not 
shino in tho mattor of roadways; but if 
opposite tho hotel in Main Stroot thera were 
2 hole of this kind, the population would tur, 
oub in a body and donounco tho ' Saxon 
Governmont. 

Tho whole question of streot locomotion in

New York is curious and interesting. The 
Elevated Railroad, familiar at least by name 
to all Englishmen, offers the fullest facilities 
fox gotting about a city of the peculiar con- 
styvuction of Now York. It seems at first 
blush a monstrous proposition that a company 
of privato speculators should seize upon the 
streots of a capital, run up iron posts, sling , 
girdors across, and run a railway along the: 
level of the first-floor windows. But the 
streets of New York are so bad that there is 
« not unnatural feeling on the pari of ‘the, 
inhabitants that they could not be made 
worse. Now tho railway is made and is ‘in 
working order it is gratefully accepted as: one 
of the institutions of the city. The trains run 
frequontly to all places where men most. con- 
grogate. The carriages are comfortable and 
niry, the rondway, benefiting by the spring of 
tho girdors, is excoptionally easy, and the 
priow of a journey, whether long or. short, is 
fivepenco, 

Whilst tho trains rn overhead. the: cars 
yun below at half-price; and morn, noon, and 
night, in rain or sunshine, both are ordwded. 
‘A. Now Yorkor rarely walks. A proposal that, 
having a ‘visit to pay to the Fifth Avenue 
Flotel, I should walk, nearly had serious con- 
soquonces.to the hall porter at the Windsor. 
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“Why,” ho said, gasping, “I guoss it’s 
twonty blocks off |” 

ITo could not have boon moro taken abnel 
if C head proposod to accompany Sorgonnti 
‘Bates, who having, ubtorly xogardloss of - 
danger, carried tho Aimerioan flag through 
lingland, is now about to walk through tho 
Unitod Statos with tho object, us ho explains, 
of consolidating North and South, and stamp- 
ing out tho last embors of an anciont fond. 

Across tho rivor, in Now Jorsey, there aro 
moans of locomotion moro sbartling to tho 
insular anind than tho Hlovated Railroad. 
Travolling to South Orango, tho train winds 
its way ab full spood through tho main stroots 
of whatovor towns or villagos lio in its route. 
Trom time to timo thoro aro ‘outbursts of 
indignation in Hnglund becanso of some aoci- 
dont ab a lovol crossing, Ifore is a lovol 
crossing niles in length, with ai oooasional 
signalman to wavo tho alarm whoro tho tho- 
rouglituros bisoct tho traok. ‘Cho company 
think thoy havo dono onough if thoy adapt 
tho ordinary cow-catchor to tho oxigoncios 
of the hmuan population, and at regular in- 
toxvals of space, ontrent infunts in arma to 
“Look oub for tho Tiocomotive.” Tn addition 
to thoso precautions tho ongino tolls a sopul- 
ehral boll, whieh just after anothor man or 
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woman has beon killed has a most impressive 
sound, 

This arrangoment of the railway, whether 
travolling on tho levol of first-floor windows or 
along the main stroot of a populous town, is 
charactoristio of tho American’s notion that 
tho world was made for man, and not man for 
tho world, To havo railroads “right there” 
is the handiest thing, and is accordingly done, 
On tho same principle, an American lounging 
ona chair in a smoke-room will put his legs 
on table if it be within reach. The table 
was not mado for legs, any more than the 
inain sbroob of Orange or Newark was made 
for railways, But thore’s the table and there 
avo the main streets. So the legs go on one, 
und the railroads run along the other. 

This spirit of utilizing whatevor lies nearest 
to hand is shown again in the matter of adver- 
tisomonts. ‘ho ugliness of New York is in 
placos acconturted by tho upheaval of lumps 
of sandstone rock, standing on bleak bits of 
cloavod Iand., If this wore Paris the oppor- 
tunity would bo soizod to make a bright spot 
in the heart of tho city. Beds of flowers 
would bloom on velvety turf, and the bare 
rock would be covorod with climbing plants. 
Tho practical mind of the American is struck 
with the excollent position of these stones for 
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advertising purposos, and thoy aro accordingly 
covorod. with imporativo injunctions to “Buy 
your ‘Dry Goods for Cash,” or to losa no timo 
in ordoring tho “ Rising’Sun Stove Polish.” 

On tho outskirts of tho city ailvertisomonts 
aro plantod out like cabbages or colory along 
tho flolds skirting tho linos of railway. Down 
by tho City Hall somo building is going on 
which nocossitatos tho putting up of sonffold- 
ing, tho poles of which stand in barrels fall of 
earth. ‘hoso barrels had not boon fixed an 
hour bofore thoy woro hired to display tho 
advortisomont of a pianoforte ieker, Jor 
soveral sousons the hotol-koopors at Coney 
Island, who havo thoir privato advortisiug 
connections, have boon driven wild by a small 
boat with a lnrgo sail that tacks wp and down. 
off the crowded bonch. On tho sail is printed 
in gigantic lottors, “Givo Batty’s Soap a 
Show.” Thoro ig no oscaping this. Pooplo 
go down to Conoy Island to bo noar the lifo 
and froshnoss of tho Atlurtic; and looking out 
sonward thore is over in view this small boat 
with its largo mainsail boaring tho strange 
dévico, “ Give Batiy’s Soap « Show,” 

‘Chovo is little doubt that had tho Ark lap- 
poned to bo stranded on Jorsey Toights instoad 
of on Ararat, Noah on' stopping outin the morn- 
ing would havo found tho structure plastored 
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over with injunctions to “Use Gastrine for 
Dyspopsia,” ox to. Give Gargling Oil a Tun.” 
Tho condttion of the thoroughfares and 

the facilitios afforded by the clevated railroads: 
‘and tho ondless chain of tramways combine 

to banish cabs from the daily use of the New 

York citizen. But thero are times when 

a cab must be taken, and then tho driver has 

his revenge for long neglect, Tight and four-- 
ponce is practically the lowest fare taken by 
a Now York hack-driver. From the White - 
Star Wharf to the Windsor Hotel, a distance 

cortainly no} excecding three miles, I paid 

twelvo and sixpence, Moreover, a gentleman, 

who introduced himself to me as “ the Boss,” 

domandod the fare before starting, a procedure 

rosontod as an imputation upon my solvency. 

But long before tho hotel was reached, I 

porooived that it was simply a shrewd business 

transaction, for the odds were heavily against 

‘arrival ab our destination: If the horse lived 

80 long, the rattlotrap conveyance would surely 

como to grief over the corduroy road. Twice 

tho horso stoppod in protest against this sort 

of thing on a Sunday morning. The second 

timo tho dviver got down and. Lumoured him 

by taking off one of his shoes; after which 

he did better, and covered: the three miles in 

forty-oight minutes. 
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Iwantod to arguo with tho drivor in favour 
of a reduction, on account of tho sconony 
offectod in tho matlor of shoos. ‘Tho onso 
soomod very cloar, J had hired a horso with 
four shoes. Wo had startod with four sloos, 
and wo arrived with throo, 1 snving to tho pro- 
priotor of twonby-livo por cont, in which tho 
favo Nad a right to participabo, Bub ib was 
no wae taking, “The Boss” had my throo 
dollars paid in advanco, and if wo had rerchod 
tho hotel with only ono shoo, as would pro- 
bably have happonod had it boon a fow blocks 
favthor off, or if wo had novor arrivod ab all, 
ho would havo rogardod tho financial incident 
as closed, 

This samo poromptlorinoss in tho mabbor 
of socuring paymont is strongly markod in tho 
Custoins Dopaitmont, Amorien is a Lfroo 
country, and when wian is egrogiously over 
chargod for Customs duty ho ia at liberty to 
“protesb.”” Nothing oan oxcvod the orrmost- 
noss willl whieh a Now York Gnatoms Louse 
officor invitos tho angerod traveller to “pay 
undor protost.” A fellow-voyngor on tho 
Britanie had on tho outward voyage playod 
pokor till, on arriving in the Morsay, ho found 
Iiimaolf, aftor many vicissitudes, tho winnor 
of oight pounds, Aftor tho mannor in which 
oqually pious mou of old used bo build a 
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church or ondow a shrine alter a prolonged 
bout of wickodnoss, our young [riend, finding 
in an old furniture shop in Durham a piece of 
carvod wood, cortified by tho socond-hand 
furniture man to havo formoily been a part of 
tho altar of tho cathedral, bought it with 
intont 4o prosont it to his parish church. 
‘Whon. othors ruofully countod up the cost of 
{acing tho Custoins officials with thei impor- 
tations, the roformed pokor-player compla- 
contly eyed tho case containing his altar- 
piece, 

“That's real sixteenth-century work,” he 
said, ‘“Té goos through as an antiquity, duty 
freo.” 

I mot him in the Customs shed two hours 
later. “What's the mattor?” I asked, 
noticing his flushod faced and angry mien ; 
“has the antiquity come out broken?” 

“ Antiquity be darned,” ho answered, with 
paintal profanity. ‘“‘Twonty dollars duty,’ 
says the follow to mo whon I showod him the 
invoico, ‘Sixteonth-eontury work,’ says J, 
‘goos through as an antiquity.’ ‘You bot it 
don’t,’ says ho, ‘Antiquities don’t begin till 
fourtoonth coniury. Twenty dollars duty, 
but you can pay undor protest.’ So I had to 
pay for a moan mattor of two centuries. If 
I'd only known the regulation, I guess that 
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altar would havo boon mao two conburios 
catlior,” 

Still ho had had tho satisfaation of paying 
andor protost, a luxury which, unlike some 
othors, is nob of a {looting characlor, Tho 
munagor of tho loading Mnglish Insuraneo Com- 
pany in tho Unitod Statos tolls nie that a similar 
joy has lingorod with him for six yours, 'Thera 
is publishod hore, for the uso of insurance 
managors, a wondorful soriog of nimps, showing 
af a glanco tho height, broadth, dopth, and 
form of construction of every house and public 
building in tho principal towns, Tho Itngtlish 
directors having heard of this asked for tho 
Joan of ono of tho maps. Boing rotumed in 
duo course, tho Custom JTouso officors at Now 
York pouncod upon il, and in spito of cloar 
ovidenco that il was in all rospocts of Ainorican 
manufacture, hoavily taxed it, Paymont of, 
duby was inade under protost, and wpou eom- 
munication with tho Troasury repaymont was 
promisad, Bub it has novor couse, and thore 
rommins only the subtle silisfeotion of heving 
lodgod tho protost. 

Mention of this insuranco map, o monn. 
mont of pationco and labour, recalls anothor 
evidonco of tho complobonoss with whieh 
Amoricans omry a project’ through.  Jove« 
most among tho drawbacks of holiday timo 
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with the British houscholdor is tho anxiety 
as to what will bocomo of his houso whilst 
ho is away, Tho Now Yorkor is rolioved of 
this caro and of soino other domostic ones by 
a regularly constituted, company. THis fairy 
godmothor, connecting his ubode by telegiaph 
wires with hor own central domain, will upon 
tho ringing of a boll sond a messengor pre- 
parod, liko the British marino, to go anywhero 
and do anything. A second signal will, as if 
by magic, bring a carriage to the door; a 
third will bring a policeman ; a fourth sounds 
a fivo alarm; and I do not doubt that there 
are other signals that will call anything or 
anybody likely to bo requived in any well- 
rogulated household. When the houscholder 
goos away to Nowport, Longbranch, or other 
holiday resort, the godmother takes ontire 
charge of tho houso, fastons windows and 
doors, comnecting thom with her own rooms, 
whoro, upon tho sliglitest aitempt to enter 
tho oclosod house, a boll rings, and by the time 
that tho ploasod burglar has soltlod down to 
his work tho polico arrive. 

Bub a houso shut up for a month in 
summor timo would grow insufforably musty. 
‘the fairy godmother thinks of this, and once 
® weok sends down, has all tho windows 
thrown open, and thoroughly airs the house. 
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Tt is gratifying to know that the godmothar 
taakos a handsmno income out of this bone- 
ficial ontorpriso. Whon ono thinks of the 
housos in London loft tonantloss for five or 
six months in tho yor, with tho abtondant 
oxponses of housokooping, and the constant 
foar of malpracticos from without and within, 
ono woudors whothor thoro aro no berms of 1 
strictly commorcial charactor upon which tho 
fairy godmother could bo indncod to caro for 
London as sho docs for Now York. 

Owing to conveniontl contiguily lo a tich 
atono quarry, ib has como to pass that Now 
York is ono of tho sombrost-looking citdos in 
tho world, “ho dromn of tho rich New Yorkor, 
roalizod in tho onso of Mr. Vandorbill, is to 
livo in a brown stono-fronted house—that is 
to say, to show & bold venoor of brown stone 
to tho world that passes along tho main strovt, 
putting off your noighbows ab tho back with 
ordinary brick. No words oan adociuboly 
convoy a notion of tho doprossing shade of a 
Now York brown stono house. [Tb is somo- 
thing of tho eolow of chocolate without tho 
rod tink which voliovos ib from absolute dull 
noss. It givos tho passor-by the idoa that 
hore is a house once slrong and healthy, now 
sickoning with a vaguo disoano, Tt is iin- 
possible lo conceive any colour on tho palette 
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that would sot off or ovon harmonizo with this 
sickly huo. ‘To do the Now Yorker justico no 
ordinary canons of art doter him from experi- 
ments. ‘the brown stone fronts are backed 
with brick painted « brilliant rod, pointed in 
black. Add to this Vonotian ghutlors of a 
bright groon, and sunblinds of crimson stripes, 
and you will got a result joyously achieved in 
many of the streots of New York. Sometimes 
whilst tho shuttors romain a brilliant green 
thoro aro calico blinds of a deop blue, But 
Tam not suro that this is an improvement. 

In Fifth Avenue and streets akin to it, 
thero is somo general toning down of those 
colours, But thoy break out here and thore, 
and scarcely anywhore is the eye relioved 
from tho doprossion of the deadly dulness of 
tho brown. In New York politics efforts are 
somotimos made to bring about what are 
called tho primary eloctions in July, because 
in that month, as itis said, “ the brown stone 
fronts ave oub of town.” If this wero literally 
ino it woukl bo a groat dolivoranco for New 
York. 

Bub tho wind is tompored to the shor 
lainb, and + Now York las an architectural 
glory, porhaps two, which covor a multitude 
of brown stone fronts, Tho lesser one is the 
white marblo cathedral in Fifth Avenue, the 
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finost modorn building of the kind 1 ever suw, 
Lhe other, @ marvol of combined beanty wid 
strongth, is Brooklyn Bridgo, which is worth 
a jownoy across tho Atlantic to soo. Looked 
wt from a distance, whether new or tar, ib 
sooms fo span the broad rivor with gossunor 
wob. Yob an army might march across ib, or 
the population of a small town inight live 
upon ib without Joar of tho yawning gull below. 
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CHAPTER ITI. 
SOME WESTERN TOWNS. 


“ Winn I said I would die a bachélor I never 
thought I would live to be married,” says 
Benediok, whon reminded of oarlior perversity. 
When with equal confidence I wrote of New 
York as tho most unpaved of civilized cities, I 
had not beon to Chicago. In this respect the 
metropolis of the Wost cortainly beats the 
chiof town of the Ropublic, Hore and there 
New York oan show a stroet or portion of a 
stroot as bad as anything in Chicago. There 
is, for exainple, a thoroughfare leading out of 
Broadway in tho diroction of Nassau Street 
which will maintain tho roputation of Now 
York against tho world. I forget the name 
of this Slough of Despond, but it is in the 
very contre of the busicst paris of the city, 
answering pretty much to our Old Jewry. 
Thousands of busy feet throad it in the course 
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of a day, and cabs lumber through ib, jolling 
and splashing around tho plontiful mud. Tn 
tho country distriets, whoro tho roads are 
ocousionally bad, though infinitely bebbor Ua 
in tho contro of civilization, they hive a probly 
oxprossive numno for sudden abysses: or wnox» 
poebod upheavals,  Mhank-'oo-marms,” thoy 
call thom, boeruse peoplo in eab or car passing 
ovor thom. involuntarily mako oboisance as if 
acknowledging tho roccipl of a favour, Now 
Yorkors do not hositate to abtribube tho pro- 
valonco of  Thank-’oo-narms” in thoir 
principal roadways to corruplion in municipal 
affairs. hoy pay rates for road-making and 
yond-monding, they say, bub tho money malts 
away boforo it roaches tho slroots, 

In Chicago the mayor is porsonally saddlod 
with tho rosponsibility of tho shameful condi- 
tion of the eity, both in respocb of ils wreokod 
roadways and ils gonoral aspoct of dir. Mvory 
morning tho local nowspapors, wilh bho iter, 
tion that soos bo pass through paris of 
Aimorica as cucroncy for hmnout, ask whon tho 
anyor Will have the city clonnwd. 1 boliove 
bhab disregard of this conmonosl public con- 
veniouco is innwlo in the American charetor 
Thoy aro still a young peoplo, pionoers in a 
new counlry, whoro the first thing a soltlor 
dil was to clour a space, run up a shanty, and 
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let the road. grow of itsolf, In towns farther 
West, liko St. Louis and Kansas City, the 
principle can bo moro clearly soon in practice. 
Kansas Cily in parlicular, a rapidly growing 
town, apparontly builds houses in such haste 
that it forgets tho customary appanage of 
stroots by which thoy may be approached. 

In Chicago this peculiarity is the moro 
striking by comparison with the palatial 
houses and shops that lino the ditches along 
which the vehicles flounder, and through 
which mon and women pick their perilous 
way, It is amongst tho proudost records of 
Chicago that it was bodily raised several feet 
from aswamp. With tho customary national 
noglect of the roads, those were not lifted to 
tho full height of the general lovel. The con- 
soquenco is that, except at crossings, whero 
thero is a kind of planking, it is nocessary to 
tako a loap off tho pavement into tho road. 
This is awkward for tho pedostrian, but tho 
alvorlisor soos his opportunity, and all along 
tho odgo of tho pavomont advertisomonts are 
pustod, and aro vory conveniently soon from 
tho roadway. 

Talking about advertisomonts, and the 
ingonious methods cronted for their display, [ 
think tho palm must be worn by the agent of 
a tobacco manufactory whom I saw at work in 
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Kansas City. Ilo had with him a stoek of 
groan adhesive Iabols, onjoiming the public to 
“Use Logney’s Tobacco.” Observing & horse 
hitehod to ono of tho rings whieh shud the 
pavomonts in Westorn cities, ho shuck ono of 
tho Jabola on ibs haunch, eavofully selooting 
tho off sido. Prosontly tho ownor, a portly, 
woll-to-do eitizon, caine oub of the store whore 
he had boon transacting Durinoss, aul mount- 
ing his cob rodo off, gratuitously and meen. 
aciously advertising a bolacco brand, 

Unloss pooplo have a faney for sooing pigs 
killed, thove is nothing in Chicago to koap 
n trevollor familiar with Liverpool or Man. 
chostor, [is carious, whon wo como bo think 
of ib, that no ono rogards aw visit bo Chicago as 
coulotod till he has goon w pip killed and ent 
up. In itself tho process is not ribeaetive. 1h 
could bo soon any day in London, if noe in 
tho seiontifie and wholosulo mannor preebisod 
in Chicago, ab least complebo enough for 
tho pig, Yob 1 nover hoard of any ono 
heving an hour or lwo bo spare din London who 
wont to soo a pig hillod.  Porbified by bhosa 
roflootions, | did nol gos Dub Lord Coloridye, 
making his funous somi-ofiieial tour trough 
bho Stabs, did, and so do nine oub of any bor 
visilors who pass Uirough Chicago. [Tb would 
ho tdlo bo abbompt to disguise tho growth of t 
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slight coolness botween the Lord Chiof Justice 
and his hospitable and enthusiastic hosts 
bocause, having seca a pig killed and dismem- 
borod, he would not “go the whole hog” and 
bo prosont at ble process of sausage-making. 

Apart from its pig-sticking and packing 
rogardod as a fino art, 10 bo visited by the 
slrangor as raro pictures and statoly cathedrals 
are clsowhore sought oul, Chicago is a place 
of which America may woll be proud. It is a 
monument raised by human energy, skill, and 
pluck, Burned down to the ground in 1871, 
in 1873 it was robuilti—a city ton times hand- 
somer and more substantial than that out of 
whoso ashos it was raised. At the time the 
building was going forward it was statod in a 
local journal that “beginning on April 16, 
1872, and onding December 1, 1872, excluding 
Sundays, counting two hundrod working days, 
and oach day of cight hours, thero will be 
complobtod ono brick, stone, or iron building, 
twonty-fivo foot front and from four to six 
storios high, for oach hour of that time.” 

The onorgy and dauntless entorpriso which 
thus grappled with tho groat calamity of 1871 
throbs through the city to-day in pursuit of 
the ordinary avocations of business. Chicago 
is ono of the livoliost lowns I have seen. In 
whatever part of tho city one walks, he is 
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suro bo be jostled by a crowd moving at high 
prossuro, ‘The sity oovors a wido aron, bub tis 
husinoss enpacilics aro nomly doubled by the 
hoights of its buildings. Nothing unidor six 
stories is to bo xeon even in whab may ho 
onllod its back abroobs, whilst seven or oight 
is tho avorago in tho main thoronghiare, 

Ohiengo is tho model bo which all Wostorn 
citios Gian, with natural expoebation of same 
timo oqualling or ovon rivalling its aplondid 
growth, 

“Wo rockon horo that Kansas City will 
somo day show Chicago tho way,” a citizon of 
thaé thriving placo seid fo mo, as ho sab on 
tho pavomont in his shirb slooyos and w chair, 
wilh his logs a considerable distanco wp tho 
lamp-post. 

Oortainly tho growth of Kansas City with- 
in tho last low yours makos this oxpectation 
& litblo loss wild than ib will appoar in Chisago. 
Té is ostimatod that during tho Jast four yours 
Knnsas City has nearly doubled itsoll, and is 
alill mnpidly growing, St. Louis looks on will 
somothing of joulousy ab tho sbridos tnken by 
its lusty youngor brother, and somo apitafil 
talking goos on botwoon tho noiwspapers of 
tho vival towns, dusb now Sb. Louis is stor 
ing ab tho theatrical and dramatic baste of 
Kunsua Cily, wel rocommonds an aperr cone

pny playing thore to moet the tastes of the 
community by intersporsing a breakdown by 
Buffalo Bill betwweon tho acts of “ Maritana,” 
Whoreto Kansas joumals vigorously respond 
by quoting woll-authenticated instances where 
St. Louis having declarod in favour of an ope- 
ratio or dramatic company, the company has 
hopelessly fnilod elsewhore ; or where St. Louis 
having damned with faint praise, public opinion 
in more advanced cities has enthusiastically 
approvod tho offorts of players or singers, 
Unlike Chicago, neither 8t. Louis nor 
Kansas City shows outward signs of the press 
of businoss. Tho gentlemen of Kansas City 
are much addicted to sitting in their shirt- 
slooves on tho shady side of the pavement, 
with a cigar in their mouths and their heels in 
the air, There is great competition for lamp- 
posts, casod off a little since the introduction 
of telegraphs, which aro carried by posts along 
tho footways of tho main streots. But appetite 
grows with what ib foods upon, and the passion 
of Kansas mon for gotting thoir foot above the 
lovol of their hoads is not slaked oven by 
combination of tolegraph-posts and lamp-posts. 
When uot thus carrying on business on the 
pavement, the malo inhabitants of Kansas 
Gity play billiards, or sustain their drooping 
enorgios by imbibing a whisky cocktail, or, to 
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uso Intost imagory, born with tho complotion 
of tho Northorn Pacific Reilroad, “ driving 
a goldon spike.” Work must bo doue here, or 
Kansas City, instond of forging nhord, would 
fall oub of tho race. Only it seams bo bo done 
by stoallh, and with an ostentatious appour- 
anco of loading a laxy lifo, 

Tho only oarnosh workors visiblo from nv 
stroot survey are the nowsboys, who rsh 
about from inorn bill eve wilh ovor fresh 
oditions of tho daily papers. Whilst Now 
York journalism is suffering tho shock of 
yotuotion in price, and from 6250 day 
downwards ix boing sacrilleod by ontorprising 
proprictors maxious, as bho Tribune yt it, 
that thoir roadors shall share iu thoir pros- 
pority, Kansas Cily zoos on ils way domanding 
and. receiving Lwoponge halfponny for its morn 
ing shoots. Lloro, as throughout tho States, 
thoro is nolablo the distinction, aa against 
Hnglish custom, that overy ono buys his own 
paper, ‘hore is neither bovrowing joe lonid- 
ing, and an hotal would ax soon think of 
providing its customors with the freo use of 
tho latost throa-volunio Lovels ns of Aanishing 
& grabuitous supply of bho moring papers for 
common roading, 

To such oxtont is this care of the intoreats 
of nowspapor proprictors earriod, tliab in the 
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largor hotols, whore thore is a newspaper 
roading-room, there will be found no copies of 
the local journal. Guests cannot buy tho 
Chicago papors, the Southern papers, the 
Canadian journals, or the spicy shoets from 
tho l'ar Wos6. ‘Cherofore the hotel will provide 
thom, Dubé guosts can buy in the vostibule of 
tho hotel the’ local papors at a cont advance 
on their published. price, and if they want to 
read them they must buy them. Considering 
that twoponce halfpenny is the regular price 
of & morning papor out of New Yovrk, it is 
astonishing to seo how many people and what 
class of pooplo buy their morning newspaper 
going into town, and supplement it with one 
ox moro evening papers on. thoix way home. 
St. Louis stands on the banks of the 
Mississippi, a muddy stream beside which 
the Thames off Westminster is a silver tide. 
There is no small-minded or ill-judgod attempt 
on thé part of tho Mississippi to hide its real 
charactor. It is simply a solution of yellow 
mud, and it flows downward to the sea, rather 
proud of the fuct than otherwise. People 
wash in Mississippi watex and drink it after 
undergoing a process of filtering. But no 
filtoving will tako owt the stain of mud, and it 
is appalling to think of the wholesale transac- 
tions in xoal proporty which daily go forward 
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in oibios whoro tho Mississippi farnishos tho 
wator supply. 

Ono othor thing the bwo cagor young towns 
havo in common is tlio, Th St. Louis it is 
said that “Kansas Cily has moro fttos than 
any blown in tho world.” Bub Kansas Giby is 
nob to bo outdono in this unwontod Inuwst of 
gonorosity, and magninimoysly insists upon 
the pro-ominonco of the moro southorn oily. 
Ag a sojounior in both, J should say tho matler 
was nob worth quarrelling aboub, A. tly moro 
or loss is of no consoquonco whoro thay are 
countod by tons of thousands, Jn noithor 
cily havo I sab down bo monb with loss than 
five hundvod guests ab wa singlo tablo, twa 
rightoously paying thoir bills aud 408 nob only 
sobtling down without saying “by your lene,” 
but insisting upon being the first to basta 
ovory dish that comes to tho table. 

Tho only moans by which a fir share van, 
bo secured for tho paying guests ix for bho 
wailor lo stand and fan tho dishow sproad ont 
on tho tublo, This ia rough on a plate of 
mnublon chops or a out of roast mioab nob vory 
hob whon ib camo bo the table. Bub thoro are 
componsitions oven for bhis drawback. Who 
coloured gontloman assigned for the duby of 
fanning starts off exceedingly well and pleys 
havoo with tho (lives, Gradually tho brooze 
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subsides; tho flics return in incroasing num- 
bors; tho while cloth darkens; bread and 
moat ato rapidly disappearing, You look up 
bo ascortain tho causo of the cossation of the 
proeve, and, behold! tho coloured goniJoman, 
with oyos hall-closod, is mechanically fanning 
himsolf, T obsorve that tho propor thing to 
do in those circumstancos is to thrust your 
elbow sharply into his ribs, when he wakes up 
and makos tho flios believe the wind called 
Euvoclydon has visited Kansas City. But 
evon when you have learnt the knack of 
entching him in the right placo it is evident 
that the flios get a fair sharo of ‘ what is 
going. 

At St. Louis wo had for companion at 
broakfast, in addition to the flies, a Roman 
Jatholie priost travelling West on a distant 
mission, IIe told mo a, pitiable story of the 
suddon dashing of high hopes.

HIVE AND DEATIT IN TIN FAR WENT, 


Tn boarding of a railway brain at Coolidge, 
an atiompted robbory, and an accomplishod 
murior, havo awakonod tho Wost out of a 
plonsing droam of socurity, ‘Those abtacks 
upon railway traing aro by no ions of 
Lroquent ooomrouce, though whon they happon 
thoy avo talkod of so muoh and for so long 
a timo that thoy grow to bo fimilian, ‘lo 
atop and vob a tain, is an oxploit that obviously 
domands united forco, woll-ordored plans, ated 
desporato cowago, Lt is tho Watorloo of 
the rowdy's onnpaign, which works its lovel 
way through tho yoar by potty lareony, horse- 
stoning, gaming, and wa oceasionnl shooting. 
Tn 1874 the Onion Pacific Road was tho ssone 
of tho first of blose. outragos, whon the train 
bound Mast was boarded by sevon mon, who 
got oloar off with £2000, A fow yoara Inter 
this sano Sante 16 Lino, on which Coolidga 
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atands, was the sconé of an attompted xobbery 
by a fhmous gang which ‘takes ity name from 
its londer, “Big Mike Rourke;” and only 
last yoar, the aunivorsary within a day of the 
Coolidge affair, the Santa I'é train was captured 
by four men, who compellod the ‘express man 
to open the safle, and robbod it of its contents, 
which did not happen to exceed £1000, 

Tho famo of Jesse James’s exploits filled 
England at the time that they aroused the 
Unitod States, They were marked by an 
midacity, a resource, and a ruthless barbarity 
which placod their leader on a pedestal where 
oven now he is regarded through the West 
with a kind of sovrowful admiration, Jesse 
Jamos was hanged, and his body now rests in 
tho little front garden before his mother’s 
house. His brother is in jail, the gang is 
broken up, and people had grown into the 
bolief that they might go about thoir business 
along the grent high-roads to the West with 
tho assurance that they wore in a civilized 
and law-abiding country. Thon comes this 
affair at Coolidgo, and all is oxcitemont and 
approhension. It was curious to note on 
loaving Kansas City this,morning (October 4, 
1883), the tearful groups bidding farewell to 
friends going out West. It is’ a far joumey, 
and the average of accidents on a run of 634 
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milos. must bo takon into necount. Tint over 
and above this is tho now torror of tho night 
journoy, and tho possibility of boing wakonod 
up by pistol shots and ruMfanly domaunds for 
your portable proporty, 

The scono of the murderous ontrago of 
Saturday was admirably choson, Coolidgo ix 
asmall village, a fow imilos distant from the 
bordor Iino of Colorado and Kansas. hore 
is © rvondside station with a tolograph office, 
and a shéd that passes for a rofroshmont bar. 
Tho villago itsolf consists chicfly of x drinking 
snloon and a gaming houso, noither old in 

“favour by tho. police, The trun reached. 
Coolidgo abows ono in the moming, mid made 
a brief stoppago. Tho conductor was about 
to stort it whov ho noticed » mun climbing up 
behind tho express car. Ho thought it-was a 
tramp engagod in tho not wifroquent onter- 
priso of soouring a froo rida. To called out to 
hin to como off, but tho fellow prossad forward 
and ontorod ‘the oxpress emt. his waa. in 
charge of ay Imm nuued Petorson, whe is the 
horo of the day wwhorever tha story has 
vonchod. - Potorson was lying on his back 
upon soma sacks, and was just dropping off 
to sleep whon ho was awakonod by the 
sonduetor’s challongo of the supposed temp, 
Ho looked up and saw by the dim light of the 
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oil lamp © man standing by the open door, 
The stranger covered him with his pistol, and 
fired, the bullet passing close by his head and 
lodging in the floor of the van. Peterson 
dropped his hands as if he were mortally 
wounded, and the stranger, turning round, 
fired at the conductor, who was standing on 
the platform watehing him. This shot also 
missed him. Peterson, beforelying down, had 
placed his revolver by his side. When he 
dropped his hands he felt out cautidtsly with 
his right for the pistol, a double-action Colt. 
He touched the muzzle first, and, with his 
half-closed eyes fixed on the robber, he slowly 
moved his hand along till he got a firm hold 
of the butt and his finger on the trigger. 
Meanwhile the robber, concluding that he 
had slain the express man, moved towards the 
rear of the van in search of anybody else that 
wanted killing, The baggage man had been. 
seated by the doorway when the first shot was 
fired, but by this time he was comfortably 
located under the table in the refreshment 
shed, He has subsequently explained that not 
being armed, and feeling rather in the way 
when: shots were flying round, he had ‘con- 
oluded he would. be better. under the table, 
As the robber moved towards the rear of the 
van, Petersén, sitting up and covering him 
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wilh his rovolvor, frod. Tho rolybor, taken 
aback. ab this liveliness on tho parb of a corpo, 
rotwmnod tho fro, but his pistol went off bofors 
ho could cover his man, At this momont 
Potorson saw anothor man climbing in ab one 
of the sido doors, and, sobbing his baek ngeinat 
tho sido of tho ear, proparod for tho now- 
comor. Bub panio had already soizod upon 
tho robbors, ‘Tho fixxt ono jrmpod oub by 
tho door through whieh tho baggage man 
had alvoady boat a stratogio rotront. ho 
second disappoarod without firing, and, the 
van boing now cloarod, Polovsou proovedad 
to barricade tho doors in readinoss fox an 
oxpectod siogo. 

Tho gang, which consistod of only threo 
mon, woro divided, tao boing told off bo seizu 
tho oxpross van, and tho other to reoure 
control of tho cngino, 'hoir plan waa bo yet 
the train drawn out of tho station, when they 
could procood with their work ab leisure, 
stopping tho train whon tho booty was seeured, 
and pulling up where they plonsed. "With 
pistol pointed at his loud and with horrible 
oaths, thoy ordered tho onginoor to “pull 
out.” Tho wnfortamato man doox nol soem 
to havo had timo oithor to refuse or to obey, 
Tuning sharp round on honting ghis injune 
tion, ho was strightway shot dead. The 
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murdoror, doscribod ag a vory tall man about 
thirty yoars of ago, immediately whooled about 
and shot tho fireman, who was in the act 
of jumping off the ongino. 

Tho wholo thing took placo within three 
minutes. But tho two men xroutod in tho 
oxpross car wore alroady in full flight, and 
thoro vomainod nothing for tho desperado on 
tho ongino but to follow thom. ‘The prssongors 
in tho train wore by this timo aroused, and 
ono or two had como out on the platform, 
But it was all ovor. ‘The bandits had vanished 
in tho darkness, and thoro remained to tell 
tho story only tho dead body of the ongineer, 
the woundod firoman, tho gallant Poterson 
barricaded in tho oxpress bagegago car, and 
tho judicious baggage man under tho table in 
tho dining shod, 

Dick Liddil is inclined to snocr at tho 
businoss, as tho blundoring work of amateurs, 
Dick is a bandib rotivod fom business, who, 
with old ago ereoping ovor him, has takon to 
farming, the monotony of which ho relioves by 
visiting Iansas City onco a wook for “a big 
drunk,” Ilo happenod to be in tha city on 
Saturday when tho nows camo, and oppor- 
tunity was gladly seizod to consult so great 
an authority, If tho fellows had known theiz’ 
business, Di®k grunted, drowning a fly at five 
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pacos with a sqniri of tobacco juico, they 
would nol havo gono. tliroo on a job of thu 
kind, Three mon could not hold up and ye 
through a long train, anyway. ‘Two would Ix 
short hands onough to look altor tho onginoor 
tho conductor, and oxpross mossongor, ale 
that would only lonvo one to go through the 
train and chow down tho passongors, 

“T's bin a blamnod muddle all through,’ 
anid Dick, with a fu-nway look in his oyor 
that spoko regrotfully of w goord change missad 
whilo somo poople who would havo brought 
it through woro fooling thoir time awuy farm 
ing in Missouri. 

This profossional opinion as to the bungling 
tactics which rosultod in fuikuro, is probty 
gonorally shared by tho Wostorn public, 
who, if this kind of thing must bo dono, like 
to seo it oarricd through in workmaniike 
fashion, But itis obvious that failure rosuliod 
from an nrocidental cirewnstaucs whieh ue 
foresight could havo averted. Had thea con- 
ductor nob happonod to have boon walking 
past tho oxpross at. tho pracisa moment, tha 
fiat robber would havo got on unobsorvad, 
and would. have had Potorson ab his moroy, 
It was the condnotor’s rough. hailing of the 
intruder that roused him, and it was the 
necessity for tho simultanvously dealing with 
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Potorson and the conductor on his flank that 
shook tho vobbor’s aim. ‘his first miscarriage 
led to overything that followed. The pre- 
niaturo dischargo of pistol shots boforo the tall 
man had mounted tho ongine and covered the 
enginoor with his pistol, led to his mad firing 
justas tho onginoer, all unbiddon, was about 
to do what the gang wanted, and “ pull out.” 
Once mastory obtained of the engine and, the 
express Waggon rifled, with Poterson either 
killod or cowed, tho tum of the passengers 
would come, and a pretty haul would be made, 

Dick Liddil was asked to consider these 
things, to which ho grunted an incredulous 
“ Maybo,” but roiterated— 

“Tt was a blarmed muddle, anyhow.” 

Whatover olso remains in doubt, it is 
gonorally agroed that the murders were com: 
mitted by cowboys. ‘Tho cowboy is person 

—dndigonous to the Western States, and except 
that sometimes ho looks after cows, he hag 
nothing in common. with his English proto- 
typo. I rond in a newspaper a special do- 
spatoh from Salt Lake City so strangely 
touching that I out it out. It runs thus: 

“ Sixteen shots wore fired at a cowboy in 
the stroots of ‘Salt Lake last night, but. he 
esorped, Not man in the city will acknow- 
lodge tho shooting.” 
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Tho ingonuous mind instantly conjures up 
tho moving scono. ILevo is a minall boy in 
a smookfrook with his trousers genorously 
tumod up, and his hands in his poekotas, 
Frosh from tho arondian simplicity of rustic 
labour, ho ontors tho city, porhaps for tho first 
timo, and wondoringly looks around, A. gang 
of lonfers obsorve him, aud, poradvonture haf 
dunk, bogin to pot him, Sixtoon shots aro 
fired, and tho torrifiod little follow, runing 
hithor and thithor wild with fear, somehow 
OsCApOS, 

That is tho picture prosonted to tho in- 
gonuous mind on reading tho nowsapupor do- 
spatch, I havo soou tho reality since, andl 
heard a good deal of hia habity and apti- 
tudes, His ago varios from sixtoon to forty- 

-five. Ho is invariably dressed in a white 
soft wideawako, groy or Divo shirt, and rough 
woollen ox cunvas trousors, tio in over the 
anklo. Flo las a pistol pockot, and when 
owt of the limita of towns whore it ta for 
biddon to carry arms ostontationsly displays 
it. His languago is chiofly composed of nn 
ondloss chain of oaths and inrprecations, Ho 
doos not moan to swoar, ani is nob aven 
awazo that ho is doing so.. People in citios 
chavo in thoir dictatorial way Jail down tho 
oe that cortain words aud phrasos shall be 
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callod swoaring, and their use must be avoided 
by all decent pooplo, To the cowboy those 
interdicted words and phrases are ordinary 
parts of speceh, like our adjectives and 
advorbs, It is tho languago ho has been 
brought up in from emly childhood, and 
human spoech would bo woefully barren if he 
woro not allowed to introduce two oaths in 
evory sontonce, 

This said in oxtonuation, it must be ad- 
mittod that a cowboy'’s conversation is apt to 
shock the unaccustomed car. 

Of course there ao cowboys and cowboys, 
All swoax terribly, bub some honestly and 
assiduously labour, whilst others, going alto- 
gothor to tho bad, hang on the skirts of 
society, rob, and, if need be, murdor with no 
move compunetion than they would lassoo a 
straying ox. On tho distant and lonely 
ranches whoro they haye boon brought -wtp, 
‘human life is held ag seareely of more account 
than that of oxon. 'Lhoy instinctively regard 
a sirangor as an enemy, and ab sight of one 
thoir hand closes on their. pistol and. their 
finger fools for the triggor. 

A slory. told me by the owner of one of 
the largest and wealthiest ranches of Texas 
illustrates with grim simplicity the rules of life t 

“by which the cowboy is guided. A little child. 
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diod on the rancho, and the mothor dosirod 
with piteous ontroaty that it should have 
Ghvistian burial at tho hands of tho clorgy- 
man, ‘Tho vanchoman, though now one of the 
woalthiest mon in Moxas, was born and bred wv 
cowboy. With anothor lad ho had, ab tlie 
ago of twelve, gono into businoxs on his own 
account, with a stook of a dozen cnttle, THe 
hed nover boon to olurch, as, indood, he jad 
soarcoly over lived 1 day off tho rancho. To 
had tho vaguost iden of what a clorgyman 
was or did. But ho loved this wonmun vory 
much, and, suddling his horse, he rodo straight 
off fifty milos to the nearest amlob, and 
brought back “a prorghing ina” almost 
litorally ab lis saddlo-bow. 

The yanchoman assombled all his cow- 
boys to witnoss, this strange coromony., Ads 
thoy stood by the opon. grave tho preaching 
man, whilst offoring up prayor, knoll wn closod 
his oyos, ‘Tho ranchoman wra rghiast THe 
had brought this man ovor, and folt poraonally 
answorrblo for his safoty; and here he wis 
on his Ineos with his eyos shut, aul souraoly 
two pacos olf tw. score of tho blackost resents 
in Toxas, not ono of whom had over boon 
known to miss his aim! This Iciet of 
targot, ho folt, would, with tho bost intentions, 
bo irrosistiblo, and ag saxo as tho preaghing 
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man knolt there ho would be shot. Without 
loss of a moment’s precious timo tho ranche- 
man. quiotly placed himsolf bohind the knoel- 
ing pronchor, and whilst tho unfamiliar proyor 
wont wp to hoavon ovor tho opeu grave of tho 
child, ho, with finger on tho tigger of his pistol, 
covered. the congrogation, and at the. first 
movomont of a hand towards pistol-pockot 
would havo shot tho man as cortuinly and 
with as little sense of wrong-doing as if he 
wore killing a wasp, 

Whilst tho cowboy, the Ishmacl of the 
Wostorn Statos, thus has his hand against 
everybody, overybody’s hand is ready to be 
lifted. against him, with or without occasion. 
A. dexpatch publishod in Kansas City papers, 
dated Luscon, Arizona, Soptombor 25, relates, 
much in tho style of a markot report, what 
befol a party of fou cowboys, 

“A. shorifl’s party of twonty-fivo men,” 
says tho report, “mot a party of fom cow- 
boys aud ordered: thom to throw up their 
hands. Kid Tiowis, tho loader of the cowboys, 
was in front and pulled. his pistol, when the 
posae flrod upon thom, Lewis received several 
balls at tho first fire, and was instantly killed, 
rank Leonnrd was wounded, and crawled off 
into tho ‘hills, Nothing has since. been seen 
of him, and leis belicved by many to. be 
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doul. MeoNamara and Vanil wore nnlurt, tho 
lattor viding away amid a volloy of bullots.” 
14 will bo obsorved thab no rolorenco is 
malo to any crits tho cowboys may have 
‘commiltod or buon suspoolod of hoy wore 
simply a party of four cowboys. Ono was 
shot on the spot, ono orawladl off with two 
wounds, and tho othor two, liko tho charmed 
cowboy of Salt Tako City, rodeo off unhutt. 
Itdoos nob appou that any inquiry will follow, 
or that this activo shoriff will be called upon 
to justify his oxploi, Tho oxplanation, if 
ctllod for, will doublloss bo thab ho sebod in 
solf-dofonce. Lf ho had not shot IKid owls, 
Kid Lowis would Jiwvo shot him, and in a 
nicoly balanced wlfair of this kind praforenca 
must of comso be given bo a roprosontative 
of tho law, Jifo west of Kansas City is 
litorally tho survival of tho fitbosb---that is, 
of tho ian who can firo first, 
forts avo boing male to pub down this 

ovil by passing laws prohibiting tho oarrylng ” 
of woupons aboub tho porron, lash wook a 
man in Kansas City, caught Jagrwnée dediela, 
was fined twonty pounds, Bub this law, ox- 
collont in ils purpose, is practically a don 
lotlor, Tho only cirenmustances in whieh it 
oporatos is whore a man is arrested for boing 
drunk, lo is thon in a position to be logully 
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goarchod, and in nino cases out of ten he is 
found wilh a loaded weapon in his pistol- 
pockol. In this way tho law woxks in the 
tomporanco causo, but only indixectly for the 
protection of life, Tho city editor of the even- 
ing journal in Kansas City is at the present 
momont serving a poriod of twonty-five years 
in tho penitontiary for having shot his man. 
Tho incidont has been the making of the 
nowspaper, but ib is awkward for the city 
oditor, It is probable that ho might have 
served his journal and preserved his liberty 
but for tho accidontal position in which the 
man stood when ho was shot. The bullet 
entored his back, which provented the prisoner 
from ploading that he had actod in solf-defence. 
Thore is a story told in Denver which 
ilustratos the readiness with which this plea, 
gonorally irrosistible with a Western jury, is 
urgod whon a man gots into difficulties, Three 
citizens of Denvor were drinking in a little 
“yoom Off tho bar, Ono of thom suddenly fell 
dead from hoarl disonso. The othor two, : 
cohscious of a shady record, and corbain that 
thoy would be acousod of killing him, went 
into the baz, ordered somo cigars, which they 
know wero kopt in anothor part of the house, 
and whilst tho barman was away, they carried 
the dead man in, pub him on a chair, with 
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his hond botwoon. his hands, as if ho wore 
slooping off dvink. 

“Holl pay for tho cigars,” thoy snid to 
tho barman, and walkod out. 
~The bartenior waited o ronsonablo time, 
and thon, going up to tho.sanpposod slooper, 
shook him roughly and demanded paymont. 
To his horror tho man yvollod off tho chair, 
and thon ho saw ho was donl. At this 
momont. two frosh oustomors entored, and 
tho barman rocognizing hia poril as tho othor 
two had dono, said with an oath-- 

T did ib in solf-delonco.” 

That is wv Donvor story for which T do not 
vouch, though T do porsonally vouch for tho - 
litoral truth of tho story about tho lnooling 

clorgyman aid his protector, 
With ono moro story, also truo, for it is 
writton in tho prosaic record of tho police 
court, Iwill conclude this budget of opisodes 
in Wostonlifo, At Blue Rook Springs, Kon- 
faoky, threo brothors named Rogers imo ta 
“completo somo formalities in the atber of thoir 
frthox’s will, ‘hoy wore all mon well to do in 
tho world. Snuol was tho prosident of v bank, 
Willian was a lawyer, and Chonas a fener, 
Aa tho businoss procoaded, Sranuel, uccording 
to his own aecount, “thinking hia brothers 
wore about to draw thoir woapous,” whipped 
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owt his revolver, shot Thomas in the head 
and William in the stomach, ‘William died 
at fonr o’clook on tho next morning, Thomas 
lay for wooks at tho gate of death, and brother 
Samuol, whon I loft tho district, was in gaol, © 
Ho had alroady put in his plea. 

Tt was that lo acted in self-defence. 
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CHAPTER V, 
IN THE ROUKY MOUNTAINS, 


To persons who have hoard of Donvor aa tho 
hoad-quartors of a mixod population of minors 
and cowboys, tho city itsolf is an agroanhle 
atupriso. Its moat striking fonturo ia its 
extromo rospootability, Tia stroots being Ind 
out in broad bonlovarls, fankod on eithoy sido 
by rows of troos, if is to somo oxtont romi- 
tiiscont of Wiesbaden or Baden-Baden. But 
those towns aro associated with gambling, 
dancing, and otfor frivolitios, and it is im. 
possible to connect Donvor with anything of 
the kind. Porhaps Lemnington comes norrer 
$0 Tikonoss with Denver than most towns, mad. 
ii is not onay to ovorrato tho reapoctability af 
Loamington. 16 is quite trao tint only thros 
Nights bofore our arrival w gontloman walking 
Thome through these broud and pleasant abrouts 
was, us tho nowspapors lave it, “held up™ 

that is to say, ho was knocked down, Sirungo 
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to say, at this oriticnl moment 9 policomean. 
happened to como in sight, whereupon the foot- 
pac fled. The policoman fortuitously had a 
loaded rovolver in his pockot. This he drow 
and blazed away through five blocks, hitting 
nobody, not even tho man who had been 
‘held up.’ Chis, however, is a mere break- 
ing owt of the old Adam, and cannot be held 
soriously to vary the gonoral tone of respecta- 
bility that porvades tho place. 

There is nothing lacking to complete the. 
handsomeness and desirability of Denver. 
Tho roads are broad and well made—torribly 
dusty whon the wind blows, but that is not 
evory day, he houses axe substantially build 
and. tastefully designed. From one of the 
mountain ranges that circle Denver with a 
band of purple and gold is quarried a rare and 
beautiful building stone, tinted with yoits of 
pink on ground of groy. There is too much 
roason to foax that if Now York had this stone 
it would, ab considorable exponse, have. it 
workod so-ad to present a smooth surface to 
make it worthy of a placo by “the brown. 
stone fronts.” Denver loaves the mark of the 
lionest chisel upon ifs stonework, which is: 
ploasant to look: upon accordingly. Most. of 
the principal buildings and residences are built 
with this stone, the rest being made with rod.” 
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brick, of which Lhoro sooms abundant apply 
somowhore in tho neighbourhood, 

Thora avo treos overywhore, for the most 
parb cooling theis foot in the mountain stron 
that ran down tho sido of the slroot., Ln only 
Oclobor tho cotton trees were turning 
boautifal yollow; nob allogobhor, bub hero mud 
thoroe ono stood out clothed in soft, tuangpreront 
yollow, ‘Tho troos do nok wilhor away lea! hy 
loaf, as in London parks, bil nothing is Ielt of 
what was once w treo bub tho blackonod Tuba 
and a fow shrivellod lowes. Jlere tho leuves 
hold on to the Jasb, fullol sap and colour, dill tho 
yollow dross is ptt on, and thon, alter a quiabar 
phaso of oxintonco in those vew robox, & smu 
of winbor comos, and they fill ina day, Bub 
tho day bolore douth thoy woro still boantifal. 

Over Denver in thoss curly Ocloboy anya 
is sproad a sky of tho cloar bhie, paling away 
to pomly grey on tho horizon, that is seen it 
sumanor days in Switvorkund. ‘Tho air ia 
singularly puro and daveing, blowing in from 
the north and oaab ovor tho fu-raneding 
prairio, and by tho soubh and weet trom (he 
Rocky Mowrtains, whose snow-elad  ponks, 
standing beyond the purple band of Che lowor 
hills, oateh tho light of tho rising: ann longs 
before he can bo seen from the house-tops of 
Denvor, 
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Ada timo wilhin tho momory of travellers 
to bo mot with on tho railway to-day, the 
traina botwoon Kansas City and Donver rarely 
complobod thoir journoy without having killed 
a bufulo, Tho hords crossing tho track dis- 
dainod to gob ont of tho way of tho strango 
qmonshor, and ib was so much the worso for 
tho buffalo. But the buffalo, like tho Indian, 
is a slrangor now on tho prairios that wore 
onco his home, 

Liko othor towns out Wost, Donver has 
grown vory rapidly, and is daily growing. Now 
building is boing pushed forward, moro particu- 
larly by Capital Hill, whore thore aro clusters 
of handsoino yosidonces. Tho city abounds in 
churchos snd chapols, tho Baptists sooming to 
havo obtainod a fim footing in tho place. One 
of tho handsomost of tho chapels is thoizs. 
Thoro aro, howovor, some signs of tho markob 
boing overstocked, one chapel boaring a placard 
annownoing that ib is “Tor vont.” 

‘Horo, as in othor Amorican citios, one is 
airuck by tho frequoncy of ladios driving 
whatlouded. Sometimes ralono, soimotimos 
with a lady friond, thoy dash about, holding 
tho roins at arm’s Jougth, one in cithor hand. 
Thoy sorvo to mako walking livoly, for they 
habitually driva,zound cornors at full speod, 
and with the @dent conviction that the 
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other airoot is depopulated. hore aro more 
dogs in Donvor thin in Now York and 
Chisago put togother, Amorioans de nab 
soom to havo oarriod wilh them tho old- 
country love for dogs. Lt is tho ynreat thing 
to soo a dog in Now York, and thon thoy are 
oxcoodingly poor apocimens, ‘hey are nol 
pariionlarly good in Donvor, bub there aro 
moro of thom, and thoy fill a lager place in 
gocial osteom than in Mastorn eitios. 

Thovo is a faix sprinkling of Chineso in the 
cily, and thoy havo, as usual, approprintad 
tho laundry businoss. Passing along a sbroob 
I caught sight through wn open window of a 
protly domostio soono, uy Chung, tn spot. 
loss whito Jinon trousers and jackob, wns 
standing at ono table ponsively ironing 
shirt; at anothor ftablo sbood Loe Chea 
goffering tho frill of a pottioont, for whieh he 
would prosontly charge one nnd fourpunce ; 
whilsé soatod on a low stool in the row of 
tho laundry sat Al Sin strmuming on nt thru. 
stringod instrument » melody from fabhorkined. 

The Chinoso do not willingly confine their 
onorgios to washing Tinon., hoy junp at un 
opportunity of doing vn little washing out in 
gold and silvor minos. Whou Loadville wis 
sbill in its dvfaney tho Chinose picked up 
sovoral good things, and did uob loose their 
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hold till thoy had picked thom clean. It is 
invigorating 10 hoar a Loadvillo minor talking 
aboub tho shamoful audaciby of tho Chinose 
in prosumning to labour in his folds, Tt ig 
a wondor tho Chinoso aro not oftonor “ hold 
up;” bub somohow thoy manago to glido 
along and make monoy. 

Donvor has ono of tho handsomost thoatros 
Tovey saw. Wo wont to tho play tho night 
boforo leaving. It was a foarful inlliction. 
Tho audionce did not in any wiso como up to 
tho oxpoctations of socicty in a comparativoly 
now niining contro, Thoy woro woll drossed 
and ovon paintully quiot. No English audience 
would havo stood tho inano pondorosity of tho 
hoavy fathor, tho flatulont goody-goodiness of 
tho young man who married tho girl, or the 
pitiful posturing of tho girl who married the 
young man. Onco, whon tho angry father 
got his daughtor down on her kneos, and 
with his booth sot and oyos volling, procoodad 
to manipulate tho back of lor nock as if he 
word inserting a gimlot, thoro was a tittor 
from the gullory. But it waa-immodiatoly 
supprossod, and tho audionco sat out tho 
inanity with marvollous pationce. 

Lord Rosebery, who was ono of them, ox- 
plains this phonomona on the ground that 
Donvor, conscious of a shady record in the 
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past, voally likes to be borod in this why, 
tuuder. the impression that rospoctabla peoplo 
aro always bored, and that, being bored, in 
Donvor andionco is rospootable, 
Abt Castle Rock, a rordside stntion Tul. 
way botwoon Donver mid Colorado Springs, 
our train was bourdod by a comfortably stout 
gontlonun in w sero suit, with aw knittod 
woollon vost and a low-crownad folt ling. oa 
‘might have passed without notion Inui for tho 
cirounstance that ho onvried in hia hand a 
rod brief bag unnistakably the property of a 
Q.0. Looking aguin, T recognized in tho sn 
browned stranger My. Chiavlos Rassell, who, 
with his vod bug, made his way through the 
erowdod car as if he wore pushing tough a 
blocked. passngo in the vow Law Courts. 

Tt is, in timth, somowhat difficult to re. 
Gognixo friends and nequaintineos on those 
long jotrnoys, whore you got in ab one afation 
and dott gob-out Gill you have coverad six 
Iiuidrod or a thousnnd inilos, and dross for 
hard living, Coming from the Gave of the 
Winds ab Ningma, Do omob w figure wlibiradl in 
ito eostimne nocossiry for muking tho ax- 
podition behind the waterfall A. suit of 
yollow mackintosh is not ually geen at. 
Wostiuinstor, still loss a suit of whielt the 
jockot is made for ono figure, tho trouser for 
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another, and tho head-pioce for a third. 
Whon tho figuro addrossed.mo by name tho 
voico. was fnniliar, and memory struggled to 
recall tho portions of face visible. If Mz. 
Borlase could hava delivered from its im- 
prisonmont ‘beneath tho, yellow waterproof 
that silken beard so familiar in the Fouse of 
Commons, flashing like the plume of Henry 
of Navarre in the van of battle when the 
Farmors’ Union is attacked, I should have 
rooognizod: him. But in this masquerade 
ho .might have lingered in Mr. Chaplin’s 
company with impunity. 

Mz, Chazlos Russell had been spending a 
couplo of days on a ranche, riding. coatloss 
thirty milos a day over the praizie, which in 
those parts is moro interminable than, the Belt 
case, Since he landed at New York towards 
tho ond of August ho has covered. many 
thousand miles, travelling through Canada 
‘Wost to Portland with the Norther Pacific 
party, by soa to San Francisco, and now on 
the long railway jouwmnoy to Now York. He 
stayod at Colorado Springs for the train east 
(the same that was attacked at Coolidge),. 
and in the afternoon we had .a° pleasant 
drive’ to Manitou and the. Garden of. ‘the 
Gods. Manitou is nemly empty. now, but 
afow guests still lingered in the little hotel 
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with tho largo vorandali at tho foot of Pilko's 
Poak. 'Lho Gardon of tho Gods is not quito 
a0 big as its namo would imply. Bub ibis a 
protty placo, with curious blocks of rod send. 
stono rising up in unoxpootod plioos, ‘hose 
take fantastic shapos, two rosombling juan 
honds, and ono, it was agrood, boing singularly 
liko tho massivo front of Sir William Lfnrcourt 
whon soon in profile, Othors lookod like 
tuinod castlos, and ono zisos to mn hoight of 
ono hundrod and twonty foot, whilst ils base 
doos not oxceod ton foot, and from some 
points of viow is considorbly loss. 

Colorado Springs is apparently so onllod 
bocauso it has no springs, ‘Vhoro aro sovoral 
at Manitou, one producing a liquid that would 
pass oxcollontly well for gsodw wator, It is 
doubtloss from proximity to theso that tho 
little town gots its nemo. Tt is a hoalth 
yesort of growing roto, espoodully in casos 
of affoction of tho lungs. ‘hore are xixtoon 
doctors in tho placo, and, ns for as D observed, 
only ono undortalor, As olsowhore throug 
oub Colorado the air is splondid, warn by day, 
cool at night, always dry und beaeing., Tb is 
said that the only things that can’t livo hore 
avo mosquiloos, 

“This is a vory houlthy town,” I observed 
to ono of tho oldost inhabitants, 
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“T guoss it’s protty wal,” he replied. 
© Whion wo buili a schoolhouse we made a 
cometory, be’ wo had to shoot a man to 
abart it,” 

Tho stroots hore are broador ovon than in 
Donvor, and on tho south ond wost the view 
down tho Jong avennes is bounded by the 
anino siupondous hills. 

Railway travelling in the United States 
just now is hampored by a special difficulty. 
On tho 1st of October it occasionally becomes 
clear that tho summer is over and gone, and 
that tho time for the lighting of stoves is 
como. They aro lit accordingly, without 
strict rogard to tho tomporature outside, and 
ag thoro sooms fo bo no bordorland between 
having tho pipes gold or nearly red-hot, the 
sonsntion. on ontoring one of the cars from the 
frosh air is akin to what might be oxperienced 
on walking iuto an oven, But the Americans 
liko it, o&pocially- tho women, and attempts 
miacdo by foroignors to avorb asphyxia by opening 
the vomtilators are undisguisodly frownod upon, 

Tho Denver and Rio Grando Railway 
botwoon Donvor and Loadville goos through 
somo of the finost sconory in the world. Tho 
public to-day have been oducatod to the belief 
that, with tho railway ongincer nothing is 
impossible. Standing on the prairie at the 
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onstorn foot of tho Rocky Mointains, this 
faith ix shakon, Cor it seoms inarediblo thit 
ay tain could oithor tunnel or scale thoxo 
heighls, As far na Salida, whoro a branch 
line goos off for Tioadvillo, the Denyor nnd Rio 
Granda Railway has found ibsol! singularly 
favoured by foriuno, Just beyond Canton 
Cily tho mighty mountains lave by somo 
slow procoss of naluro beon vont in twain, 
Throngh this aporturo tho river Ayknisns 
flows, and whoro tho river goos ib was dolor. 
mined that tho vailway should ron he 
rocky walls of the riven mounts risy ap to 2 
sheer height of theoo thausend foot, aad look 
down in silont emazomont vt tho busy, smaky 
ivain passing through a solitude whieh fox 
countless yours was broken only by tho voiee 
of tho turbulont river, For several miles 
thoro is just room onough for those two, the 
givor and tho railway, aid ab ono point the 
way is sonerrow that tho ratlwny in obliged to 
run over tho river for a fow yards, 

Ab Gaiton City an open car, provided with 
houchos, is attached, mul hore those whe enn 
bravo tho hideons smoke sib and look upward 
at thowall of rook, which in some places seonis 
toppling Lo a fall thab would bury tho railway 
train and dum up tho river, Uh ia a curious 
sonsabion bo sib in this opon ear and watels

tho train ahoad making its snake-like progress. 
Tho curvos avo innwnerablo and perilously 
sharp. L'yom timo to lime, whilst a portion 
of the middle of tho twain is hidden behind 
& ovo, you can aco the ougine dashing ahead, 
apparently by itsolf. Tho line runs so near 
tho jagged rock, that by reaching out you 
could toar' your hand against it, and ofton 
it seems that this timo tho carriage really 2s 
about to tako a header straight into the rock. 
But it is only turning another sharp corner, 
aid docs it with the assured saloty which 
marks tho whole of tho journey along this 
wondorful lino, leaving the average of accidents 
a trillo undor that of othor lines of similar 
oxtont, ‘ 

Out of this chasm, justly known as the 
Grand Cation, tho train emerges upon a poace- 
ful valloy, whore tho sunlight broaks through 
on patchos of vegotation, and whoro ave railway 
stations comprised of two or three woodon 
ints whieh minister to tho convenienco of 
mystorious populations locatod in latoral valley 
ox mining in tho hoazt of tho hills themselvos. 
Thon conmos tho steop ascont to Toadville, the 
Intost and lustiost of American mining camps, 
whoro mon live and labour all through the 
yoar in a town pitched two thousand feet 
abovo the range of ovorlasting snow.

A MINING GAME IN IR ROGKY MOUNTAINS, 


Corsipmnina its groal hoight, being tle 
thousand feot above tho Alpino snow-lino, 
Lontvillo has a wondorful climate, tn tha 
fivgh wook in October ib was quito hot in tho 
sun, though occasionally in passing comers 
ono was romindod that thoro aro snow-drilty 
on tho onoiroling bolt of lills, Tn stmunor 
it is somotimos oven sultry, though tho nights 
avo always cool, ho town, though it Jools 
dingy and worn-out, is nol more than five 
yoara old, Ib ia partly builb on Onlifornia 
Guleh, a Jamon wining camp of lwonty yours 
ago. In 1850 California Ghlel wan fiat 
prospootod, and ono your tha yiold of gokt wax 
ovor £600,000 storling, Bub ib gyaduuly tell 
away, Lill in 1466 tho diggings did nat pay 
tho cost of working, nnd were abandonatd. Uf 
wag probly blowk in California Guleh in winbor 
time, mul tho gold-diggers, finding at hind 
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a thick consistont kind of mud, used to caulk 
thoir onbins with it, After the gold-diggers 
had gone, a pair of sharp cyos, looking upon 
this mud, rocognizod it as carbonate, worth 


‘80 a ton, ‘ho tide of minors, which had 
* obbod witli tho failure of the gold, set in again 


with a groab rush when this frosh find was 
malo. ho discovory of silver was followed 
by tho cortain prospect of rich yields of lead. 
Tho minors in their spare time decided to 
found a town. <A meeting was called, at 
which twonty men put in an appearance, and 
out of theix number they solected a mayor. 
A. lawyer who happened 10 be around was 
named rocordor, and Leadville was formally 
addod to tho list of citios within the Unitod 
States, ‘To-day the city has a population 
varying from oightcon thousand to twenty-two 
thousand — more in winter and fewer in 
summor, whon the miners go forth to prospect, 
In addition to mayor and rocordor, thero is 
now a city council, throo daily papors (which 
give surprisingly little for twopenco half- 
penny), threo banks, two thoatyos, seven 
schools, and, as far as I was ablo to observa, 
ono church, Inrespoct of this last institution 
T was left very much to personal obsorvation. 
Some of the citizons from whom I made 
inquiry doubtod the existence of a church. 
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Others “ guessed thore was one romnd about, 
Tho achools aro anougst Uno liandsoimost and 
mont substantial buildings in Uo pleco. hoy 
aro all Svoo, though Leadville hax nob yob 
reached tho longth of compulsory abbondance, 

TLoatvillo is in no sonse a pielurosquo cily, 
though its situation ix unique, oubowoered 
ag ib is amid tho lofliosl hoights of tho 
Rocky Mountains. Boing so nowy tho maun- 
tains havo libtle of grandeur, Tho Roukios 
want distaneo to make thom boratiful. Soon, 
uoar at hand, thoy aro Davo brown roeks, searod. 
and fissurad, with a fow sbuntod fir broes grows 
ing hove aud thoro in sheltored places, dust 
now tho sumauiis aro sprinklod with sow, 
and closo ab hand avo hills whose tops are 
covorod with porpobual snow; bub nowhere in 
tho Rocky Mowntains is thoro visible the doop 
white ‘snow that uy bo soon in Bwilxorlund 
al altibucdes two om throe thousand fort loss, 
Deadville has that stviking foubiure of watidinoss 
common bo mosh Amorican bowns-—HKome nab 
having the oxeuso of reconb birth, "Cha sbroots 
aro naver swopl, nor tho side walks lenin, 
whilst tho main thorouglifives uve only a trifle 
bobbor than tho slaools of Chicago, 

Outside of Harrison Avonue tie houses ave 
mostly wood, somo tho bro log-honwe, hoy 
band apeat liko boy houses. Lb is murvollous 
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how gsoino of the giants who work in the mines 
and loungo about tho stroets can insert thom- 
solves. Boing onco in, it would appoar an 
onsy meblor to thrust thoir foot through the 
flooring, gol a good grip of tho back kitchon- 
door and tho front parlour fireplace, and walk 
off with .tho strucluro, as Samson carried off 
tho gatos of Gaza. 

Ono of tho houses, twelve feet long by ton 
square, had pastod over tho front door a 
placard which obscured a fifth of the surface, 
announcing that it was a“ Private Boarding 
Elouso.” Tho daily habit of working in con- 
fined spaces in the mino would probably enable, 
a couple of men to adapt thomsclvos to tho 
convenionces of tho ostablishment, but it 
would bo hard work. On tho bloak Irill-sido 
leading up to Chrysolite Mine several of these 
woodon boxes are scalterod abouts among tho 
burned stumps of troos and the débris of 
presorved-inoal cans. 

Ib ig not an oasy matter to seo the minos, 
Thoero is a good deal of jonlousy and suspicion 
abroad, and as thoro aro varying reports of 
tho prospority of minos it is doomod advisable 
to keep strangors out, lost poradyenture a spy 
might be ontortained unawares. A. private 
introduction socurod for us a hearty welcome 
ab tho Chrysolito Mine, and the fullest 
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opporlamily of inspecting it Bub a silver 
mino doos not lond itself to usages of do- 
soviplion. It is shiolly dak and froquontly 
wob. Tho roadways aro murow and hotvily 
timborod, with the ohjoch of supporting the 
rool, Dosconding by tho cago in pibeh dark. 
nogs, Wo aro on Poaching Lho boblom prosoutod 
- With a oandlo oach, whorowith to oxplore the 
yocossos of tho mine. But tho darknoss is to, 
thick that & candle or evou five oundlos are of 
little account in picking your way along ay 
alloy whore thoro is somebimes a plink to walk 
on, aid somotinos av stromu of wator to wade 
through, "Tho roadways through thin mine 
form an aggrognto of sovon or oighb milo in 
longth, Thoro is no trolly asin Miylish coal 
mines, but the mon know short cubs, which 
load them to thoir work without unduo loss of 
tine, 

Molding tho candles against tho rook, tho 
motal can be soon to sparkle; bub where the 
uinors heve dug out the ore mid it ja botag 
convoyod in outs to the anolbors ib iy diflendt 
lo boliove that the yellow or brown ourth 
couteins silvor or lead. Tho mon, work singly 
or in couples, grubbing away at the dark 
herd walls by the light of a single emndlo. 
Tho carpontors troad closaly on the hoola of 
tho minois, shoring up tho openings ng fash as 
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thoy aro mado, Chambers out of which oro 
has beon dug xiso up ono over tho othor, in 
soo placos reaching cight stories. Mach is 
shorod up by stout pillars roughly sawn from 
troos. Bomotimos tho supports broak asunder 
liko a match with tho woight of tho super- 
inewmbont rock, whon now ones are promptly 
insorlod and cabasiropho averlod, This is 
only in onsos whoro tho mnine is boing workod. 
Tx’ an abandoned mino whon tho supports give 
way tho mino fullsin. Close by the Clrysolite, 
an old working has thus tumblod in just under 
the oad along which waggons travel from the 
Chrysolito Mine to the smolting works. The 
road. is now closed, and a wooden cross warns 
chance passers-by of danger,” 

ho minors aro, ako thom altogethor, the 
finost unen I evor saw. Six foot is a fair 
avorago of hoight, and somo run to 6 foot 
4 inches.’ Thoy are good-looking to boot, 
mauy of them handsome, To look at thom 
ono would suppose that mining was tho 
hoalthiost occupation, opon to man, They 
havo a frank boaring aud mannor of spooch 
that astonishos the stranger. Tivery one is 
callod by his Christian name, not oxcopting 
tho mombers of the firm. 

“Good morning, Nod,” said our guide to 
ono of the miners, 
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“ Morning, Livank,” voxpondoed tho ininor, 
looking wp for aimomont bo groot his omployer, 
and thon going on with his work. 

Thoro was nothing rude or oven Drnsqne 
in this, Tt simply moant that in a mintug 
emmp one man is as good as anothor as long 
as ho is ablo to pub in a good day's work. Th 
is tho morosl aceidout that makos ono man 
employor and anothor a wago-takor, Tf Nod 
had boon around boforo rank ho would 
probably have bought up tho lonase of tho 
Chrysolito, and the position of tho two mon 
would havo boon reversed. Ax ib is, they live 
togothor in porfect friondliness, baking a shot 
ab ono anothor upon provocntion, it is true, 
but in the moanwhilo working in hosrby 
good-followship, 

There aro times whon the Leadville miner 
is nob scon to such advantage ay whon ho 
stands, pick or drill in hand, putting all his 
soul into the effort to dig out ore. Jioadville 
has a Continontal ropuletion for boing a wickod 
place, and ibis uudorsbood that the orgios of 
tho winer ave boo awlal to bo conbomplatod, 
T had tho opportunity of going to #00 tho 
minor ab his worsl, and found it run largely 
to dulnoss. Tho first place visitod is known 
as tho Carbonate Boor Mall, ‘This is in Stado 
Street, adinivbed to be the bad streot of Lead- 
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ville. Jt tnvns out of Hatrison Avenue, the 
Bond Strool, Pall Mall, and Regont Stroot 
of tho city. On ontoring tho boer hall the 
visitor is facod by a placard ontreating him to 
“patronizo tho bar’ An admission foo of 
one shilling to tho body of the hall, and two 
shillings to tho boxos, is nominally fixed, but 
not strictly enforcod, It is from the profits 
on tho salo of liquor that the establishmont is 
maintainod, and when it is mentioned that 
a bottlo of beer is charged at the rate of four 
and twoponce, and a thimbloful of bad whisky 
a shilling, it will be understood that this sowrce 
of revenue doos not fail, 

Tnsido wore gathored about forty mon, 
taking thoir ploasuro wilh infinito sadness. 
One or two had abandoned the struggle against 
the wearinoss of it, and, laying their hoads 
on tho table, soundly slept. Tho hall was 
furnishod with boor-stained tablos and dirty 
chairs, A gallory ran round tho wppor part, 
ompty save so far as tho solos of a pair of 
boots soen over the front of one of the boxes 
indicatod tho prosenco of a gonileman, On 
the stage wore two mon in tights, forlomly 
dancing to funoronl music provided by an 
orchestra consisting of o violin and a piano. 
When the dance had dropped to a conclusion, 
the dancers ducked their heads and retired, 
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immediately coming forward again, bowing as 
if thoy had been reoallod by an onthusiastic 
andlonce, and rocommencing in obodianas tio an 
imaginary eicore. Asa matbor of Lreb, Lhore 
had not beon a sound or gosturo of applauso. 
Tho profound sorrow that breaded over tho 
andionco was foo heavy to bo thus uplifted, 
Tho only busy poople in the placa wore 
tho wifo of the pianist, who sai by him in- 
dustriously sowing, aud tho womon who sold 
drink, Theso latbor aro enllod boor-juggors, 
and fill a largo place in tho ovoning lifo of tho 
minor, They work on comission, rocoiving 
fiveponco for ovory jug of boor xold a6 a dollar. 
Thoy have tickets, which theo bar-tondor 
punches upon cach transaction, and at tho 
close of tho ovoning a cash sottlomant is nado. 
It is obviously 40 thoir intorost 40 mako bho 
minors drink, and to that ond they indulgo in 
blandishnents, which reliovo by a singlo tough 
of vico tho lovel dutnoss of tho night’s ontor- 
tainment. Ono of tho beor-juggars, taking 
noto of tho pair of solos displiyed from tho 
box, went upstairs, and confined Uo sts. 
picion that thoro waa moro in thom than mot 
tho oyo by rousing wp a gigantosque minor and 
inducing him to purchaso a botlle of beer. 
‘ho Zoo, a somewhat simular ostablish- 
mont, of higher protousions, placarda its 
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portico with tho injunetion “Tor Wino, 
Women, and Fun, walk straight aboad.” 
Adinission hore is two shillings, and is moro 
strictly onforcod. Porcoiving opportunities Lor 
businoss a beor-juggor showod us into a private 
box. Wo ordorod a botlle of beer, which she 
brought with throo glasses, and, uninvited, 
poured oa glass ont for horsolf and drank it, 
whilst lamonting tho slacknoss of tho timos. 
One substantial reason why the fun here and 
olsewhere so grievously flaggod was that pay- 
doy was approaching. Tho miners avo paid 
only once & month, and at this epooh «a 
dollax;for a bottle of beer, though servod 
with a leer from a ropulsive croaturo in 
woman’s dvess, was a little doar. Ab tho 
ond of a month a miner finds himsolf in 
possession of from £25 to £30, and, as a 
corollary, las what ho calls “a blow-out,” 
Those are tho haleyon days of tho boor-juggor, 
Thovo avo not infroquont occasious when a 
minor is cloareod owt in a singlo night, and 
atavis on tho morning altor pay-day with only 
& singlo dollar owt of the hundred ho had 
eared, 

The porformanco at the Zoo was variod. 
There was a domestic drmna, in ‘which a 
niggor servant and a baby played the principal 
roles ; then appeared a niggor who danced and 
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sang, and who, till a rollicking Ivishinan with 
a shillolagh followod, soomod the most soul- 
doprossing croature that ovor strutted the 
stago. ‘Lho boxos at tho Zoo wore fairly filled, 
a moioty of tho occupants boing havlote, 
painted, noisy, and in all ways loveloss. "Those 
women havo their clain. upon tho consideration 
ol the citizons, sinco they contribute largoly 
to the roliof of tho rates. ‘hoy aro requivod 
to pay a pound a month for thoir liconeo, ‘and 
for the ingathering of this rovonuo thord is a 
municipally appointod collector. Should tho 
fivo dollars in any caso bo lacking, tho cor- 
poration suddenly and storuly awako to tho sin 
of tho thing, and the woman is cast into 
prison, Ifthe five dollars bo fortheoming all 
‘is woll, 

Té should bo said that tho corporation of 
Leadvillo, aro as inflexible with wrongdodrs 
within their own ranks as with thoso outside. 
A short timo ago an aldorman, having « diflor. 
onco of opinion with a local odilor, settled the 
controversy by knocking him down and kiok- 
ing him. ‘Ihe corporation, tuking note of 
this irregularity, havo forbiddon the alderman 
to tako part in thoir procoodings for ono 
calondar month, 

Ovor tho stago-box ab tho Zoo is printod 
an injunction to “Step in and soo Pay Wyman 
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on your way homo.” We did so, and found 
Pap boaming ovor much busingss. Ho is ono 
of the oldost rosidents in Leadvillo, and startod 
the first rogular gambling-houso, ITo is now 
gotting up in yoars, and has dovelopod somo 
cccontricitios, Ab the little counter whore ho 
disponsos drinks is a box, in which is placed a 
Biblo, so that a gentloman in tho intorval of 
playing ouchre, or whilst rofroshing himsolf 
with a cocktail, may road a vorse or two. 
Over the clock face is writton “Pleaso don’t 
swoar;” and undor strong provocation Pap has 
boen known to enforce this roquest with a 
round oath, Though those littl matiors may 
soom to indicate what Londvillo would call 
old-fashioned notions, Pap is woll abronst of 
tho times, Ho has fitted up machinory by 
which tho saloon is iluuinated by tho cloctric 
light, and. in othor ways koops his eyo opon to 
the attractions of his plaso, 

Pap’s tablos woro all going, and so wero 
tho four at the Toxas Houso. ‘Iwo of tho 
tablos avo for faro, ono for draw pokor, and tho 
fourth for a gamo callod stud-houso pokor, an 
improvomont in spoculativo rango ou tho older 
gamo which lias recently mado groat headway 
in Leadvillo, Tho faro tables wore most 
patronized. The banker sits in the middlo, 
undor the fierce light of two huge gas-burnors, 
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On his right, in a high armohair sits » man 
who in tho intoroste of tho proprietor koops 
his oyo on tho gamo and goes that all hols lost 
to the bank aro paid. In tho contrary caso it 
is rookonod that tho playors may bo lnstod to 
800 justice dono. 

I visited sovoral gambling dons, and found 
prevailing ovorywhore tho samo quiot, bordor- 
ing upon dull molancholy. Tho propriotors of 
tho gambling dens, like tho lossoos of tho 
drinking and dancing saloons, woro pining for 
pay-day. I made tho acquaintance of ono 
gamblor, who, as far ag porsonnl appoarance 
and history went, comos uoaror to tho ronlize- 
tion of My, John Oakhurst than soomed 
possible. Born of a woll-known Masaachusotis 
fonily he had beon ® gamblor, minor, billiard. 
marker, and some other things uot so roput- 
able. Having won and lost soveral fortunes 
at cards, ho had arzivod ab tho conclusion that 
the chancos avo groatly in favour of tho bank. 
‘Ho had nocordingly, vory onrly after Pap 
Wyman began to flourish at tho cornor shop, 
sot up in businoss for Irimsolf, and has so 
groatly prospored that ho is now building a 
now saloon, paved, as ho montionod with 
pardonable prido, with Minton’s tilos, dirootly 
imported. A tall, handsome, dark-eyod, light- 
heartod nan, I suspoct ho would not hosttato 
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cithor to shoot or choat an aoquaintanoa if 
ilixeot advantage wore to be obtained, Bub, if 
physioguomy is not wholly docoilfal, lo looks 
liko a man who would stand by a friond, and 
bo kind to women and childvon. Tn those 
rospoots, and with the advantago of gontlo 
birth and carly oducation, ho is a fair typo of 
tho drinking, gambling, shooting, and hard- 
working mon of Loadvillo, 
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CHAPTER Vi. 
THE OLY OF ‘TIT SANUS. 


Tr iravellor ontoring Sali Tako City by tho 
Denver and Rio Grando Lailway has a vory 
charming introduction. Tho boauty of this 
wondorful lino has faded amid tho sandy ploins 
that lie betwoon the Groon Itivor and Chrassy 
Trail, Thon in tho oarly morning tho train 
glidos into Utah Valloy, with its oomfortablo 
little homesteads, treo-ombowored and sur- 
rounded by grass plots, which oxeilo tho 
marvel and envy of dwollors in tho middlo 
Statos, who all agroo that ib is moro like 
Connecticut or Massaclusobls than anything 
thoy aro immodiately acquaintod with, Chil- 
dren throng about tho train with baskots of 
applos, pears, and grapos, which thoy offor for 
sale on tho principlo of a Dutch auction, the 
prico coming down vory low indood as tho 
vain bogins to move away. Wo pasa through 
this valloy, with its blue lake on one sido, andl 
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on the othor s rango of hills deopouing from 
groy to purplo, with strouks of blood-red shrubs 
growing in tho fissuros, waking tho hills lool 
as if thoy had boon oué opon and tho wound 
left blooding, Noxé comos a little pass in the 
hills, and the Wain is rumiing along tho falé 
Lako Valley, to tho loft tho lake, a slreak of 
bluo on the horizon, and to tho right, shining 
in tho oarly morning sun, tho City of tho Saints. 

It is onough to mako good Americaus 
envious of a people whom thoy on othor 
grounds strongly disliko to find thom locatod 
in this ploasant fruitful valloy. A noaror 
acquaintance with tho city is not caloulated 
to lesson this fooling. Land was choap whon 
Brigham Young, « lator Mosog, lod tho tribes 
out of tho wildornoss. With all his spocial 
gilts of prophocy, tho successor of Josoph 
Suntth could not foresoo what tho now city 
would grow to. Bub ho wisoly dotorminod 
that i should havo a fair start, aud bogan by 
laying out tho stroots at a width of 128 foot. 
By theso, over oxtonding till tho city uow 
covors an aoa of nino squaro miles, wore built 
business places and residences to anit tho 
noods of tho growing population. ‘The houses 
round the outskirts aro vory protlily builb~ 
most frequently of ono story, with vorandahs 
and gardens. Tho city is laid out in squares 
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of ton acres, oach subdivided into lots of ono 
anda quartor acro, hero are abundant troos 
growing boldly in the iniddlo of tho brond sido- 
walks, aud mountain streams gaily raco down 
by the rondway. Those are nob trickling 
stremns, but voritablo brooks, crossed by gang- 
ways. Throughout tho Vorritory Innd sells ab 
six and sixponce an aero, Within tho ciby 
boundaries it must be probiy doar, for Zion is 
not only beautiful to look upon, but profitable 
to peddlo in, and the saints are, above all 
things, shrowd ion of business. 

Wo had the good fortune to arrive at Salt 
Lako City on conforonco day, ‘heso con- 
forences aro held twice a yorr, nd are attended 
by dologates rom all tho outlying tibuterios 
of the Monnon metropolis. Tero was a rare 
opportunity of sooing, not only tho city poople, 
but thé, provincials, otherwiso to bo obtained 
only by extendod travol. ‘Lhe brond slroots 
woro full of thom—inon, womon, and ehildron, 
standing about, sharing into the shop windows, 
or gossiping wilh old frionds ond new ao-, 
quaintances, Bringing no projudicos to the 
consideration of this interesting sottloment, 
Toan honestly say that I novor saw in a crowd, 
of ten thousand poople so many dull-lookiug, 
nuintolligont mon and women, The latbor 
wore atrociously drossod; but it is questionable 
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whothor any master of the art could have 
grontly improved their appearnnce, Tb was 
suggosted to tho prdfano mind that womon so 
unattractive, having failed to secre monopoly 
of w husband, had, with tho pationt rosigna- 
tion of thoir sox, finally contontod thoinselves 
with a share. 

Tho poouliarity of porsoual appoaranco was 
markod by a littlo incidont of stroot travel. 
Standing in 'Tribuno Avonno, aslroum of pooplo 
suddouly issuod from a largo building, and 
mado thoi way through tho throng already 
gathored on tho side-walks. 16 was borno in 
upon mo that it would bo necessary to modify 
tho note alroady takon—thut aftor long and 
earoful survoy of a Mormon crowd, whothor 
in tho streots or tho Tabornaclo, thoro was 
not only not a probly faco among tho womon, 
but not one otherwise than actually plain. Of 
this now twibutary to tho crowd out of ovory 
‘twouby women thoro wore wt loast half a dozen 
protty faces. They woro bobtor droxsodd and 
altogothor difforont in menor, laughing and 
chatting, and looking yonorally us if they wero 
glad to bo alive, Spoaking of this to a resi- 
dent in tho Avonuoe, ho solved tho mystory 
This was a Gontilo crowd coming out of a 
Gentile theatro, whoro thoy had boon onjoying 
a thorning porformaneco., 
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Outsiders, liko mysolf, hastily assumo that 
the Mormon Oily is a city of Mormons, This 
isa mistake. Out of an ostimatod poyulation 
of twonty-sevon thousand, ono-fifth ara 
Gentilos, and thoir numbor is incroasing ab 
loast part passw with that of tho saints, Tho 
Gentiles cannot turn the Mormons out af the 
valley which thoy havo mado a blooming 
paradiso; but neoithor can thoy thomsolves 
be kept out, though thoir inenrsion and 
incroaso aro looked upon with jealousy and 
disliko by tho Mormon loadors. 16 was not 
altogothor unconnected wilh this matter that 
Brigham Young had tho rovolation unfavour- 
able to mining as an occupation, To on- 
courage mining would bo to open tho door to 
an influx of Gontilos, a thing by all moans 
to be avoided. Bub tho Crontiles, nob boing 
hampered by beliof in tho Divino oxigin of 
this revelation, and thoro boing much ore tn 
the neighbourhood, liavo proceoded to work 
it, and And Sab Dako City convoniont hoad- 
quarters. ‘ho only thing that can bo dono 
in tho civeumstancos ia to sland as far apart 
as possiblo, and contiguity of ucighbourhood 
has nol lossoned tho ill-will that has always 
oxistod botwoon Mormons and law-abiding 
Amoricans. 

The Tabernacle stands in tho contre of the 
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city, broad stools radiating from it to tho four 
points of the compass. Tt is a curious stiuo- 
turo, tlio liko of which was novor seon on son 
ov land, a circtinstanco oxplainod by tho faot 
that its architectural poiuts wore also m Divino 
rovolation to Brigham Young. [thas a domo- 
like rool, covered with groy wooden tilos. 
The rool, which is oval in shape, 250 foot long, 
and 150 feet wido, hangs low on forty-six 
stono piors, tho interspaces boing fillod up. 
with doors and windows. The wholo affair 
is strikingly like x prodigious tortoise that has 
lost its way, and is thinking which tum it 
shall tako, his is tho summer mooting-houso 
of tho Mormons, and has noithor moans of 
Jighting nor of giving hoat, Closo at hand 
is tho winter church, move ordinary looking, 
as being the work of a human architoct. On 
tho othor side of tho Tabornaclo, making with 
if and the church threo sidos of an irregular 
squure, tho ‘T'omplo is slowly rising. This 
is a more protentions building than oithor of 
the othors. Ovor bwo millions of dollars havo 
already been spout upon ib, and ib is still far 
from ,complote, though Drosidont ‘Taylor 
oxpocts it will bo finishod in the course of 
two yours. ' 

Gentiles are permitted to ontor the Txbor- 
naclo and attend tho sorvicos, in tho hope that

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some soed. falling by tho wayside may boar 
procious fruit, Tho Templo will bo kopt 
sacred from all pollution. Only montbors of 
the Church will pass its portals, rnd hore will 
be oarriod on thoso special ministrations 
directed in “Tho Book of Doolrine and 
Govenants,” writion by tho inspirod pon of 
Josoph Smith. ho interior of tho Tabor- 
nacle is plainly furnishod with benchos; 1 
broad gallery rune round it, atid at ono ond 
is a raised platform, flanked on cithor sido by 
gollerios chiofly occupied by the choir, Tero 
also is the organ, which in sizo is eqnallodl 
only by two othors throughout tha States. 
ono in Boston and tho other in Plymouth 
Church, Tt was, dn apostlo told mo, built 
on the premisos to avoid catastrophe in the 
way of finding it impossible othorwise bo get 
it within the walls. Tho rool ia hung with 
garlands of ovorgreons, ‘hose did nob fom 
parb of tho original vovolation, Jb was a 
happy thought inspired by tho ocawronca of 
a Sunday-school fostival. Tho cdosornbtion so 
groatly improvod tho apporranco of tho vasb 
baro hall, that the gmlunds lave boon Loft 
thoro, though thoy aro old and withorod now. 
Long boloro two o'clock, the hour named. 
for tho aftormnoon, conforence, a stron of 
human population converged upon tho Laber-

nacle, ontering by its many doors, and spoadily 
flooding tho place, Whon Progidont Vaylor 
took his scat Lhore was not a bonch unywheroe 
vacant. A. considorablo majoriby of tho con- 
gregation wore women, plain-looking, hard- 
working, caro-worn crouiucos, ovidontly glut of 
the little oxcitomont brought into thoir dull 
lives by this lostival. Noxt to tho womon, 
porhaps runing thom protly closo in tho 
matter of numbors, were the childron, Thoro 
was no mistaking thoirpresonco, Tong boforo 
the organ sounded or the choir roso to sing 
the babies began, squall answoring to squall 
throughout tho vast odifics, Oconsionally 
oue chokod with howling, and aftor being 
vainly beaton on tho back and shakon up, was 
carried owt. But two or throo were nothing 
in such a multitudo, bawling and squonling, 
and the rowing wonl on without distinguish- 
ablo decroaso in volumo. 

The proceedings woro oponod by prayor 
offorod by a ragged-looking older, who stood 
by tho vosivum with horny hands rigidly up- 
Jifted.  Prosidont Taylor occupied a sont in 
tho back row of bonchos in the gallery im- 
mediately bohind the rostrum, ‘Bosido him sat 
his two counsellors. In tho row immodiatoly 
bofore him were the Twelvo Apostles. Boforo 
theso were ranged a body of tho Bishops—not 
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all, for thoro is a Bishop for ovory ward, and 
Salt Lake City alono has twonty-ono wards, 

Prayor ovor, tho organ sonndod forth, 
proving 4o bo as beaubilul in bono as ib was big 
in sizo; the choir sang oxoellontly, and thon 
Wilfrid Woodruff appoarod at tho dosk, do- 
claving that ho could uot Jot tho oocaston pasa 
without saying a fow words, ‘"howords turned 
out 10 bo many, bub theixy purporl lay in 
narrow compass, 

“We,” ho gaid in offoct, “ dwolling in this 
city of the Now Jorusilom, ao tho choson 
people, tho sons of God. Wo go ow way, 
living tomporatoly, chastoly, and rightoously. 
Tho world hates us with « bitter hatred, 
missing no opportunity of striking a blow at 
us. Bué what matior? Lé has over boon 
thus, Tho hatred of the world lias always 
pursued tho childron of God, and it will he so 
till tho ond, whon our glory aud our trimuph 
will come.” 

This Mr. Woodrnf said over aud ovor 
again in varying please, nob ono of which was 
successful in oliciting from tho andionca 1 
movements or sign of sympathy. Tt would bo 
dificult to immagine anything more common. 
placo, bald, and inoffoctivo than this adiross, 
harping on tho ono sbring which subsocuont 
spoakors touchod, to bring out prociscly the 
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samo tuno. Hloquenco cortainly is not ono of 
the gilts by oxeroiso of which the Mormon 
Joadors hold tho people in sway. ‘Thoro woro 
many othor addrossos dolivorod at tho so-called 
Conforonce, at which all tho talk was done by 
tho hierarchy. Nono voso abovo tho lovol of 
Mr, Woodrult’s addross, and if would not have 
boon oasy to fall bolow it. 

I particularizo this spooch booause Mr, 
Woodruff is a notable man. As President of 
the T'welve Apostlos he is tho natural succossor 
of Mr. Taylor in tho prosidency, and in his 
lands will vost the principal guidanco of tho 
dostinios of tho peoplo. Nominally tho oloc- 
tion of a new Prosidont rosts with tho paople, 
in -whoso hands lio all appointmonty to 
office; but whon a now Prosidont is oleotadd 
only ono namo is submititod-—that of tho 
President of the Twolvo Apostles. To people 
may voto “no” if thoy ploaso to assmimo mm 
attitude of open vovolt to thoir spiritual 
pastors and mastors, As amabtor of faot thoy 
uevor do, and whon Prosidont Taylor dios 
Prosidont Woodruff will roign in his stond, 
carrying forward in rogular course tho decline 
jn porsonal ability which’ lag markod now 
Prosidents, sinco it bocamo necessary to cloct 
a successor to Brigham Young, 

Mr. Taylor is a» man of great shrowdnoss 
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and sagacity, who would have stood highor in 
tho public estimation if ho had nob had tho 
misfortune to succoad a consummato statoa- 
man like Brigham Young. Born in Wost- 
moreland, of German family,;sho camo owt to 
the Statos forty yonrs ago, and.was ono of 
those who marched under the loadorship of 
Brigham Young across tho great plains into 
the Valley of the Salt Lake. [Ho has truvollod 
widely, taking something moro than lis share 
of missionary work, labouring in Tingland, 
France, and all over tho Unitod States, 
Travel has increased his knowlodgo, widoned 
his sympathies, and mado him what is known 
as aman of the world, 

That Mx, Woodruff lacks somo of the 
qualities essential to the making of a state- 
man would appear from tho fact that ho is: 
now bent upon reviving and carrying into 
daily usage cortain suporaddod principlas of 
the Mormon religion of which Brighain Young 
judiciously fought shy, and isin this roapoct 
imitated by-Prosident Taylor. Whon. Josoph 
Smith was growing old, with digostion weak. 
enod and spirits lowerod, ho had a vevelation 
of tho pernicious offects of hot drinks, tobacco, 
and malt liquor, This, it will bo porovived, is 
& sweeping prohibition, for hot drbike inglude 
toa, coffeo, and chocolate, boveragos with which 
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total abstainers compensate thomsolves. . To 
enforce obedience to thoso precopts would bo 
to imporil the nowly founded kingdom, Brig- 
ham Young always spoke reapootfully of & ‘Nhe 
Words of Wisdom,” os this partionlar revola- 
tion is called, but did not have thom written 
on tho posts of his door or ombroidored on the 
hem of his garmont, Noithor doos Prosident 
Taylor, wise in his genoration. But Mr, 
Woodruff rigidly carries into practice all tho 
instructions to bo found in this revolation, 
which would bo no particular mattor, only lo 
is insistent that othors should do tho same 
under pain of being donouncod as failing in 
their duty to God. Tn his adilross on Con- 
ference Day ho draggod in this topic, and 
gave a sly hit at.ono of the sons of tho lato 
Prophet, who, he said, failed in ono wespect. . 
Whothor it is his whisky cocktail, his cigar, or 
his hot cup of toa that Mx. Young finds too 
precious for sacrifice was not particnlarizad, 
Whon Mz. Woodruff had made an ond of’ 
spoaking, Mr. Q. Oaimon came forwarl. This 
gontloman formerly roprosontod tho ‘Territory 
in the Congress at Washington, but was not 
returned. at the last cloction. He is an 
energetic, ambitions man, understood to be 
hot: quite, sound on the principle that tho 
President of. the Apostles is the natural 
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stccossor of tho Prosident of tho Chureh, 
My. Cannon’s duty on this occasion was 
limited to roading out tho Tish of missionarios 
callod to go forth and spread anong the 
Gontiles tho Gospol of Josoph Sinith. "Chis 
part of tho proccodings was summed up in the 
Gontile local papor the following day, by tho 
stabomont that ‘ oighly-ono Mormon tramps 
are to bo lot looso nox wook on tho Unitod 
Statos and Europe.” But a great [aot is not 
to bo ignored by a flippant advorsary, aud ib 
sivuck mo that this brief announcomont 
formod the most suuiking part of tho proceod. 
ings. 

Tho mon who woro thus nominated to go 
forth to tho onds of tho oarth and labour 
among hostile populations woro of various 
ages and occupying divorse positions, ‘lhore 
wore old and young, marriod and single, but 
all shaving in common the uocessity of cary. 
ing thoir living. Tf tho command Iaid upon 
thom had also involved tho appropriation of a 
more or loss snug salary, with oxpousos paid, 
it might in somo casos havo assumed o 
diffovont aspect. Bub whon men in the 
Monnon camp aro suddouly called upon to 
loave fathor and mothor, wife and childron, 
businoss and homo, they not only go forth 
without any provision in the way of monthly 
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or yoarly pay, but thoy pay their own passago- 
monoy Lo tho scone of their Inbours, and there 
live ag they can. 

OL conrso, thoy may decline to go, and 
thoro aro no moans of active compulsion ; but 
probably a man who had boon orderad to pack 
off at a week’s notico, and who pleaded busi- 
ness or family tios, would havo a bad timo of 
it amoung tho faithful. Prosidont Taylor told 
me oxousos aro vory reroly olforod, and only 
in oxtromost casos. Tho most common 
rosponse to the command is ay assurance that 
tho nowly nominated missionary will bo roady 
to start within x wook, or soonor if ib bo 
dosirod. Most Churches havo missionarios, 
but I do not know any Church that oxelu- 
sively has missionaries on thoso tormes; and 
ono that can command a constant supply will 
always be e powor in tho world. 

Whon Mz, Cannon had fired off lis list, the 
congrogation wero asked whothor they ap- 
provod il, and whether they would sustain 
those going forth by faith and prayor, Those 
who wore in the affirmative wore skal bo hold 
up thoir right hand, at which invitation about 
u third of those prosont hold up thoiry hand, 
When the question was pub in a conlbrary 
senso hoo wore no supporters, So tho mis- 
sionaries wore unanimously, if not onthusins- 
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tically, nominated. A similarly listless core- 
mony was gone throngh when, in accordanes 
with custom ab thoso hall-yourly conferoncos, 
tho whole of tho officers, from tho Prosidont 
downwards, had thoir namox subimibled Lor 
confirmation in offies, This is puroly a mublor 
of form, designed with tho object of tickling 
tho popular palate with tho notion, that Lhongh 
the Presidont, Apostles, and Bishops sib in 
high places, thoy do so only at tho royal 
pleasure of the populace; but it ix plain to 
seo that this forimuln containa tho sooda of a 
possiblo vovolution, Nothing has hithorte 
happonod to load tho pooplo seriously to oxor. 
ciso their rights, A namo or namos have boon 
submitted to thom, and having no allornative, 
thoy havo languidly approved. But crises in 
the hisbory of 1 nation silontly grow, ani one 
may havo birth which will soo tho T'abornaclo 
fillod with a crowd torribly in omuest, 

Just boforo tho procoodings commonced 
the Prosidout, advancing to tho dosk, fhuly 
proclaimed that silenco nimat bo kept. 

“Tt,” ho declared with all tho woight of 
aposlolio authority, “any of tho babies cannot 
bo kept quiot, thoy must bo carried out.” 

Horoupon thoro aroso a wail of dofianco 
from tho assomblod infants in arms, bofore 
which tho Prosident agsunied his sont. Ib was 
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all vory woll to say tho babion must bo carriod 
out—bubt whore to bogin? = ‘l'o make a wholo- 
salo raid upon thom would have had as much 
appreciable offoct as allompting Lo ompby the 
Serpontino with a buekot. Acoordingly, in 
apite.of tho high authority involod, the babios, 
with tho oxcoption of tho fow promiuturely 
chokod, vomained and wailed, their mnrited 
voicos frequontly drowning that of tha Pro- 
sidont of tho Apostlos, and throughout tho 
wholo of his addvoss and of othors that followed 
provonted pooplo boyond tho iniddlo of tho 
hall hoaring a singlo consocutivo sonlonco, 
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CHAPTER VIIT. 
TIE “MORMON PRESIDENT Ad HOME. 


Mr. Jonn Tayror, Prosidont of tho Mormon 
Churoh and Stato, lives in a fino house within 
a fow minutos’ walk of the Tabornacle. Brig- 
ham Young first selected this spob as oa 
residonco, living in ontlior yours inv tho Lion 
House immodiatoly opposite. ‘This houso is 
so called bocauso it has a plastor cast of a 
lion over tho porch. Tt is a vory inadequate 
lion in point of sizo; bub it is big onough 
to givo tho house a namo, just as tho cast of 
& beo-hivo on tho noxt door sorvos to lame 
it, Both these houses aro oeoupted by the 
family of tho late Prophot. A much larger 
end showier house over tho way, in whieh 
Prosidont Taylor lives, is popularly known as 
tho Amolia Palace, tho curront inprosston 
being that is was spocially built for Buighun 
Young’s {xvourito wile. This is, however, 1 
story resolutoly donied by high eauthoritios, it 
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boing plainly contrary to tho apirib of Mor- 
moniam that ono wilo should bo exalted above 
the vost, ho Amotia thoory is  quiatly 
ignorod, and tho house that has como to be 
rooognized as tho official rvesidonce of tho 
Prosident is, or should bo, known as Garda 
Iouso, It is a building of somowhat florid 
stylo, bu&é is roomy and convoniont, Tho 
* drawing-voom whore the Prosidont courtoously 
roooived ine is w largo doublo room facing tho 
road, Tt had nob about ib the knicknachks and. 
cavofal colouring of an English drawing-room, 
“bub it lookod very comfortable with a largo 
cowl fire burning in an open grito. Thora 
were ono or favo oil paintings on tho wall, 
Faust talking to Marguerite was tho somo- 
what striking subjoot of ono whieh hold tho 
principal place, 

Tho Vrosidont is about soventy yorrs of 
ago, but his tall, poworlul figure shows Iibtlo 
sign of advancing yous. His hair, snow 
whito, sols olf a strong, kindly, and still ruddy 
face. like all tho officers of tho Church, tho 
Prosidont jas oarnod ia living by tho swoat 
of his brow. Since ho was eloctod to tho 
Prosidenoy he has, of course, given up his 
farm, a fixed aelary boing atiachod to lis 
office. Tho tondeucy to pay officers of the 
Church appoars to increase as the reveunos 
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grow filor. Tho Bishops, formerly voluntury 
workors, now, I undorgland, receive a small 
pecuniary acknowlodgmont of their lubours. 
The rvevonues of tho Church and Stato aro 
drawn upon vory simplo principles, Tho 
systom of tithos has answered wll finangial 
purposes in Uteh. Lb is a kind of income tax 
at the unvarying rato of lwo shillings in the 
pound, Practically it comas to much move 
than thal, sinco a titho is taken nob on tho nob 
income but on tho gross produco, ‘his sooma 
a little hoavy, and a remark dropped by one of 
tho Apostlos ab tho Conloronco hintod that 
tithes wore not coming in so roadily as thoy 
should, Mz. Taylor, howover, assures vie 
thero is no difficully in tho mattior, Tho tax 
is not compulsory. No process would issuo if 
it were not forthcoming; but L suspect that, 
as in the caso of tho missionary who might 
tum a deal car to tho call to forcign parts, 
things would bo mado uncommonly hob for tho 
dofaultor. 

Tho Pyrosidont furnishod mo with seme 
interesting slatisties of tho prosent rlrongbh 
of tho Mormon sotlloment. It consisty of 
{ prosidont, {1 apostlos, 68 patriarchs, 8885 
sovontios, 81653 high priosts, 11,79-L oldorsa, 
1498 bishops, aud 4409 doucons, Aw thoro, 
avo ouly 23,190 fanrilios, it will be soon that 
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thore is aboub ono and a fifth of this agglo- 
moration ‘of dignitios to cach family. Tho. 
total number of amombors ix 127,201. hore 
ava, I was nob surprised to hoar, nob Jess thitn 
37,764 thildyou undor oight yours of ago, of 
whom 2335 havo beon born within tho Tut 
six nionths. During tho sumo poriod thore 
have boon 839 inarriages; 2350 now mombors 
have boon admittod within six months, whilst 
850 have passod away, showing w decided 
incroase in the strongih of tho Church, Of 
these absentoos 85 havo boon oxcomnumuni- 
cated, gonorally, as I hoar from another and 
Gentilo source, aftor they havo voluabarily 
"withdrawn! from momborship. 

On tho subject of inarriagos, the Prosidont 
spoko strongly and without rosorvo, LLo neyor 
used the word ‘ polygamy” oxoupt wilh the 
rider, “as tho world calls it.’ Mr, Woodrull, 
inhia addroas Lo tho Conforence, alvo duslining 
do uso the obnoxious word, doseribed the 
practico ag tho patviarchel order of marriage, 
Tho Prosidont insisted thab it was © tho order 
of ‘colestial anarriage,” Io anxiously ox- 
plained that, whilat the would mado muarvingos 
for timo, the Mormons inarriod for otornity, 

“You marry,” he said, “for bettor or for 
worse, till doath do you part, Our marringos, 
imado,on earth, continuo in heaven, aud man 
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and wilo shall live togothor horcalter as thoy 
are joined now.” 

Tt did not soom to occur to him that this 
was not a prospoch that would rocommond 
itself in all hougoholds; but I did not opon 
that view of the question. 

It is the practice of polygamy which makos 
Mormonism ospocially obnoxious in tho cyos 
of the world, and it is on this that tho Govorn- 
ment of the United States has joinod issue 
with tho sottlers, An Act has boon passod 
doclaring that all who lived or hayo lived in 
marital rolation with moro than ono porson, 
shall forfoit clectoral rights, Tho Actavas go 
wordod as to strike at both sexes, tho intontion 
boing to disfranchise Mormons and got tho 
whole machinery of office in the Territory in 
the hands of tho small minority of the Gontilos. 
After this, Mormonism might bo harried out 
of Utah as ii was thirty-sovon yonrs ago 
hounded out of Tllinois. Tor tho bettor carry- 
ing out of tho purposo, commissioners ap- 
pointed under tho Act wore soné down to Utuh, 
and proscribed an oath to bo adininintoredl 
to all Mormons boforo they aro allowed ta 
voto, roquiring thom to swear that thoy wore 
not polygamists, This had tho offoet of koop- 
ing away thousands from tho poll; but that 
had no sorious bearing upon the rosult, since 
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at tho last oloction all tho Mormon candidates 
woro carriod ab bho hond of the poll by the 
vote of tho ono-wived saints, 

Tt is lo a continuation of this condition of 
affairs that Prosidont Taylor looks to enable 
him to bafflo tho offorts of tho United States 
Logislaturo. 

“Tf tho worst comos to tho worsb,”? he 
seid, “wo shall bo ablo to carry on, Onur 
population is yourly incroasing, and wo oan 
always keop a sufficiont number qualified by 
the United States law—should it bo oxtab- 
lished as law—to carry avorything, But wo 
don't moan to lob matbors slido as far as that 
without » good fight.” 

At tho prosont timo thoro aro soveral onsen 
pending in tho Courls by which i lias heen 
determinod to tost tho legality of tho action of 
the United Statos, 

« Thoir idmonds Ast,” the President said, 
“is ea post facto, and 1 do nob know any 
civilized country whero laws avo doliborntely 
so mado, “Tho United Stabos say tink overy 
ono who has onterod into imurital relutions 
with moro than ono porson shell bo distraun- 
chised, Vory woll; that ia a good or a bud 
law, bub in any oase it oun touch only cases 
which ariso after it has become law. Ilere 


thero are tens of thousands of mon who 
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entered" into ‘the state of colestial marringo 
years before this Act was passed. You can’t 
go back on them and find them guilty of doing 
what was not declared . illegal at tho time 
of the ‘Act. The Commissioners have goiio 
even further, They have imposod an oath ag 
& preliminary to a man or woman voling, 
But it is against the Constitution of the 
United States to impose a tost oath in respect 
of the exercise of the franchise. ‘Thus yéu 
have the Commissioners performing an “illogal 
act under an unconstitutional law, ‘That's a 
double plea wo shall submit; if necessary, to 
the Supreme. Court of the United States.” 

Tho President spoke with great bittornoss 
of the allegation that the people of the United 

' States were chiefly influenced in this orusado 
by love of morality. Morality, he urged at 
some length, was best conserved by tho 
peculiar institution of Mormonism. 

“ But look how this test oath works in tho 
cause of niorality,” ho said. “hero is in 
this city a gentloman of prominont position 
and blameloss life who at one time, though 
now a widower, lived in a state of colostial 
marriage, His son was appointed registrar of 
the district, and when this Act was passed ho 
informed his father that he could not con- 
sciontiously enter his namo on tho register. 
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The very samo day. marriod man living in 
open adultery applied for registration, and no 
objection was tukon. Jo, you #00, was dob 
living ‘in marital volation’ with more than 
one woman. Tho Unitod Stiutors, whilat strik- 
ing at our marriages, carofully loave santhe- 
less the man who keops a imistross. About 
tho same time a notorious woman at the head 
of her bagnio appliod to bo rogistorad, and, 
this moral law placing no bar in tho wry, it 
was done. So much for tho morality sido of 
the question.” 

“The President talka with quiot assurance 
of the future of Mormonism. ‘Tho Church is 
inoreasing in numbors and tho Stato in wealll. 
Thore .is this cloud which risos over the 
United States and is ovon now biggor thin a 
man’s hand. 

“But,” tho Prosidont says, “wo havo 
always had troublo with the world, and things 
are not nearly 6o bad now ak thoy wero whon 
the blood of Josoph Sinith oriad freshly fram 
the ground, and we, driven oul by Christine, 
went forth boyond tho bounds of civilization 
to found a homo and a nation, Whon T used 
to go out as a missionuy and, tramping 
through some romoto, unfriondly country, 
did not know where I should got a ornsh of 
bread for my suppor or a covered corner in 
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which to lay my head, I used to pray to God, 
and I always had enough to ont. That is 
what we do now in this time of trial. Tho 
world is against us, but wo trust in God,” 

“And koep our powdor dry,” J said, 
thinking of the skill with which tho woak 
points in the armour of the United Statos 
Legislature had boon picked out Lor attack. 

“Yes; that is God’s will,” tho Prosident 
answered, in the grave, quiot tones ho had. 
spoken throughout. “ Wo shall do our best, 
and never give up the fight as long as a man 
remains among us. Bul it will all be His 
direction, and with tho conaciousness that wo 
are pleasing Elim.” 

I have throughort given the Prosidont’s 
views in his own words; but no description 
could convoy a just idoa of the quiot asauranco 
and tone of simple coufidenco with which thoy 
were spoken, This Wostmoroland yooman 
ovidontly has faith of a kind that romovos 
mountains; and as itis in monsuro slincod by 
all his pooplo, tho final strugglo wilh Moyr- 
monism, upon which tho Unitod Stabos aro 
bont, is likoly to prove a tough ono.

ILonoy is montionod hero onty ho- 
causo it belongs to tho quotation, 1 suppone 
jt ig mado somowhoro in tho Statos, bub | 
havo not inct with it on any tublo, nor any- 
whore seon a bochive, Bub milk is abundant, 
and of a quality unknown in London, Ab the 
roadside station whoro grapos ab fiyveponco 
pound wore disponsad by a bouovelant nogre 
woaring a snowy-whilo apron, milk stool in 
jugs on a tablo in company wilh most oxaol- 
lent custard and applo-tarts, large, flab, anid 
yound, Tho milk having been standing lndf 
an hour thero was an inch of thick eromn ut 
tho top, and what followed did nok svom to 
have suffered from this concontrabion, Tive- 
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ponce a glass was th price of tho milk, but 
that had evidently loss roferenco to its intrinsic 
value than to tho habitudo in this neighbour- 
hood of regarding ten conte as the lowest do- 
nomination of coin in which it is possiblo to 
-doal. Evorything cost ton conts—tho grapos 
by the pound, the custard and apple-pio by tho 
slice, and the milk by tho glass. In England 
fivepence for a glass of milk taken in a country 
place might bo regarded as doar; but in a 
lordly California it was really a condosconsion 
on the paré of tho benevolont nogro and his 
family to take so small acoin, Two days lator 
in San Francisco ono and cightpenco was 
domanded aud promptly paid for two glasses 
of thin milk and two half-rolls of plain broad. 
In wuth, the United States is tho doarost 
country in tho world to travel in. 1 havo 
made a careful computation, and find that a 
dollar, nominally valued at four shillings, will 
buy of the necossarics and luxuries of life 
exactly as much as a shilling will in Ingland, 
Money is casily mado here, wages aro high, 
profits aro largo, and tho country is full of mon 
grown suddenly rich. A dollar horo or thoro 
is a mattor not worth the oxpondiluro of time 
for its consideration. 
It is a broad, significant fact that a fivo- 
cent picce, valuo twoponco-halfpenny, is 
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practically tho lowest coin eurvont in tho 
Statos, and that it will somotimos buy for you 
what a ponny would bring in a moro offelo 
country, Thoro are, of couse, cents; bub 
excopt to buy stamps, and in New York a 
evening papor, you night as woll bo withoth 
thom. Whore tho curroney practically begins 
in ovoryday lifo is with tho quarbor, valuo ono 
shilling, With theso liberally disponsod on 
tho slightest provocation ono can got along 
comfortably through tho little noods aud 
sorvicos of tho day, 

Last night, strolling about tho town, | 
stoppod to hear a streob hawkor, who wilh 
loathorn lungs and considerable mmour wre 
disposing of his wavos, JTo was solling 1 
pareol of plated jowollory and a pack of cards, 
tho price. boing half a dollar. During tho 
timo 1 stood by ho found at loast twonty 
eustomors. No hawkor in is sonsos would, 
gob up in tho stroots of London, or any other 
largo inglish town, rnd ablompt to Koll things 
which ho valuad at two shillings, Kixponen 
would bo a protiy high figure for sud an 
audionce as lo would gathor, and a pemy a 
still more popular sun, = Yot hore in this Guli- 
fornian crowd two shillings woro handed up 
almost ag rapidly as ho could pocket thon. 
This is all very woll for tho Culiforninns, but 
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for slow-wittod Tinglislhmon a too rapid suc- 
cession of oxporiencos-is apt to stn. 

An English gontlenan in the city took. 
his wifo for a walk in the Chinoso quartor, In 
aueat little café tho lady drank a cup of ton, 
for which one dollar was dommndod. Aftor this 
the gontloman thought ho would have his hair 
out. . On returning to his hotel he sont for tho 
. barber, who cut hig hair, shaved, shampoood 
him, and charged him two dollars and half! 
Tt is true that in this caso the gentloman was 
what tho late Mr. G. P. It. Jaimos was wont to 
call “a belted oarl.” But making duo allow- 
ance for that fact, ton and sixpenco for cutting, 
and shaving seems doar. 

San Francisco has sown its wild oats of 49, 
and is now one of tho most staid cities in tho © 
States. The nowspapors dro quite tame as 
compared with tho smaller shoots published 
east. Tor days, and cvon weoks, there has 
been no shooting, nor even any “ holding up.” 
On the day.of my arrival: I had what promised 
to be an opportunity of boing prosont at a 
shooting match, a domestic institution.whieh 
had hitherto eluded porsonal observation. Tuiko 
Mx. Charles Russoll, who in his journoying 
over the States has beon “ just outside” of 
four railway accidents, I have boon just: too - 
soon or too late for shootings, whether retail in 
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drinking saloons or wholosale in railway ears 

Jtoro was a 
chance not to bo missed, Tho two mon, stand. 
ing in the crowded stroota, glared into ench 
other’s oyes liko wild boasts. ‘Choy oursod and 
swore, and throatoned, and thon, justi whore tho 
pistols should have como in, ono doublod his 
fist, and in commonplace TMnglish fiwhion 
knocked the othor down, ‘That was sourooly 
worth travelling six thousand miles to seo, and 
must have spokon sadly to somo votorus of 
the dotorioration of tho famous old mining 
camp. 

Tho star of mining ompiro has movod 
north and cast. Montana and Coloraula now 
‘take tho placo that California ones hold in 
‘the mining world, Thoro aro still vich imines 
in. tho Stato, though thoir munes are not 
known in tho Jtnglish markot, 

«When. wo gob a find,” a Californinn said 
to me with onguging frauknoss, 1 guoms wo 
keop i and work ib oursolves, ‘he goods 
looking Bogus mino docs jusb as wall lor 
export,” 

On one of tho spurs of the Sion Novada 
above Sacranonto gold anining of. ewions 
fashion. is visibly in prograss. The rocks ara 
not worth approaching in regular mining 
fashion, hore is gold in thom, but 1h must 
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bo got cheaply to pay. So tho minora convoy 
the mountain streams, condonso thoir forco 
into hoses, and bringing thoso to boar on 
tho mountain-sidos, litorally wash away tho 
rock, You can soo it as you pass on Lo rail- 
way, groy or rich red, according bo tho forma- 
tion of the stono, but ovorywhoro with a 
curiously pained surprisod air, as of an old 
gontleman who has had his wig suddonly and. 
unaccountably snatched off, disclosing bare 
places. Of course the aspoct of the country 
is ruined whovever it has boon playad upon 
by this tilanic hoso, Worso slill, from a 
practical point of view, tho débris washing 
down is filling up tho Sacramento river, atl 
making tho people of Sacramento excooding 
wild. 

“What business have you up there?” 
they angrily ask tho minors, 

“What aro you doing down thoro?” tho 
miners carelossly reply. 

Tho question of right has boon roforrad. to 
a court of law, and a vory knotly quoslion ib 
‘will provo for tho judgos. 

The old miners of ‘49, who woro flannal 
shirts, boots innocent of blacking, and pistols 
_ always loaded, havo departed from San I ran- 

cisco ag complotely as tho Dutch havo died 
out from New York. But thoir successors 
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are as vondy, as capablo, and as onsorprising. 
Thero are somo giants of fnanco and. onginoor- 
ing who dwoll in palacos ab San lrangisca, 
all self-mado mon, and in tho first gonoration 
honestly proud of this distinction, ‘ho 
coming gonoration, born into their inhoritanao, 
aro stoadily and dotorminatoly striding into 
othor grooves, whoroin their sons and daughtors 
will carelessly slido, kid-gloved, with drossox 
from Paris, coats and boots from Mngland, 
and with some socrot scorn for tho rough- 
handed, hard-hoadod mon who founded their 
fortiunos, and for tho stout demos thoir grand. 
mothors, who took in washing. 

If there were an Amorican Mr. Smiles, 
he would find in San Vranciseo  stiming 
material for fresh volumos ilustrative of soll 
help. Tho history of tho making of tho 
Contral Pacific Railroud has yot to bo told, 
Té would bo dilflowlé to find a story fuller of 
pluok and skill, of sucoossful battling with 
apparontly tusuperable obstacles, Iman ant 
divine, ‘Cho caroar of Mr. Crocker supplies 
anarrative which is tho slory of half a dozon 
of the richost mon in California. Jlo began 
lifo (and to his groat hononr ia not chary of 
the rominisconco) os a Iebourer in a mino, 
marrying in his own station of life, Whon 
opportunity camo ho soizod it by tho lair 
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with both hands, and baginning to proapor in 
small ways, wont on to aranter doads LT bos 
day ho is  lonfald millionaire, rwuking high 
oven in tho senlo of California, Working in 
conjunction with four ox five mon of his own, 
standing, they control all tho public works 
and possibilitios of making monoy in tho 
Stato. ‘Thoy build railways, found shommahip 
lines, worlt minos, own Danks, and monopolize 
financial transactions in which thoy add to 
thoir millions, whilst the publio ta moro or Tews 
woll satisfiod with ils bargin, If thoy chose 
to fight oach other thore would bo w struggle 
worthy of tho gods, and bhe publio would 
bonofit, Thoy know boltoy than tht. hoy 
join their Corcos and “* pool thoir oumnings.” 
Tho Bnglish reador of Aimerienn news- 
pepers will constantly find reforeneas to 
somo man or sono combination obtaining tt 
contro)” of a railway system, m bath, or 
somo commorcial widorbaling or pullie eon- 
corn. Tho millionaires of Ban Prneivea, 
working amicably in Who task of milking of 
the common cow, havo oblainod tho  eontrel " 
of ovorybhing within voach in tha Sbhate. 
Poople gramblo; bub what cen thoy do? 
Lho combination is perfectly logul, though 
ib has somo awkward resomblance bo & knovk- 
out aban auction. It is opon for an oulsklor

to bid, and tho highost biddor buys. Bub it 
would be Jinnd bo compote with a millionaire, 
Tt is hopoloss to copa with heal! a dozon 
making common case aul oponing a cominon. 
paso. They aro nob only rieh, bub thoy 
rolain tho sagaciby and tho boldness that 
nuulo them. rich, and, their purse apart, thoy 
would bo tough customers to deal with. 
Thoir labost foat in a local way doall with tho 
alvooh tramways that aro the wondor and 
the pride of San T'rancisco. Watching thoir 
timo, thoy swopt down on tho Markot Stroot 
youlo, ‘hoy bought it wp with a choque 
for £,800,000 dollars. Now thoy havo floated 
on a tnstfal public bonds for 3,000,000, 
showing on this singlo Wansaction a profit of 
1,200,000 doles. 

Che systom of streol tramways in vogue 
hero seoms 40 mo to solve tho quoxtion of 
motivo powor for this kind of traction. 
Rooont oxporimonts with a view to introduce 
tho cablo ears in tho Highgate Jord have 
mado Llnllidio’s system, partially ab loast, 
known in London. San Irancisco is its 
birthplace, and hore it is working with tho 
groatosl ouso and tho fullest measnro of 
publio bonofil, ‘Cho suburbs of San Francisco 
straich ihameolves over stoop Jills which 
it would soem wero iuaccossiblo by ordinary 
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modos of locomotion, Bub land prow in 
ovoasingly dow in the noighbourhoad of the 
city, ‘Those hills onco elumbored aro situ 
brious and afford aplondid viows. ‘hey 
wore accordingly built upon, end mon and 
horsos laboriously orawlod up tho hoighte, 
Nocossity havo provod the mother of invention, 
and as thorvo was in oxiabonag no cotvoriortt 
way of golling up bhoso lorviblo stairs the 
cablo strool tram had its birth. 

Thoro is somobthing certo nb leat sight of 
thoso heavily ladon eats muming wp a grade 
of ona in five vt tho rete of soven milena hows 
and withoub any visiblo mons of propulsion, 
Thore is noithor smoko of onging ner ebitior 
of horso-hoof on the highway. Ab aw gontril 
spot tho sboam-ongino hauls on tho endlows 
cablo. ‘ho oablo itsull is buried undornoath 
the track along which tho tauns jus, and 
only careful inspoction can gteay ab any 
means of conununicalion bebween it nad 
tho oa. As fay as blo publis, who pay their 
dwoponce-halfpenny for aw cide, ave coneernid, 
there is nothing bub w comfortably seated 
car, moving smoothly along iron mila fisher 
than a hanson eab, whieh oun le pulled ap be 
a doad stop in half the space of time requirud 
by un ordinary tram, and whieh will go ap 
hill ox down dulo with oquul facility, ‘he 
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oviginal coat of tho machinory is considorablo, 
bué ik is also tho last, thoro boing no clargos 
for horse ronowals and vory fow or vond main- 
tonanco. [was bold that tho enblo cara loro 
onva & bon por cont, dividend, and judiciously 
pay oight. 

Whilst with tho advanco of civilization 
anil tho offvoomont of tho rough pionoors by 
tho now gonoration who apo tho mannors of 
London sogioty, many of tho formor charactor 
istios of San Irancisoo havo disappearod, tho 
city rotaing a notablo ono in tho matter of 
carthquakes, ITaving poacofully gone to bed 
at udidnight, wo woro awakenod an how lator 
by an unnistakablo shaking of tho gigantic 
structura known ad tho Palaco Uabol. Tho 
building rockod in a painfully distinct manner, 
as il tho god ‘Thor, walking past to tako his 
oarly bath in tho Pacific, had plucod his hand 
ou the cornice of tho roof mid playfally shakon 
tha house, ‘hero aro various estimates of 
tho duration of tho shook. ‘To any miul the 
huprossion convoyed was that it lastod whilst 
you could count ton, and thab ib consod as 
suddenly and as absolutely ax it had coim- 
moneod. Thoro was a distincl moyoment 
outward of the building, a Siorco rubtling of 
tho windows, a rushing noise in tho air; then 
tho houso settled back, tho rlbtling consed, 
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tho slillnoss of tho night rosumed ils sway, 
and avorylhing was as if tho oarthquake had 
not beon. 

Ono othor sirango mattor was tho mnhosi- 
tating corlainty with which strangors wholly 
unafainiliar with the phonomonon know what 
it was. You may tako your first tormapin 
without knowlodgo or suspicion thal you have 
ontored upon a now and distineh plaso of 
gastronomy, Bub thore’s no mistaking your 
first oarthquake, it boing ono of tho fow 
matios in which knowlodgo comos without 
exporionco. 

Socioty in San Francisco, as for as [ was 
priviloged to mix in it, is of a hoarty, hospit- 
able order, tho oldor, simplor habits of tho 
pioneers loavoning the affoctations of tho 
younger branchos of tho family who, altor 
the discovory of the Bonanza or other big 
boom, went off to visit London and tho city 
thoy call Paves, J notod tho disapponranoo 
of thoso tillos which formerly indicaled tho 
yearning of tho Ropublican wind lor social 
istinction, In all San Francisco f did nob 
meot a singlo judgo, and only ono colonel. 
This was s bullot-hoaded young man with 
amoustacho inadoquato for inilitary training, 
who was noteworthy in othor ways as a type 
of tho now social birth now in stoady progross 
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in San Francisco. Tho “ Colonel” is a woll- 
moaning, smart young follow, with a koon oyo 
to business, ludicrous only in tho thirst for 
somo moans of prosonting himsoll to tho 
public other than as plain Mz, who goos 
down. to an office, sits on a stool, and looks 
afior railways, mines, and common worknulay 
things of that kind, [b would bo hard bo givo 
up this occupation, since it brings in dollars 
by tho thousand, and somotimos by tho half- 
million. But ont of offico hours it would bo 
nice to wear tighb trousors and a coat of 
military cut, and to sirui aboub as noarly as 
possible in tho stylo of the officors up on the 
Resorvation, So ono morning, by some inyslo- 
vious birth-procoss, ‘ Colonel” —— was in- 
troduced to San Trancisco, which recoivos 
him with good-naturod leughtor and Ikindosb 
forbearance of tho little foibleo. As woalth 
grows, this typo flourishos, and thus an 
aristocracy grows up out of tho rank luxwy 
mado possible by tho labour and inspiration of 
the mon who omne horo any timo during the 
last thirty-five years with all their worldly 
goods in thoir wallet, 

As yet no groat harm is dono, San Fran- 
cisco is still Loo practical aud too busy monoy- 
making to bo soriously influoncod by tho 
“colonol” typo. It is too busy oven to drive 
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with groat rogularity through tho park out to 
the beach, or round through tho Military 
Reservation; which is a pity, for thoro are 
few cities, whethor in the Old World or tho 
Now, that havo a fairer possossion, ‘ho 
Resorvation is an onolosod track of ground 
open to the public, and much froquontod, sinco 
the roads are in excellont condition and skil- 
fully graded. Whenwo drove through, a gang 
of military prisonors wore at work, surrounded 
by a cordon of watchful sontrios, muskot on 
shoulder. The officers’ quarters aro vory 
prottily situated, forming rows of rustic 
cotiagos, with bright flowor-gardons anid 
faimly kopt lawns of froshost greon. ‘Thoso 
oasos of greon lawn aro vory striking, Ab tis 
season of the yoar treos and vogotation alike 
ave at their utmost gasp for existonco. It is 
months sinco rain foll, and what wore green 
fiolds,jn tho spring aro now baro patolios of 
brow earth, with horo and thore haploss 
tufts of hay showing thomsolvos. Lt is hard to 
bolieve, looking down o fnr-rorching atroteh. of 
brown scorched oarth, that in tho spring this 
is a bank bright with Jupin and other wild 
‘flowors. Bub such is tho caso, and so will it 
be again when tho rain comes. 

In the officors’ quarters, and by all the 
magnificont houses on Nob’s Ilill and in Van 
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Ness Avonuo, tho lawns aro kept ovor groon 
by a prothy and usofil dovico which, thouglt 
not unknown, is uot common in Wnglaud. 
This is a movablo fountain, consisting of an 
upright iron pipo, fod by an indin-rabbor hose, 
At tho top thoro is a horizontal arcaungomont 
of small pipos, porforatod aftor tho mannoy of 
a rondo in a wator-can. ‘hose rovolyo with 
tho Lorco of the wator projectod through them, 
and diffuse a fino soft showor of rain, Whon 
one soction of tho lawn is sufficiently watored, 
tho fountain is movod to anothor—it can bo 
liftod with orio hand—so tho rein is always 
falling and tho grass ovor blooming. 

The park was originally a wasto of sand- 
hills. Qutsido it tho sandhills reassert thoix 
supromacy, and load down to tho sen by rioh 
massos of yollows and brown. It is a favourite 
oxpedibion, both for slrangors and citizens, to 
drive oub to Cliff Tomo and watel: the sonls 
playing on tho rocks. ‘Choy avo always thovo, 
floundoring up ov slipping off with a plunge 
into tho cool doptls, and incessuntly grunting. 
There is ono Aabitud of vast proportions in 
whom popular fnney traces vosomblanco to 
Gonoral Buller, As wo sat and watohad, a 
fisherman’a boat slowly pardlod past tho 
cluster of brown yocks, and with oxoited cries 
tho soals slid off into tho son. Is was protty 
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to seo old Bon Butlor slightly tuning his 
stupondous aarease so as to bring his woathor- 
eyo to boar upon the causo of tho dislurbanoo. 
When he saw what ib was ho gavo a little 
grunt, settlod himsolf in 1 moro comfortablo 
position, and lazily watchod tho flubior among 
tho younger mombers of tho community, Bo» 
yond tho grunt, Bon offered no romark audible 
on shore. But when he rosobllod limsolf 
others, proparing 40 movo, resumod their 
places, and some of thoso oxcitedly swimming 
round the edge of the rocks rotumed roassured. 
It was ovident that on tho vook in tho far 
Wost, as in Massachusotis in tho far Mast, 
thoro was a gonoral improssion that Bon 
Butler might be safoly trusted to look aftox 
himself. 

All day whilst tho sun shinos tho foals 
play horo, To the north stands ‘lamalpuis, 
with wreath and whito mist at its foob, aud 
its hoad clothod in purplo and golden brown, 
reaching far up in tho bine sky. By hose 
stands tho Goldon Gato, and boyond ib the 
Pacific, breaking in whito surf on tho shora 
to the southward, and to tho wostward 
nothing botwoon us and Asia but 1 wildorness 
of bluo water. * 
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CHAPTER X. 
{HE LABOUR QUESTION. 


Tum quostion of labour, always a prossing ono 
in tho United Statos, is justi now acconbuatod 
in California and the bordering Statos which 
havo beon accustomed to look for sorvico to 
tho Chinoso, Tor twonty-fivo yoars tho 
Chinoso have flooded California, and have 
boon principal and indisponsablo factors in 
its rapid. prospority. Without tho Chinoso, 
California would bo tou yours bohind tho stago 
it has now reachod. Thoso sinng-facodl, pig- 
tailed immigrants have builé tho railways, 
mao tho roads, laboured in tho aninos, niurod 
tho babios, and washed tho clothos for Onli- 
fornia. It is in tho charactor of washorman 
that tho Chinaman is most familiar to cursory 
information in England. Bub thovo is nothing 
ho cannot' do, Tis faculty and Savility for 
labour axe immeasurable, and whetover ho 
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doos ho accomplishes with tho thoroughness 
that comos of paliont indusbry. 

Tt is nob dificult to understand how the 
prosenco of such a class shoul! ba distastoful 
to thé Wostorn working man. Javon if the 
compotition wore ou oven lors, ib would bo 
hard to Aight against this doxborous industrious 
class. 3nt the Chinainan las an onormons 
advantago ovor tho ordinary labourer, whothor 
of English, Ivish, Gorman, or Amoriean birth, 
The Woste:n man must have his throo sbout 
moals a day, wilh corresponding proportion of 
drink, Tho Chinaman oan Jive on food the 
cost of which is almost Jitovally ininitosimel. 
A bowl of rico, a square iuch or two of driod 
fish, with, on tho birthday of Confucius or 
some obhor gala day, a sausngo foarlully and 
wondorlully mado, suffice to moot his noods in 
tho way of solid food; whilst a bowl of tho 
water in which tho rice has been boilod, or a 
pannikin of ton, takon withoub suger or milk, 
comnos up bo his notion of whab is necessary in 
tho way of liquor. ‘Tho ultimato basis of tho 
ralo of wagog is tho oxpondituro ab which a 
man oan suppord Jifo. With a Chinaman this 
is a sliding scalo veduciblo almosh to the 
vanishing point. If the Wosterm workinar 
on livo upon a dollar a day tho Chinmanan 
will manage on iifty conls. Lf in hard times 
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tlio Wostorn workman drops down to: throo 
shillings, tho Chinaman grows fat on oightoon- 
poneo, and as ho can flourish on asixponco a 
day it is ovident tho Western worlanan has 
no chance in tho compotition. 

This isa condition of alfvirs which has for 
twonty yoars agitated California, It always 
camo up ab oloction timos, and the Wostorn. 
working man, the small shopkoepors who livo 
by him, and whatover class could bo influonced 
by him and them, sank all political quostions 
in this social ono, marching togothor under a 
bannor on which was written “Tho Chinaman 
must go.’ There camo a timo whon soino 
shrowd politicians, sooing their opportunity, 
prosented thomselvos as leadors of this noisy 
orusade, and a Bill was triwnphantly carriod 
through Congress olosing tho Golden Cate 
against the Chinaman. Jn a Ropublio whose 
watchword is liborly and oqualily a law was 
passed declaring that for ten yoars no China- 
man should ontor tho Unibod States, his 
was liltlo moro than a yoru ago, and alrondy 
the shoo is boginning to pinch. ‘ho import 
of Chinamon was nol so ovorwholiming as 
would appoar upon tho faco of it, ‘hore 
wore always two streams flowing, ono in- 
ward and tho othor outward. The China- 
man had no abiding city in California. Tt 
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was a kind of Tl Dorado, whore wages at 
tho rato of thirty dollars a month wore bo 
be picked up, wilh incrodillo margin for 
savings, When those accumulated to tho 
extont of from throo hundred to fivo hundrod 
dollars, the wandoror’s hoart, untremmoliod, 
fondly turned to home, and tho Chinaman 
wont back, 

This is a procoss still going on, but with an 
important variation of conditions. The drain 
of homoward-bound Chinainon continuos, and 
there aro none coming in. Whe Californians 

-ae big mon, and can do groat things; but 
they cannot successfully war against tho prin- 
ciples of political economy. Tlaving sboppod 
the supply, the natural growth of domand 
increases, and tho consoquonce is that the 
Chinose remaining in California avo bocoming 
masters of tho sitmation, ‘horo was always 
omploymont and to spavo whilst the labour 
market was constantly suppliotd by frosh drafts 
from Hong Kong. Still, if a Chinaman was 
not found suitable, or if ho domandol too high 
wages, thore wero others to’ bo had Now 
there are not, and tho situation is overy month 
growing more strainod. Tho fortunato China- 
‘men. who found themsolves in California at 
the time the prohibition of immigration was 
decreed aro fully alive to tho personal advan- 
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tagos secured for thom, Thoy aro raising 
their domend for wages, and aro forming 
amongst thomsolves an association kin to 
tho English trades unions, through which 
by tho agoney of strikes thoy can absolutoly 
control the labour market, 

Tt ia cloar that omployors of labour of nll 
grades, from those who engago ono or two 
domestic servants to the firms who lavo 
thousands of mon on their wago list, will be 
heavily taxed. But thoro is something oven 
worso behind, and that is tho absolute im- 
possibility of getting labour at any prico, 
Tho Contral Pacifico Railway, to mention ono 
illustration which has como undor ny porsonal 
observation, are oxtonding their syatom north 
ward to Oregon, When this was projoctod 
thoy naturally looked to tho Chinoso for the 
services already porformod in tho mathor of 
their main lino, In tho mountime this nob 
able pieco of Iogislation is acvomplishod, and 
the prospoct- before tho company is dismully 
blank, 

Woe want labour,” ono of tho directors anid 
to me in dogpairing tones, “and it's not hore.” 

Thirty dollars a month and board is the 
ordinazy rate of wages paid for railway work. 
That was protty woll, sooing that a man might 
sayo neatly evory pouny.. Bub in vain ja it: 
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now cried aloud in tho markel-placo, and sineo 
tho works must be completed, v0 ono cf Bay 
to what longths tho organized demand of tho 
shrewd Chines may not yo, Lloro in a copy, 
in all oxcopt tho Jango lypo and tho nolos of 
admiration, of a supplicntory appoal sproad 
broudeast through Denver ab tho timo L was 
there, lL took it off a bundlo tiod to a atroot 
lnmp-post ;— 

“ Wantod, fivo hundred labourers for the 
Donver and Southern Pacifie Railroad at 
Loadvillo, Wagos, two dollars bwouby-five 
conts & day; board, fivo dollars a wook. Nice 
now oamp, good places to sloop, and good 
board. Tho contractors aro ono of tho oldost 
and bost firms in tho counkry, and thoir camps 
aro first-class in every particular. Pay ensh ; 
no discotml on timo chooks. Troe transporta- 
tion to the work, Bo ab tho Union Dopit 
baggago-rooin with your bluukots at sovon Unis 
ovonitig.” 

Tt has como to thiy already, that Os, 1 
day is offered to railway navvios, with liboral 
azyangomonts for boarding them ab tho rate of 
vbout 2s, 10d. a day. But tho bait drew only 
a fow scoro inen, and is hanging out again in 
Donver and other approaches to Trondvillo. 
Whilst tho Uxclusion Bill was boing forced 
through Congross its supportors urgod that if 
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only tho Chineso woro dispossessed, thon tha 
honost down-Lroddon Wostern worlantun would 
lift up his head, justico would bo dono, ru all 
would bo woll, But the Muropoan worknian 
hag novor in tho pasb boon numorically equal 
to tho noods of tho robust aid Insty Werb, and 
ho will not bo so in any visible fubwo. Tb is 
tho Chinoso who havo mado California, as tho 
insignificant insoct builds up tho coral roof, 
and it is ag if the future growth and advances 
of the structure had. boon sagaciously promotiod 
by stamping out the insocts. 

“You've hoard of tho man who out off his 
nose to spite his faco?” asked tho despairing 
divoctor of tho Contral Pacific. ‘“ Woll, T 
guoss he livos in California,” 

Labour was doar cnough throughout tho 
States boforo pricos in tho West rocoiverl this 
extraordinary impetus. Tho Iunglish anployor 
would bo aghast at tho wagos paid forall kinds 
of Jabour, skillod or othorwiso, ‘lo montion 
the class which will appeal to tho widost rango 
of sympathios, what doos the Mnglish matron 
think of paying fourtoou shillings a wouk Lor 
a so-called hougomaid, and sixtoon shillings 
for a solf-siylod cook, admittedly “plain? 
Forty pounds a year is by no moans oxtrava- 
gant fora good cook, and is nob infrequontly 
paid in London. But thero aro cooks and 
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cooks, and tho avorago kind who horo draw 
this sun in ordinary housoholds in Now York 
and Boston is gonorally the Lrishwoman who 
in English towns would go as solo sorvant in 
small honscholds ab wagos rvormging from £12 
to £16 2 yoar. 

Of tho gonornl character of domontio 
sorvanis, boblor known as “helps” in this 
counizy, somo idea will bo gathored from 
montion of tho fact, possibly by no means m+ 
common, that alady friond in San lrancisco 
told mo sho had had oighboon servants in a 
month. Ono other sbrav which shows the 
way tho wind blow, is indieatod in the ad- 
vortisomonty of servants oub of situations, 
The sorvant question is sero enough with us; 
but ab least a cook ox housomaid advertising 
for a placo will condescoud to gall upon tho 
employer. Tove, when Mary Anno advorbisos 
for a placo, sho invariably closos her announco- 
mont with the curbinjuncbian, “ Call ab Blak 
Streat, botwoon such and gueh hovrs.”’ hore, 
goated in hor roam, ab bho how: wast con 
voniont to horsolf, Mary Aino will look at hor 
proposod intalrosd, and somothnos, if in the 
humour, will engago horsolf, 

I have boen inuech struck in beravolling 
abouts to find olectro-plabed knives provitod 
for cutling—or, to bo moxg oxucl, for toariug— 
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moat ab monls, Tho ronson whon discovorod 
is vory sinplo, Stoal knives wanh constant 
and laborious cloaning on the board, ov wibh a 
machino, and tho holp declines to elon thom, 
just as sho tmporatively rofusos bo polish boots, 
Tloctro-plated knives aro a libtlo diseppointing 
with a boofstoak or a chop; bub they aro 
oasily cloanod, and so wo havo thom. 

Tho quostion of © Sunday out,” disenssod 
on protiy oqual torms in England, is settlod on 
siraplo principles by the American holp, Ilo 
or she goes out whon ho or she pleasos, and 
somotimes doos not como back. ho othor 
night a strangor callod upon ono of tho mag- 
natos of Menlo Park with a lottor of intro- 
duotion, Dinnor was just ovor, but tho hos- 
pitablo Californian insisted upon having a 
monl sorved for tho now-comor. Prosontly 
g bitch arose. Tho butlor, who had been 
around a fow minutos before, had disnpponred, 
and nothing was hoard of him till the noxt day, 
whon ho sont for his clothos. [lo waa tt aunn 
of ordorly habits, accustomed and willing to 
attend ab ono dinner por ovoning ; but whon 
it camo to two, tho sooond suddonly sprung 
upon him, ho felt he could nob sanotion by his 
progonce so gross an outrage upon prineiplo. 
So he put on his hat, drow on his gloves, aud 
wont his way. 
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Looking down tho column of a doily papor 
whore © Fomalo Holp” is Wanted,” I tind 
two wattrossos wantod for a country hotel, ono 
at £60 and the othor ab £72 0 year; two 
Protestant chambormaids for a firat-olugs 
private family, wages offerod, £60 m your; a 
French or Seandinavian cook, £8; & goneral 
sorvent, £72. Corman cooks avo worth, £72 5° 
French nirsos, £60; whilst otirm advortisos 
boldly for a hundred gonoral servants, offoring 
wages from £60 to £72 a year. ‘Choso fignios 
spoak more cloquontly then & chapter of ox- 
planation. ‘hoy show that tho domostic 
servant hore. lings tho whip-hand, and tho 
Chineso Iixclusion Act has addod another 
thong to tho whip. 

Ono class of omployers upon whom the 
labour famine tolls with fatel results is the 
proprictor, largo or small, of vinoyards anid 
fruit farms. Those last are. a marvel to tho 
Englishman accustomed to the orchards of 
Horofordshiro, Devonshire, or. the gardens 
of Kont. Just before reaching Onkland, on- 
tho way. to San Francisco, tho train :prasos 
a fruib farm which seoms miles in longth, and 
is certainly many acros. {hough tho scale. is 
gigantic, overything is ag tin agen Tnglish 
orchard. - ‘tho trees aro all plantod in far. 
reaching avenues, and tho grass is kept closely 
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croppod. ‘This farm grows ponchos by the 
million, and thoro comos a time when the 
fruit must bo gathored. or spoilod, It is 
the samo in tho vinoyards, and bobwoon tho 
two thore springs up in the atumn an wygont 
ory for labour which has hithorto beott peony 
fairly met by the Chinese. 
Now this source of supply is out off, ‘iia 
“the proprietors ave in despair, Many of thom, 
taking a look ahoad, aro already disposing of 
their property. Thoy know that tho tondoncy 
of things is to grow worse rathor thun bettor, 
and they are cloaring out whilst thoro is yot 
a market-for what has hithorto boon amongst 
the best-paying proporty in the Stato. Somo 
autumn, porhaps next yoar, thoro will bo a 
“great crop of fruit and no one to guthor ik, 
which will mean ruin for tho proprictors. 
Tt would bo a fatal mistake for the British 
“workmen to suppose that these high, wiges 
mean tho full measuro of compotonae that 
appenrs on the face of thom. As far as 
domestic servants are concerned. thoy aro dis- 
countod only by tho enhanced prico of clothing; 
but forthe ordinary working man who has 
to keep himself and his family tho difference 
between his lot-and that of his Inglish brother 
who earns fewer shillings a wook is not groat, 
Everything ig dearer—house ront, olothing, 
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and most of tho nocossnrios -@f life. Th is said 
that food. is choapor than in TMngland, and it 
is difficult to imagino how mea. aud flour oan 
cost as muoh to the American working men 
whon Amoricn is ono of the gront soureas of 
supply for Groat Britinn, Doubtloss in soine 
of tho Contral and Woxstorn Statos ment is 
bought chonapor for tho household than in 
raral districts in Wngland; but, king Now 
York as the largost contre of population, and 
comparing it with London, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, and other hives of working-man. life, 
ik is nob 80. 

Thad tho opportnnity of making inquirios 
of tho managors of two largo honscholds, one 
in Brooklyn and the other in Now Jovsey, and 
found the pricos of butchor’s moat. almost’ 
identicul with thoso paid in a London honse- 
hold. In Now Jersey mutton was a little 
cheaper, but by way of. componsation vege- 
tablos wore considerably dearer, Tor example, 
o omiliflower which would cost sixponee in 
London was not to bo purchased in Brooklyn 
under a shilling, Tho ronson for this in thin 
particular neighbourhood was tho sano that 
provails all over the States. Tuabour is dont, 
and as it costs nearly twico ag much to 
grow a cauliflower in tho noighbourhood: of 
Now Jorsoy as it doos in. tho markot gardene 
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round Tondon# cauliflowors aro doubled in 
price. 
Fore wo gotinto tho vicious cirolo through. 

which domestic life moves in tho Unitod. 

"States. Labour is doar boownse tho Inbonrer 

when ho takes his mouoy to markob finds 

that a shilling will not buy moro than oight- 

pence, or in some transactions sixponco, will 

in Free Trade Hngland. Tho articlos that 

labour produces ave dear becauso the labourer 

must have the differonca made up to him in 

cash, It is like taking monoy out of ono 

pocket and putting it in tho other, roversing | 
the unprofitable process and pursuing it iudof- 

nitely, The only class who make a cloar guin 

are the manufacturers, and thoy grumble 

because. they have to pay tho higher wagos 

crested by the artificinl rostraing of Pro. 

téction. 

The grea school of I'roo LTrado in the 
United States is tho Custom Touso at Now 
York. If it weve possible for the whole popu- 
lation of. the Stntos to pass throngh tho insti- 
tution in a single year, and to remain in the 
frame of mind in which thoy leavo it, Protoc- 
tion would be hustled out of tho country within 
twelve months.. When a man comes to pay 
thirty-three -per cent. duty on a supply of

Things avo made pitty ‘aie prioad. oxorbi- 
tantly. in Anorica, becauso the manufiaturor 
has the consmuorins comor, To inust eithar 
buy his.goods, yo without, or import them 
from JEnxopo, paying the heavy fino iinposad 
at the Custom House. Ib ia a bitter reflection 
on Amotionn - manifactrires, and a striking 
commentary on tho working of a system of 
arbitrary restriction of compotition, that whon- 
over an Aiorican gots tho chaneo, ho adopts 
tho last couse, A follow-passongor on the 
Britannic brought with him for a relative, 
a woll-known sonator aud stout champion of 
Protection, six pairs of boots, for which ho 
had paid the finey price of £2 108. a pair 
To this was added a Customs impost of ono- 
third; and yot the sonator found it worth 
while to buy his. boots in. Tiondon, and, com. 
fortably and stoutly shod, will in the coming 
Prosidentinl campaign angrily donounes xo 
Tradors wad cloquontly pload fox tho Protection 
of American manufactures, 

Anothor passongor had mado a pilgrimage 
to Covontry, ordered a bicyelo, paid freight 
and Customs dwiy, and found the bargain 
hottior than anything ho gould. do in tho 
United Statos. ho keopor of a gambling. 
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“house At Toaaviito, the -stmoe wno -poasted of 
his tiles imported. from ' “Minton’s, told mo’ he 
had a paix of riding-broechos inado in,England.. 
Thoso -lnstod iin fivo yoms, Giving , ont 
fourtoon montis ago, ho bought ‘another ‘pair 
of Amotican manufivebure, whieh wore alvoudy 
sworn ont, and he was woutloring how. ho could 
got. a frosh supply from Tngland. Addvocatios 
of Protection, admit all this, bub soo in it only 
a frosh-argument against Free ‘rade. 

“ Tf we abolish protection,” thoy say, “our 
mannfaotoried must shut up. ‘hoy cannot 
compote with England. Our manufacturers 
would. all go bankrupt, and wo should bo driven 
to rely entirely upon agriculture,” 

There avo some Americans who tako 
another view, and believe that if Freo Trade 
wore adopted, the cost of living would docrease, 
tho domand for wagos would have w corro- 
sponding fall, and the Amorican manufacturer, 
no longer pampored, and having choap Isbour 
at his command, would go in for making tho 
boat and cheapest article, and woul succeed, 
But .this class is in the minority, and the 
ora of I'veo Trade in the Unitod States ig atill 
afar off,

ON IM RATIWAY OARH. 


An inconvonionco insaparablo from tho dia. 
tancos run on Aimorican reilways is tho 
variation of time. Going West ono’s walich is. 
always slowing 3 going Joust it gains (lim. 
culty that might bo grappled with if if stood 
alone, But thoro is snporaddod tho wnoor- 
tainty ag to what time provails in tho connoct- 
ing-link of railway with which you aro apooially 
concerned, ‘horo was much disguat axpronsod 
in the British section of & Donvor train at tho 
discovory made, on roloronve to tho timno-trblo, 
that tho Donvor and Rio Grendo “Railway 
doliverod its passongors ab Ogdon a quartor of 
an hour after the Coutral Paeifio tii liad 
gono on. to fan Jirancisco, On arriving nt 
Ogden it was found that, on tho contrary, 
there was a good hour to spare for broakfust, 
tho siinple oxplanation ‘boing. that at Ogdon 
San ‘ancisco tinio is takon up, whoreas ‘wo 
had been running on Donvor time. 
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T used to have a great pity for the people 
living at Pontarlier, the frontior town, whore 
French timo is oxchangod for tho Swiss. 
Botwoon Phewre de Paris and Vheure de 
Berne, sot forth on the samo clock-fnco by 
combination of rod and. black hands, it seomad. 
that life could scarcoly bo worth living, But 
Pontavlior is not a patch on Ogden, where tho 
waiting-room at the railway station is crowded 
with clocks, giving the various timos. upon 
which divers trains willrun. It would not bo 
difficult to drive » man mad, supposing ho 
wore called up in the morning by Now ‘York 
time, had his breakfast by Washington’ tiuyo, 
lunchod at San Francisco time, had a owp of 
five-o’clock ton by the Boston clock, dined at 
tho Chicago hour, and wont to bod at Taramio 
timo, He would gratofully bo buried oither at 
St. Louis timo or Omaha, whichever struck 
first, At Ogden, traing rmnning west aro-ruled 
by San Francisco time, which is 8h, 2m, slower 
thon Washington time ; 8h. 26m, than Boston; 
8h. 1dm. than. Now York; 2h. 20m. than 
Chicago; 2h, 9m, than St. Louis; thy 46m. 
than Omaha; Lh. ddim. than Taramie; and 
42m. slower than Ogden time. 

‘The public inconvonionco arising fr om this 
ponalty of geographical greatness has long 
cocupiod the attention of the railway mana- 
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gors. It is growing in prossure sinco tho 
railway’ systom is branching owt and ovory 
little lino has its local timo. A. oharactoris- 
tically bold schome has boon pub forward. to 
abolish the Old-World clock dinl, and have 
one ‘worthy of tho Unitod Statos, Why 
should the computation of timo stop at twelve 
o'clock, whon thore ave twonty-four hours tu 
the day? Why not havo thirtoon o'clock and 
evon twenty-four o'clock? ‘Lhoso sturtling 
questions havo been put boforo tho intolligent 
public, and have boon xrooivod with much 
favour, If tho Irench Ropublicans changed 
the names of the months and the courso of 
yoars, why should not a groutior and moro 
stable Republic havo its own clock-dial? ‘tho 
proposal was tempting, bub it had to bo 
resisted by reason of tho sumo oxtonsion of 
longitude that is at tho bottom of tho whole 
difficulty. Whon it is twonty-fow o’dloek ” 
(Anglioéd -midnight) at Boston it world bo 
about half-past oight in tho ovoning in San 
Francisco. Must San Irangisco be put to 
_ bed immodintely after dinner, of anust Boston 
_ ait up till what would bo helf-past thyxoo in the 
morning ? 
Whatover the Ropublio might docroa, tho 
sun would romain master of tho situation; 
aud the national sun-dial schome, gravely put 
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forward by tho Ponnsylvania Railway. Com- 
pany, had to. be abandonod, A much. more 
modest ono is now practically approved by tho 
railway managers, and will shortly come into 
operation, ‘Cho broadth of the States will bo 
divided into four parallols, starting from tho 
cast by New York timo, by which in tho first 
parallel all trains of whatever company will 
yun, In tho second parallol tho trains will 
run-on a system of time dated an hour later; 
a socond hour will bo accounted for in tho third 
parallel; and at Ogdon, San Francisco timo, 
making up tho balance, will provail, 

The delay in American trains is truly Con- 
tinental in its proportions. In England it is 
regarded ag a serious mattor if a train on a 
main line is half an hour lato, To loso an 
hour waiting for a train is an evont the raxity. 
of which ix markod by much strong lauguago 
on tho part of tho sufferors, Arriving ob Salt 
Take City from Denver, wo wore four hours 
lato, and starting noxb day from Ogden by tho 
Central Pacific, wo had. to wait three hours and 
a half for the arrival of the Union Pacilia from 
the Bast. Irom Oudon to San I'rancisco is ovor 
eight hundred miles, a 10m in which thoro aro 
possibilitios of making up the loss of time, more 
especially when the averago speod is. twonty 
miles an hour. On this journey it was dons, 
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and wo voachod San Trancieo “on bino.” 
Bub this is not always the ease, ms apponrs 
from the Donvor journvy quoted, tho through 
passongors from tho Wost inissing thot train, 
and boing compollod to stop at Ogden all night. 
Slow running is nob always an munixed 
evil, as wo loarnod on tho Donvor lino, Ap. 
proaching, aftor midnight, one of bho sbations, 
aswitch which should have boon closad was 
loft opon, and a sorions accidont amma 
possiblo, Owing, however, to tho slow paco, 
only tho ongino and tho baggage ear gob olf 
_tho lino, and the passongors tn the Pullman 
car slopt on unconscious of tho dangor averted, 
As compared with (Mnglish trains, tho 
Ameorienn cus, with their opon gangways mid 
the possibilities of moving about, aro vastly 
superior for the work thoy lave to do. ‘J'o 
travel a thousand milos at a stvotch Goopad wp 
in an English first-class carriage would bo 
intolorablo, In tho Pullman cms a run of w 
thousand wiles, wavolling day mud wight, is a 
moro ineidont of tho wook, wid you lonve tho 
oats as fresh ay whon you onborad. Ono day 
wo saw Uo sun riso ovor tho Rocky Mountains, 
and watshod it sink behind tho groy, sandy 
plains that lie about Sul Lake City--n long 
journoy as hour aro countad, but actually 
Woarisue noithor to body nor miud, 
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This railway journoy from Salida acrors 
tho Rocky Mountains is porhaps tho mont 
boautiful in oithor world, Now or Old. Ata 
quartor-pist four o'clock in tho morning the 
brain was duo, but it was noarly vo bofora it 
aloaniod out of tho station and broastod tho 
stoop ascont of tho Marshall Pass. ‘l'ho slars 
woro atill shining in tho doop bluo sky. In 
tho oast, bronking ovor w purplo zidgo of moun- 
tain, tho dark bluo was paling to poarl groy, 
Pregsontly thoro was a faint bingo of colour, 
changing as wo lookod to sulphur, and on 
through grades of infinite boauty to gold and 
crimson, ‘hon tho sun shono clowr over tho 
mountain-tops, and hill and dalo, fold, stroam, 
and sky took on a boauty that mocks doserip- 
tion. Aftor winding in and out, round onpes 
and ovor chasing, wo camo to ono of tho many 
onions which make railway onginooring pos- 
siblo ovor thos gront divides, 

Imagino a narrow gorgo with lowoving 
sidog of rook, a tiny rivor rushing through, 
somotimos emorald groon whoro the sunlight 
caught it in quiet dopths, but oftonor a image 
of foam and spray, lorping over grey rooks in 
jis hasto to roach tho plain, Tho mountains 
on oither sido viso shoor up a clon thousand 
foot of bavo rock, groy and brown and ved. A. 
burn in tho cafion shows hills of softor shapo, 
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with horo and thoro voins of brushwood of 
brilliant orimson, Thoro hang over the 
stream gracoful troos, unknown in Jugland, 
with dolicato Soliago liko maidonhair forn, of 
avery shado of colour, {rom dooport gold bo 
daintiest groon, ‘Through tho gorge, winding 
at ovory fow yards, tho train glidos along ib wv 
pleasant driving paco, giving timo to onjoy all 
tho boauty sproad abroad. Nourly always wo 
have tho rivor, for which and tho track thoro 
ig just room onough in tho eniion, All through 
the long morning tho crisp mountain air is 
full of sunshino, and ovon whon tho sun goos 
down and tho moon and tho stars como out 
over tho plains thoro ia » deop bluo sky 
framing tho ovor varying picture. 

At midnight on tho far horizon towaris 
which we woro spooding a now and startling 
light flamod forth. 1h was too low to bo u 
constellation, and out of the way of tho aurorn 
boroalis, As wo drow uearor if sprond in 
oxtent, and tho smoko about ib began bo form 
acloud. It looked like ® burning eily; Int ib 
was only a slubblo fold, aud this was ono of 
the peacolul procossos of Wostorn agricullura, 
In this happy laud straw is nob worth tho 
troublo of roaping. ‘Tho loads of corn aro cub 
off close, and tho straw left sinnding. Whon 
ib is thoroughly dricd a match is applied, tho 
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slraw burnt up, and tho ground is voady for 
tho plough, 

It is a mattor of groat regrot to travollors 
that Mz. Bacdokor rosts on his laurels onrnod 
in Iiuropo, and forboars to include tho Unitod 
Statos in his familiar serios of handbooks. 
Tloro is a now world to conquor, worthy of his 
gonius. Thoro aro handbooks in tho United 
Statos, ono profossing to be on the model of 
Baodokor; but thoy aro curiously usoloss, 
Thad one known horo as “ Tho Tourists’ Guido 
to tho Unitod States and Canada,” and in 
Iugland os “Tho Iinglishman’s Guide.” 
Publishod ab 7s. 6d in Iingland, it costs 
10s. Gd. in Now York, its placo of manu- 
facture. Tor somo days, covering thousands 
of milos of travol, it possossod a strange Lasci- 
nation for mo, boing tho promier book in tho 
linglish tonguo as containing tho loast amount 
of information in proportion to its bulk. Bub 
onjoymoné of that kind soon palls, and on. 
rojoining my trunks at Chicago TI pub the 
volumo away ab tho bottom of tho largost 
ond, 

Tho baggage arrangomonts aro, in thoir 
incoption, mnong tho principal convoniouces 
of Amorican travel, ‘Tho voyager from Now 
York to San Irancisco can, without troublo or 
expense, chock his baggago forward from town 
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to town, picking ib up whoro ho ploasos, 
Somotimos, it is truo, ho picks it up in several 
piccos, and many a family arviving ab Bun 
Francisco havo had thoir opinion of tho 
convonionco of tho Amoricnn syatom sorely 
modified as thoy stood by tho wrook of thoir 
baggago. An Amorican vailvay porter trouts 
onach individual pioco of baggage as if ho owadl 
ib a personal grudgo. Maxy as if may soom bo 
take tho lightost and frailost boxes as tho 
basis of a pile, aud thon bring down wpon 
thom tho sharp, iron-bownd odgos of a Sari 
toga trunk, ib roquiros a good doal of skill and 
practice so to (loal with wholo carloads of 
luggago. Yot I havo novor soon at ury station 
along four thousand anilos of railway a single 
instanco of failuvo. An Hnglish railway portor 
handlos baggago with comparitivo kindlinoss, 
for it represouts to him sixponco ov a shilling, 
Tipping not being tho praction in Amarica, 
the railway portor has nothing to look lor or 
to hopo for, and accordingly takoy ib oub of 
tho baggage. 

This sano absonce of tips is doubtless 
rosponsiblo for the brusquonoss, frequently 
voaching tho stago of downright rudoness, 
which marks tho mannor of all with whom 
tevollors have to doal at American railway 
stations, Ask a portor or dopétsuporintondont 
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(if you oan find ono) from which of tho con- 
fusing nos a particular train is to start. 

“Itow?” ho growls, turning upon you a 
frowning, indignant fauco, as ifho thought ho had 
hoard you. ask Irim to lond you fivo shillings. 

You ropont tho quostion, and ho, tuning 
ou his hool, pitchos ovor his shoulder a mono- 
ayllabic roply, which you may, or may not 
catch. In any onso, ib will bo all you'll got, 
This is not a roforonco to an oxcoptional 
oxporionco, Ibis an unvarnished doseviption 
of al loast twonty approaches politely mado to 
railway officials botwoon New York and San 
Francisco, At only ono town did I moot with 
on employd whoso mannor answored in any 
dogroo to tho courtosy and willingnoss to 
obligo of a corresponding oflicial at an lnglish 
railway station. ‘ho oxcoption-—I gratofully 
and admiringly rocord it--was tho station- 
muastor ab Kansas City. 

Tho ‘tip” system, against which [nglish 
yailway directors rigorously onforeo ponaltias, 
haa its abusos; but somotinos, wandoring for 
lornly in soareh of my train at a largo railway 
junotion, I havo thought tondorly of tho 
‘Dinglish railway porbor, with his right hand 
droppod at his sido and conyonicntly hookell 
lest peradvonturo the obligod passenger should 
want to drop a shilling in it. 
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Porhaps in Tingland wo aro too mush In 
the habit of relying upon tho fondly and 
officious porter who nob only soos your 
baggage into the van but conducts you to t 
carriage, and loaves you sufoly and comfortably 
seated. Butif such intorvontion ia dosirablo 
at an Dnglish station, with its woll-dofined 
platform, its warning boll, and its hosts of 
attendants, is scoms. absolutely indispensablo 
in an American depii (pronomncod. doepo), 
which is simply a wildornoss of rails level 
with waiting-rooms. ITnstoad of a train being 
drawn up to a raisod platform asin Mogland, 
it is halted in various positions on the broad 
level unguarded highway, oftenost either in 
tho middlo or at tho far side. No attompl is 
malo to seo that passongors who havo paid 
for their tickets start with the train, “All 
aboard,” the conductor confidentially observes 
to himself, and thoroupon, without warning, 
whistlo or sound of boll, tho train glides out of 
the station with whatovor proportion of pu 
sengors may chanco to be sonal at tho. 
moment, or in tho frantio rush which follows: 
may suocood in jumping on, 

“Don’t got yourself loft,” « phonamonally 
friendly conductor said to mo at Wis, aa I 
stood on tho platform two seconds before the 
train movod on. 
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That way of pubting it exactly reprasonts tho, 
situation, Ifa train over an hour or two late 
pulls up: at a roadsido station and, prosontly 
moving off without a warning noto, loaves a 
passongor behind, bo has “ got himsolf loft." 
Nis brusquoness in railway placos is a 
rofloction of tho national mannor aa mat with 
in ‘the oars and on stoamboats, “Tow?” 
or “ What's that?” is the invariable rosponso 
made to a question, however softly put by a 
straugor on the cars. It is uttered in a pecu- 
larly sharp, snappish tone whilo your intor- 
‘Jooutor is looking up and down, from lat to 
boots, with suspicious, inquiring glanco. . I do 
‘not think anything unpleasant is moant by 
this, Tho Amorican whon you know him is 
among the most friendly and hospitable of 
human beings ; but his mannor on tho cars or, 
in the strocts is apt to convoy a false inpres- 
sion to the foroigner, 

It sometimes happens even after tho w- 
promising conversational start of Low ?” or 
“What's that?” that a follow-companion on 
& oar becomes very friondly and sometimes 
even entertaining. This is most froquontly 
the case on long journoya whore, having. ob- 
served your habits, and formed an opinion of 
your. character, the conclusion is arrived at 
that you don’t moan ‘any particular ham. On 
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tho joumnoy bolwoon Ogdon and San lrancineo, 
T mado tho acquaintance of an onrly xobblor in 
Jalifornia, [lo was a luvyer, ead nll of 
yominisconess of bho only administration of 
law in tho Stato. 1b sooms to have workod 
consistently, so a8 bo give tho odd chanes bo 
the orlminal. 

Threo oscapos ao worth rosording, ‘he 
first happened ab Wemorakta, a town naar tho 
borders of Novada and California, Amun was 
boing tried for murdor—a vory bad cnso. 
Tsmeralda boing ab tho time understood to be 
in Oslilornia, tho judgo, shovilfs, and jury woro 
all from theb Strobe. Tho caso for the pro- 
socution was concluded, thero was literally no 
dofenco, and tho fato of tho prisonor soomad 
sealed. Tho judgo was about to address the 
jury, whon tho official survoyors, who liad 
been working in (he usighbourlood for somo 
days, hurriedly arrivol in tho vowt and 
annowncod that Msinoeralda was in Novadt. 

“Thon, gontlomon,” said tho judgo, rising 
and roaching oul for his hat, “1 dont know 
that Ivo any businoss hore.” 

“T rockon, judgo, that wo'vo nono oithor,” 
said the jury, beginning to dixporso, 

“T guoss im in tho wroug box, too,” said. 
tho prisoner, and out ho wont with tho crowd, 
and was nol seonin tho noighbourhoodany more, 
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In tho socond caso thé prisonor got off by 
an ovorsight of the judgo. This happonod at 
Sacramento, Tho man had boon caught rod- 
handed in the act of murdor, but in accardanea 
with the possibilitios of Amoricnn law had 

boon bailod ont, At tho sibling of the court 
the man surrondorod, and tho rosponsibility of 
his bondsman thore ondod. This was tho 
preliminary inquiry, and what tho judgo had 
to decide was whothor the man should bo hold 
to answer tho charge bofore a jury, a process 
akin to our magisterial inquiry. Altor hoaring 
the evidence, tho judgo “ leld tho prisoner to 
answer,” bub omitted tho noxt formula of do- 
liverihg him into tho oustody of tho shoviff. 14 
was accordingly tho business of ouly a singlo 
porson 40 look alter the prisonor, That 
porson was himsolf, aud judging ho would bo 
better outside, ho walked out; and has not 
since boon captured. 

Tho third caso is loss noarly connactod with 
‘logal formula, A. shoviff had, aftor a hot cliaso, 
caught a prisoner chargod with shooting a 
fellow-praotitioner at tho bar of an hotel, As 
there was some talk of roscuo, the shoriff, a 
determined follow, sparod no procaution. Fo 
had tho prisonor bound and carried into a 
substantial log-hul. Arming himeolf io tho 
teoth, he determinod to koep watch Limsolf

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through tho night. Ifo berricadud tho doov, 
and for groator safoty slopb across it, placing 
his prisoner in tho cornor romotost from tho 
door. 

“T guess,” ho said, as hho lay down, “if 
thoy tako the boy thoy’ll havo to sirido over 
my body.” 

At daybroak ho was awakonod by a cold 
draught, and looking round. saw that ho was 
tho sole occupant of tho hut. ‘Pho prisonox’s 
friends had raised ono corner of tho hub with a 
sovow-jack, tho prisoner had rolled himsolf out, 
and was alroady woll woress tho bordox,

TUR MEACIEN OUINER. 


Tr is a for ory from San Francisco to Yoko- 
hama, tho distance sooming the greater by 
roason of the lonclinoss of tho way. Nino- 
teon days aro occtpied in crossing 4,700 
miles of wator, and during all that timo till 
within a hundrod inilos of Yokohama wo do 
not seo a sail or other sign of liuuan lilo. 
Lifo of any kind oxcept that bore wlong by 
the ship horsolf has boon curiously absent. 
Ouo day a nissionny from Llinois oronbod 
somo oxcltoment by discovering a whale; but 
it tumod out to bo only a porpoise. Oppor- 
tunitios for observing tho conuon objoots: of 
tho gon avo limitod in Minois, 

Save for tho albatross tho gront wasto of 
wator bounded by tho horizon would bo abso- 
lutely lifeless. But the albatross wo have 
always with us. Shortly altor land had faded 
from sight three altachod themsolves to tho 
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ship, aud through a wild, wol day followed it, 
somotimos swooping far ahoad as if impationt 
of its slow progross, and. thon rotuming qauotly 
to talk tho mattor oyor in own wako, On tho 
fourth day the number was ineroused to nino, 
at which it stoalily stood, Th is hurd tio say 
whothor thoy are always tho samo birds, and 
much kindly thought is bostiowad upon their 
slooping arrangomonts. Whoerevor thoy sleop 
or howsoovor thoy rest, thoy are alwnys full of 
life and strength and graco, omooring round bho 
ship, and nover tivod of theie one game, which 
consists of gotting a cloar run with one or two 
flaps of thoir wings, thon with grcolal swoop 
coming down to tho water's odgo and souing, 
which can go noarest to the waves without 
wotting tho tip of oue wing. Ono Sunday 
afternoon, to the scandal of tho missionurios, 
of whom wo havo six on hoard, thoy hogan 
playing “ cart-whicols,” in closo imitation of tho 
London streot hoy; but thoy soon tired of this, 
and wont back to tho prizo skinnning-gnmo, 
which they havo played incessnntly over since, 

Ono day a ship in full anil bowl onsé 
passed us. Tho dny alter, whon within a 
lnmmdrod miles of port, wo had a. visitor in 
tho shapo of a dove. Tike. the ono. daspatchad 
by Noah, ib had boon. out ovor tho waste of 
wators in seweh of land, and finding nono 
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gladly took vofugo on-our ark. Jé gab for 
hours on ono of the yardarms, and vogardad 
with profound intorost tho erowd vf Chineso 
playing dominoes on tho Iowor dock, In the 
aftornoon camo also a couplo of white albatross, 
which gaily oscorted us till night fall upon the 
ship almost undor tho shadow of land, 

A wreek on the Atlantic is bad onongh, 
but a wreck on tho Pacific is almost hopoless. 
On a recent passage of ono of thoso stoamors 
tho look-out discovered far on tho loo whut 
lookod like an abandoned junk. Bearing down 
upon it, signs of lifo’were noted, aud a bont 
was propared for tho rescue. Tho stonmer 
bearing closo down upon tho junk arid having 
too much way on hor passed it, Whoroupon 
seven half-starvod Japanose, who had: been 
engotly watching her approach, belioving tho 
stoamor was aftor wll abandoning them, {mn 
thersolves upon the dock with a cospairing 
shriek, and all that could bo soon was half a 
dozen skeloton hands waving over tho bul- 
warks of. the junk—a muto appent to relent 
and rescue thom, When tho Japrnoso sere 
takon off they could scarcely crawl across. tho 
deck: of the steumer, and ono died the sano 
night, delirious with his first meal. Ti was 
a junk, rico ladon, and had been driven owt 
to sen by a typhoon... Tlvee long months 
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thoy had boon tossing about on tho lonely 
Pacific, Inmgrily seanning the horizon, an 
novor & sail had thoy seon till the shounor 
hove in sight. Thoy had subsistod wholly 
on raw vice, and, it forlumatoly boing the 
rainy soason, ha found a bine dub sulliviont 
supply of wetor, Undor tho unremitting eare 
of thoir vosoners tho six dapaneso reeovorod 
hoalth and strongth. Tndood, befor boing 
landed at Yokohama, thay were well onough 
to roundly abuso tho oaptain for having burned 
thoir watorlogged juik ator saviug then, and 
to thronton an action for drmigos. 

An ordinary Atlintio sbommor world muke 
this voyago in fourtoen days. ha Coptio, 
though suinll as comparod with the Atlantic 
linors, cond onsily do it in sixtoon, But the 
mauagors ab San Francisco have reachod the 
conclusion that moro monoy ix to bo mado 
by extonding tho nabural limils of tho voyago, 
which nob infroquently runs bo byenby-rix 
duys. Tho Ocaidental and Ovientnl Line ts 
rogistored as a Tiverpool company, and the 
ships at tho time of my visit aotunlly bolonged 
to tha Whito Star Ting, Prackically tho lithe 
knot of mon alvoady alluded to as 6 conbrolling” 
al public works in coniwetion with Aun Iran. 
cisco havo elosod their rapncions haul over this 
lino of stcumors which ¢hey charter. ‘Thovo is 
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another lino, tho Pacific Mail, to which an in- 
nocont public might look to doliver them from 
a tyranny of monopoly: But San Francisco 
operators aro nob likely to loavo xu weapon of 
tho kind hanging loose. Tho two coinpanios 
pool their oarnings, and of course sobtlo thoir 
froight charges on a common basis limited by 
the endurance of tho public. T do nob know 
anything of the froight charges, bub can bear 
tostimony that tho passugo-monoy as com- 
paved with tho milongo of the Atlantic is 
noarly fifty por cent. higher, 

That might be borne, ospocially as thoro is 
no rodross; but tho haploss passongors have 
somo caso for complaint that their timo 
should bo ruthlossly wastod, offorad up a saori- 
fico to the Moloch of tho niggardly economy 
of the San francisco clique. Things have 
grown worse sinco the company hecamo poa- 
sossed of a so-callod cou inino., his is known 
as tho Carbon IGill Mino, and, according to 
tho San Vranciseo joko, tho mannagors of tho 
Occidental Taino dobated for somo timo whothor 
thoy should work it for slate or for coal. Tt 
was dogitod by a toss-up to enll it ® coal mino, 
and tho proccads avo senb oub to bo bummod in 
this lino of anail stommors, Burning it libo- 
rally, and with a fair wind, wo gaily bowl along 
at ton knots an hour, With a head wind aud 
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a rough soa, if wo make four knots wo are 
gratoful, With frir tounont the Coptic 
could do an avorage of fourloon knots. Tix. 
porlmonts aro now being made with the viow 
of using this coal in driving: the eublo slreat 
trams in San Veanciseo. A still moro in. 
bitious projock onterbuinad by the ruthless 
propriotors is to burn ib on tho Union Pacitie 
Lino. Tho only hopo for haploss San Tran. 
cisco and for tho publio using this grout, 
highway to tho Wosb vosts in tho freb tliat tho 
Carbon IGll Mino is tho private proparty of 
a fow mombors of tho cliquo, end thay will 
havo to soltlo with thoir eolloagnos in bho 
propriotorship, TL it can bo mado worth bhoir 
while, thoso gontlomen will, in accordanea 
with thoir cusbom, accopt tho stuf for coal; 
but the terms must be high, and San rencixce, 
holplessly looking on, hopos for tho hoxt. 

As for tho muil sbornors, things tre likely 
to grow worse vathor than bobbor, sine thore 
is somo talk of abandoning tho oharber with 
tho Whito Star Lino for a cheapor chtss of 
vossol. Tn tho moantime we have a White 
Star ship with all its comforty and mduivable 
mauagomont, as fer as ib ean ho eontyollod 
from Livorpool. We have in Captain Kidluy 
one of the chooriost, kindliost commanders 
alloat, aud, with ocvasional growls at tle col, 
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got along vory comfortably. Our captain las 
a fino baritono voico, and comos ont with groat 
effect in the choir on Sundays. ‘ho diflioulty 
hero and with kindred ontortainmonts is that 
tha piano has been tuned at loast two notes 
low—a frosh ovidlonco, it ix agrood, of tho 
oconomical policy of tho managomont. Last 
Kunday ib had boon arrangod to include in the 
hymns tho ono commoncing “ Ttornal Tathor, 
sivong to savo"’—a hymn which, sung in 
thousands of Mnglish churchos on quiot Sun- 
days, finds an ocho in many a lonely ship 
making its way across tho pathless ocoan. 
Just bofore tho sorvico L camo‘upon tho captain, 
ovideutly in a mood of doop dojoction, dospair- 
ingly wrestling with a diffiowlt problom. 

© What's tho mattor, captain?” I askod. 
* Flava tho onginoors como upov anothor layer 
ol slate?” ‘ 

“No,” said ho, loyally rosonting roforonce 
to tho soro subject of tho coul; Pin thinking 
Of tho piano, Wo must piboh ‘Iitormeal Mathor’ 
two barg higher.” 

Wo havo on board, living and doad, some 
twelvo hundrod Chinanon. ‘The living onos 
aro going home to spond in China tho modost 
fortune they havo mado ia California. Tho 
doa are going homo to bo buriod in the 
company of their ancestors, No one can say 
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how many doad wo have on board, blows the 
original numbor is boing added fo from day be 
day. Ivon tho puracr does not now, bhough 
ho might, if ho dikod, tell low many collins 
have bean regularly onbored at froighb by the 
Six Companion of Han Mrinicisco, Mose cor 
portions wore insbilutod with the objeok of 
_divocling and profiting by the immigration 
of tho Ghineso to California, Apart from ether 
paymonts, @ Chinrnun subserihos bwo dollars 
to tho Six Companios on arriving ab San 
Francisco, and from two bo xix on rolumning, 
In consideration of thoso prymonts tho eon 
panios tadorvinke in the event of sickness bo 
provide modioal aid, and, in caso of doubly, to 
ombalm tho body and ship it lo [onghong. 
The companios aro, in fret, n kind of sik 
and burial socioty. Ona hillat Ban francisco, 
ovorlooking tho bay and the Golden Canto, is 
a small unkompt enelosuro known ay tho 
Chinoso comotory, But ib ia morely a tome 
porary rosting-placo for Ue bones of the tired 
doadl man. It is in his bond that sooner or 
labor ho shell bo laid ab redb in his qurhive 
villago, in convoniont contiguily to his sneos- 
tors, and tho Six Companies dare no moro, in 
tho loast cousiderable caso, vofise to moot this 
cngagomont than tho Bank of Mngland dare 
rofuso to cash ono of ils five-pound notes, 
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{t is whisporod among tho ontor barbarians 
that tho Six Companies are not asloop to 
ee of rodueing thoir linbilibios, Tf 
thoy have on thoir books a man sinking from 
constirplion— a dire disonso among tho Chinoso 
imnigrantis—-thoy mako hasbo bo slip hin off. 
Ff lio dios in San Traneiseo it will eost tho 
companios from firat to last £20. If ho is 
oneo got on board and passes ont through tho 
Golden Gato into anothor world, tho cost of 
ombalning tho body falls on othor shouldors, 
Tf tho man has monoy tho amowmit is doductod 
from his possossions. Tfho has not, the poorest 
Chinaman on board will subseribo to tho fund 
nocossary to secure his ombalnmont. 

In oithor caso tho cost of ombulining is only 
thirty dollars, of which tho pursor takes twolvo 
and a half, tho dostor who doos the work ro- 
coivos ni equal sim, and tho odd fivo collars 
aro dighvibubod maong the mombors of tho ovow 
who handlo the coffin, A doad Chinaman is 
with grotosguoe roalisin onllod a sbiff,” and tho 
atanbor of © stilts” on a voyage ix tho monsure 
of tho financial prosperity of purser, doctor, 
and potly offiicors. On a good voyngo, I havo 
boon told, thore have boon as nany as sixboon 
*gbiflg,” representing 480 dollars. 

Thode stcnimors always tako out a stock of 
coffins. Thoy are stored in tho boats on dock, 
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and should anything happon to tho vossel aul 
wo had to tako to tho boats, wo munb first 
hand out tho coffins, some full, othors emply. 
A Chinese coffin has an unaccustomord look, 
which volioves tho bontloads from imucl of 
thoir ghastlinoss, Thoy look like tumks of 
traos, hollowod, squared, and with tho ends 
stoppod up: ‘Thoy aro nob shapod with the 
stiff formality of tho Wostorn ooflin, and aro to 
my mind infinitoly proforablo. Genorully tho 
deaths aro viowed with stolid indifferonee by 
the Ghinoso.’ Thoro is ono more bunk omply, 
ono mouth tho loss to food, and tho pursor wid 
doctor have anothor handful of dollars. Bhat 
when thoro isa fanily and ono is taken, bho 
commotion is. considorablo. 

Thoro was on board our ship an old drind- 
up Chinese lkdy from Domorara, said to ho 
eighty years of ago, Sho was hastoning home 
to dwell for over with bith and kin, bub-could 
not-hold out, and diod on tho tenth day, Ono 
night sho prodicted hor doath on the follow. 
ing day, had horsolf drossod in yruvo-alothos, 
and lay quiotly awaiting the tryst sho liad 
mado, and which Doath for his part faithfully 
keps. Whon tho coffin was onrriod. out to bo 
placed with the rost in tho boat, hor sons and 
daughtors and grandchildren followed it with 
great wooping and weiling, in which thuir 
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sympatiobie countrymen, playing dominoes on 
tho dock, heartily joinod. ‘Whon. the saileloth 
avag dlrawi oyor tho nowosb coffin stowed away 
in the bows Tanging by tho davits, sons, 
daughtors, and grandehildron wout back to 
pipes and tor, tho’ playors. roturnod to thoir 
dominoos, andl the. yellow-wrinkled old lady 
in tho white gravo-clothos soomed to pass from 
mammary, 

Tho reason why wneortainty oxista as to 
tho preciso numbor of dead bodies on board, 
arises from tho friondly habits ‘of the Chimose. 
Thoy will, to oblige a neighbour, choorfully 
pack up tho bones of a compatriot in a red 
pockot-handkerchiof, or placo thom as. tho last 
lnyor in a trunk containing thoir best clothos, 
and. so give them froo passage homo, 

Tho Tivo Chinaman is the most invotorato 
gamblor of the humanzace, Eo begins shortly 
after sunriso, and the dominoos and dice aro 
pub away only whon it grows too dark to reoog- 
nizo the numbers, I got up oarly one morning 
to 800 the sunrise, and was rowurded by coming 
upon oven a moro romarkablo sight. Tt was 
a Chinaman cloaning lis tooth. Ho had ow a 
pair of blue cotton trougors, made for 1 man 
with much longer body, the soat flapping idly 
about his kneos,* Abovo this he wore & sailor's 
cloth pea-jacket, green with ago. Tho front 
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part of his load, shaved shortly before Joaving 
Yan Iranciaco, was now covorad wi shart 
hair, his pigtail boing wownl several timas 
round the crown of his hoad., Uhero in the 
early morning, with the cash hoginuing to glow 
in tho light of tho rising son, bho Glrinanmnir 
stood and sodulously sewed away ab his deotl 
wilh a beush ho had probably borrowed from 
his lnst placo. 

Noar him, evon ab this honr, wore five 
groups silting on thoir heunchos, around 
picoos of mmobling, pleying dominoos aud 
chattoring like so many magpios. hoy sven 
a vory light-hoartod raco, with wilimitadt oun 
vorsational powors, and a koon poreoplion of 
what pastes in Chinoso for a joke. Nhoir 
capacity for tho conditions of sedentary lito iy 
astonishing. Soimo of thom do nob love their 
bunk from ono weok’s ond to tho other, Those 
who go on dock oithor sit on bhoir lhauncahos 
all day gmubling, or stand vaoantly slaving ab 
tho quartor-dock, as if thoy momonturily ox- 
posted somothing to happon upon it, Nothing 
surprises thom so much as to seo the Kaloon 
passongors walking up and down ay if for 
a wagor, 

On fino days somo of thom dino on dock 
and display romarkablo dextorily with oir 
chop-slticky. Thoy oat in purtios of fourtoon, 
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Taach imoss has ils. soll-clectod stoward, who 
brings tye allowanoo, around whieh tho four 
toon sit gabbling and gobbling, putting thoir 
chop-sticks in the common dish, aud stoking 
thomsolves with rico with marvollous slcdill 
An ablo-bodiod Chinaman dexterously poisos 
his bowl ovor his wider lip, holding it wibh his 
loft hand. In his right twinkle tho chop. 
aticks, and before you could count a score tho 
bowl is ompty and tho roinvigoratod dinor-out 
is fishing round with his chop-sticks in the 
common bowl for a tootlsomo bit of fat pork... 
Upwards of half a ton of rico is consumed 
ovory day by tho steorago passongors. ‘his 
is thoir staplo food, but thoy have dolicacios 
and Inxurios which vary its monotony. Dried 
fish is much approciatod, and so aro oges if of 
propor ago. It is of conrso only tho rich who 
oan word tho luxury of an ogg laid fivo or six 
yoars ago. On board tho ship tho steorago 
passongors musi bo contont to have thom as 
many months old, Thoy aro shippod in 
barrels, onch ogg being crrofully covorod with 
a preparalion of mud and charcoal. ‘his is 
pooled off and tho dolicacy is rondy Lor tho 
tablo, Tiis intorosting to watch tho gliston- 
ing eyes and watoring lips of tho group stand- 
ing around the barrel in which tho oggs are 
being pooled. Who knows but that, porad- 
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voniuro, a rool foll-flavourod five-your-oll may 
not by ageidont have got in with bho rest? 

Anothor dolicasy of ovon highor rank is 
shrimps. Nob your frosh shrimps, redolent of 
tho son, auoh as aro sorvoil with broad aul 
bullor and watoreross th Margate, Tho 
inborn consorvatism of the Chinese oxtonds to 
his dish of shrimps. ‘hoy mush bo old, ov he 
will havo nono of thom. They are sholled 
and driod, and after many days mada inte 
soup in conjunebion wilh vormicolli. fb is a 
groat day in tho stoorage whon shrimp soup is 
on tho bill of favo, Tho sholls aro oxportocd 
to China, whore thoy bring a largo prico, 
boing rogardod as tho finost manure for tho 
ten plant. In San’ Ivancisco a largo aud im 
portant trado is carviod on in shrinp sholls, of 
which wo havo many bulog among ow caro, 
Another favourite Chinese soup is indo of a 
coarse sugar, first cousin to molasses, known 
as panoche. <A proportion of ship's biseuits is 
added, and tho soup served au bwiee & wook, 
to the oxeouding joy of tho Chinoxa, 

Yot anothor primo dolisney is a vagobuble 
known ax bownstick, This is tho bonnntnll 
dried and subinitled Lo somo more mysterious 
procoss, after which ib ds choppod up anid boiled 
to mako soup. Ton is sorvad ab ovory meal, 
and is of courso tukou without mill or anges, 
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This list comprisos the principal articles of 
food provided on the ship. In addition somo 
of the moro thoughtful furnish thomsolves 
with a supply of pork sausagos supornaturally 
fat. Those they hang up ab tho hoad of their 
bunks, Jt must bo zathor hard for tho poor 
fellows on either sido or in the roar buuks to 
havo theso tempting delicacies hanging ahnost 
literally over their nogos and to feol that thoy 
are another's. 

I had the opportunity of visiting tho 
Chineso quarters in tho ship, and was asto- 
nished to find it donsely populated at clovon 
o'clock in tho morning. It was a fino morn- 
ing, and tho decks fore and afi wero crowded 
with domino-players, chattering at tho top of 
their voico as fortune variod and thoro wore 
exchangod driblets of “cash,” of which, at 
present currency, eleven hundred go to mako 
three and ninopence. Yot tho borths bolow 
dock wero as populous as a rabbit warren, As 
wo walked through, dodging the strings of 
sausages that hung out from many bunks, 
yellow faces bobbod up from all quarters, and 
great brown, almond-shaped oyes fixed us with 
uncompromising siare. Unliko the Jnpanoso, 
who whenever thoy can dross in Guropoan gar- 
ments, which oven upon the well-to-do classes 
look as if they wero misfits bought in Potti- 
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coat Lane, the Chinoso, even at soa, prosorve 
their national garb. hey aro not oxolusivo in 
rospect of trousers, which may be of any cloth 
or out, though blue cotton is preforrod. Nor 
are they particular in the matter of hoad-geay, 
The proper Chinose cap is mado of black silk, 
close fitting and surmounted by a little rod 
‘button, ‘These are largely worn on tho ship; 
but in number they are ran vory closo by a 
soft flat-crowned ‘billy-cock,” in various 
stages of dilapidation, and having moyo or loss 
yeference to tho size of the head, This dis- 
reputable head-goar, clapped over tho pigtail, 
and surmounting tho Chinese tunic, somo- 
a has an izresistibly comic effect. 

fhongst the throng of coolios aro somo 
half-dozen mon of strikingly difforont appoar- 
ance. These are docontly dressed in blue 
cloth tunics, with trousors to match, and with 
stockings on their foet. hoy wonr thoir pig- 
tail down their back, whoro in course of timo 
it makes a smooth groasy mark botwoon tho 
shouldovs, They aro merchants xroburning 
home on business, and could woll afford to 
tako a saloon passage; but, liko tho Sliuna- 
inite woman, thoy prefor to dwell among thoir 
own people. Ono family, consisting of father, 
mother, and three prety moon-laced childzen, 
travelled from Los Angolos to San Francisco 
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in a drawing-room car. On board tho Copic 
they pig in with their own raco, oat thoir food, 
and “breathe thoir somewhat overladon air. 
Neither wife nor childron havo, as far as I 
have seen, once appoared on dock sinco the 
ship left San Francisoo. That is by no means 
.an uncommon case, Yet thoy appoar hoalthy 
and happy enough. : 

Infinite daxo is tnkon to find the best 
possiblo ventilation for tho crowdod hold, and 
with surprising succoss. On the morning I 
visited the steerage it had beon battened down 
on account of rough woather; yot no one 
could have told that a thousand people closely 
packed had passed the night there, 

There is food for pensive thought i the 
fact that there aro over oloven hundyod China- 
men on board the ship, and less than fifty of 
Western race. Contingencios havo been cared 
for in a peculiar but effective mannor. TLosos 
and steam-pipos are strategically placod go as 
to command the docks and holds, If tho 
Chinoso woxo to provo obsiroporous thoy 
might be sithor stoamed or dronchod. Casos 
are not infrequent whore tho hoso is brought 
into requisition, Not vory long ago, on ‘p 
yoyago of thirty days, the supply of rico gavo 
out and the Chinese began to munnur. The 
murmur rising to clamour, the hose was got 
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ready for action, When tho Chineso rushed 
aft asking for rico tho bo’sun gavo thom water, 
and what might have boon @ murdorous ont. 
broak was instantly quollod. 

Four days bofore wo arrived thoro was an 
outbroak among the Chinoso on the Copéio, 
arising out of a libllo difficulty among thom- 
selves. Thoy woro, as usual, playing (lominoos, 
when accusations of foul play woro mado, 
Throo retired, and coming back, oach armod 
with a chopper, “went for” any ono who 
chanced to be noar—tho bakor was ono, and 
him thoy sliced with tho choppors—till, tho 
watch rushing up, thoy woro disnrmod, pub in 
irons, and wore on arrival handod to tho police 
aythorities ab Yokohama. Moanwhile wo wore 
deprived of tho servicos of ow baker, who mado 
excellent broad. 

There is a sinall cabin afb seb apart for 
opium smokors. Tt is always orowded, but 
tho space is wholly inadequato to tho demand. 
Thoso who cannot goal in appropriato a covorod 
passage nor tho whool, whoro in double lino, 
foot to feot, thoy lio and smoko “like gods 
together, careloss of mankind.” ‘To thom, 


Tlateful is tho davk-bhuo sky, 
‘Vaultod o’or tho davk-bhio aoa ; 
Death is tho ond of hfe, Ah, why 

Should lifo all labour be ? 
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Let them alono. Thoy havo toiled much and.

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CHAPTER XIII, 
SOME JAPANESE URATIS. 


As woe steamed into tho bay of Yoddo, 
Yokohama was dimly disoerniblo undor lowor- 
ing skiog and through tho inist of incessant 
yain, In crossing tho Pacific wo had boon 
cheored by the sight of many suusots of evor 
varied beauty. Hlowover dull or wot tho day, 
the sunset was raroly missing. Now tho 
sun seemed to have sot for over, Ib had, 
wo learned on landing, boon raining for o 
fortnight ; which was a little hard ou Yoko- 
hama, since it had had its rains in Juno and 
July, and this was its soason for frir worther. 
One of our follow-passongers was from 
Glasgow, and as wo stood in tho Custom 
House, sheltering from tho pitiloss rain and 
wondoring how far wo should bo succossful in 
making a dash into a jinvikisha without gotting 
wot through, ho was visibly alfoctod. 

“Tt is just liko Glasgao,” ho murmured, 
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thinking of tho many months that had 
separated him from home and frionds, fog 
and tain, 

But the rain was tho only thing homelike 
in the scone. As tho Coptic stonmod up to 
the buoy we caught some indefinite glimpxes 
of Yokohama with tho green Biwi which 
Europeans havo wisely murked for thoix own, 
and where they livo in protty bungalows sot in 
cool gardens, Nanked by tennis lawns. 

Eiven through tho rain the bay was a fine 
sight, All the navios of the world night rido 
at anchor here safo from tho winds that mock 
at the name of tho Pacifico, Half a dozon 
men-of-war were already auchorod, notably a 
Russian ironclad, one of tho most benutiful 
things afloat. Tingland was roprosentod by p 
single ship, two having boon ordored off to 
Hongkong in view of possibilities that might 
be croatod by tho troublo agitating I'ranco 
and China. Thoro wore ships of largor or 
smallor tonnage from Amorican and British 
ports, A Mitsu Bishi stcamor camo puffing 
in our wake, arviving from ono of tho southern 
Japanese ports and going north’ at daybroak. 
One smart sieamor moored to the buoy must 
have been an object of spocial interest to tho 
Mitsu Bishi peoplo. She is tho first comer of 
a splendid floot of sixteon stoamers now build~

ing on tho Clyde, and intended to 1un in 
competition with the Mitsu line. By Octobor, 
1884, this fine fleet of steamers will bo doast- 
ing round Japan. 

Long before tho Coptic was mado fast to 
the buoy the bay was alivo with sanipans, the 
heavy-looking native boat, with the crows 
clamorous for fares. Tho boatmon, standing 
in the stern vigorously working tho cologsal 
oar that sculls the sampan, woro drossod for a 
wot day. It is nob many yoars since tho 
Japanese native costumo amongst tho lower 
orders was limitod to a hand’s-broadth of 
cloth tied about tho loins. ‘ho now ordor of 
Japanose, imprognated wilh Wostom idoas, 
sternly sets its faco against this habitudo, 
The upper classes, laying asido tho gracoful 
Eestem robes which their fathovs wor, have 
attired themselves in Wuropean dress, which 
they wear wilhout graco. Thoro scoma no 
* reason why, givon a capablo tailor, a Japanose 
gontloman should not look woll in broadeloth. 
As a mattor of fnot, ho novor docs. J’rom tho 
Mikado down to the morchant or tradosman, 2. 
Japaneso who wears liuropoan dross soams to 
have bought his suit at a ready-mado clothing 
establishment, Happily tho ladios,with in- 
stinotive good taste, moro gonerally retain the 
native costume, with ils graceful linos and 
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soft colours. When thoy lay it asido for 
Tturopean clothes thoy loso all thoir natural 
taste ‘in colours, and como out with painful 
contrasts, 

The lowor classes, compelled by Tuporial 
edict to go about clothed, keop to tho native 
dress, and so obtain a vast advantiango ovor 
their suporiors in station, In fino woathor 
this dress is with tho mon excocding scanty, 
consisting of a blouso and blue cotton drawers, 
tightly filting and extending half-way down 
the thigh, On a day like this they put on 
wonderful straw cloaks, reaching to tho kneo, 
whilst their hoads are thatched with wide 
straw hats of saucor shape, Thus arrayed, 
with bare brown logs, and brawny arms wield- 
ing the gigantio oar, they lookod liko a regi- 
mont of Man-Fridays oxpoctant of Robinson 
Crusoe’s arrival in tho Coptic, and onger to 
welcome him back to island lifo, Prosontly, 
when tho rain ocased, the cloaks woro dropped. 
off, straw ‘hats pitchod aside, and thoy stood 
there somo foxly or fifty of tho stalwartost mon 
in eithor hemisphere. Thoy do not run much 
to hoight, but thoir limbs are magnificont and 
thoiz enorgy tireless. 

All ages were ropresentod in tho sampans, 
from boys of eight or ton with tromondous 
bicops and stout calves, fo mou so old and 
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wrinkled that thoy would soom past tho timo 
at which theso hoavy oars could bo usofully 
wielded, One old gontloman, a priccloss sub- 
ject for a paintor, soullod in with tho first of 
the fleot, having a bright bluo colton hand- 
kerchiof tiod round his wrinklod faco, a sivaw 
cloak on his shouldors, and apparently nothing 
elso, Tho object of atiack was the coolios who 
might bo going ashore, and tho victory was 
to the boatman who got his saupan noarost to 
the ship’s side, and so socurod tho chanco of 
the first coolio disombarking. Thoro boing 
no provision for holding on to tho stoamor, 
the only way of koopiug in placo among tho 
heaving mass of sampans was bo koop soulling, 

Old Bluo-Cotton-Handkorchiol, aftor racing 
across tho bay, stood in tho storm of his 
sampan with brawny niusclo, cordod logs sot 
wide apart, sculling for his lifo; whilst in the 
bows, thrown out in skirmishing order, was 
his grandsou, or porhaps his gront grandson, 
fishing for coolios with a boat-hook. J was on 
the steamer for nearly two hours altor slo was 
attached to tho buoy, during which tino the 
crowd of sampans woro slruggling and toaving 
on tho port sido, amid an incossant din of 
voicos. Whounovor I looked ovor tho side, 
thoro was the bluo cotton handkorehiof bound 
about a wrinkled faco that seomod to bo 
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carved deop ont of mahogany, the old man, 
with lips frmly sot and oyes anxiously fixod 
on the throng of coolios, soulling as if ho had 
just taken tho oar in hand, and it was fonthor 
weight. 

The coolies had an uncommonly livoly timo 
of il. I could not mako out upon what plan 
selection was mado, whothor tho coolio chose 
the sampan or tho sampan-man tho coolio, 
All that was to be secon at brief intervals ovor 
the bulwarks was a coolie bundling into a 
sampan, whero half a dozon brawny arma 
seized him, and amid a foarsomo clamour 
handed him abont till ho was finally doposited 
in a boat and was prosently rowod away. Ono 
who had evidently got himsolf up with gront 
caro, probably having  circlo of visiting 
acquaintance in Yokohama, had undorgone 
this procoss of soloction, and was sitting, pale 
and hoated, smoothing out his umbrolla, 
wiping his spectacios, and shaking his clothos 
into shape. Flo had had a bad timo of it, but 
it was over now, and he would soon bo on dry 
land. Suddenly tho clamour rocommonced, 
Elo waf seized upon, and hustlod, spoctaclos, 
umbrella, and all, into a sampan throo boats 
off, where five of his compatriots woro alroady 
sealed, From this and ono or two other 
incidouts, I surmised that the saimpan mon 
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arrangod among thomselves to talo partios of 
coolies who wero going togothor to various 
parts of the town, and that thoy woro sorting 
them out as if they wore a consignmont of 
apples. 

Wo had two Japanose passongors in tho 
saloon of the Coptic, young follows who had 
been travolling and studying in uropo and tho 
States. Thoy had all tho amiability and gon- 
tleness of the Japancso, modost, rotixing, and 
almost pathetically polite. In rough woather 
they were always boing blown about tho docks, 
pulled short up by running against portions of 
the rigging, and in various ways boing mado 
light of. Coming on dock shortly aftor wo wore 
anchored, I behold a strango transformation 
scone, The eldor of tho Japancso was loaning 
in easy, dignified attitude against tho gang. 
way. The younger ono was standing talking 
to him barehoaded, and bofore him in somi- 
circle at respectful distanco stood au oxtra- 
ordinary group of Japanose. ‘hoy wore fivo 
in numbor. Hach man had a large papor 
umbrolla stuck undor one ann, and a hat of 
straw under tho othor. ‘hroo wore straw 
cloaks; one had a musty brown cloak; and 
tho fifth, tho boau of tho party, woro a paix of 
top-boots and a gorgoous greon blankot, I 
noticod—and tho accuracy of the obsorvation 
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has boen abundantly confirmed in various 
parts of Japan—that whon a nativo draws on 
a pair’ of top-boots ho thinks ho has dono 
all that can be fairly required of him in the 
way of dressing. But tho law is stor, and 
as tho day was wet tho greon blanket had 
been superaddod. Novortholoss, as he moved 
about and bowed, uneoxpocted glimpsos wore 
caught above the top-boots of sun-tannod 
flesh. Whenever the older Japanose spoke, 
all the five men bowed down to the ground, 
Tf, without speaking, his glance wandored in 
any particular direction, the individual so 
honoured bowed and smiled, “and chortlod in 
his joy.” 

After this scono the socrot about the eldox 
Japanese could no longer be kopt. Hoe was 
a prince in disguise. Young as ho was, he 
had been a Daimio at tho timo of tho rovo- 
lution, endowed with vast woalth and almost 
boundless power. Ho had novor stined 
wbrond without’ an oscort of lwo-swordod 
ion. When the revolution camo, tho Daimiog 
accepted the situation with praisoworthy 
philosophy. They abandonod thoir rank and 
state, took Governmont bonds in pari pay. 
ment of the value of thoir lands, and thig 
young princo, like some othore, content. 
edly went forth to seo the wondors of tho 
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Wostorn world. Tho five mon woro some of 
his old votainors, probably two-swordod men, 
who, hearing of his arrival, had como’ to do 
him homage. 

The Custom Houso at Yokohama is basod 
ontirely upon Europoan models, oxoopt in tho 
matter of roughness or incivility. Ono of my 
trunks, tho least batiorod aftor running tho 
gauntlet of tho American baggago servico, 
they asked to havo oponod. But the wholo 
thing was over in a few minutos, and wo woro, 
at liberty. Jinvikisha mon woro pationtly wait- 
ing, not postoring passongers with domand 
for proforence, but standing quiotly in a row, 
dumbly hoping they might obtain it, Tho 
jinrikisha is perhaps tho most prominont and 
certainly not the loast usoful institution of 
Japan. It is liko an onlargod porambulator 
placed upon two light wheols; thoro is a hood, 
movablo backwards ov forwards ab ploasure, 
and on a day such as that on which wo laniod. 
the fare is coverod in from tho vain with o 
curtain of oil-papor lot down in front, Tor 
steed you have a little Jap, all bono, muscle, 
and good tomper, who trots along at about 
six miles an hour, and can, if you will hire 
him, take you forty or fifty imilos in tho 
day, coming up smiling in tho morning for 
another journoy. 
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The fare inside tho bridges of Yokohama, 
practically the longth and breadth of tho city, 
is equél to a triflo under fiveponco, You can 
hive a jinrikisha by tho hour for 74d. Tho 
mode of locomotion is pleasant and conve- 
<nient, and with lingering reminisconco of the 
London cabby and the United Statos hackman, 
it is a positive pleasure to have for companion 
ajinvikisha man. He takes his poor pittanco 
with a smilo and a bow, and cheorfully trots 
off without thought of contingency of a 
supplementary copper. He is as morry as a 
child, and when two or three run together 
they laugh and talk like schoolboys. In 
common with their nation, thoy havo a koon 
sonso of tho humorous or tho ridiculous, and, 
to judge from the froquency of their laughtor, 
they are constantly finding it. Robinson 
Crusoe, in saucer hat and short straw cloak 
dripping over bare legs, took mo to the hotol, 
and all the way I could hoar him, amid tho 
gusts of wind and tho pattor of tho rain, 
chatting and laughing wilh his companions, 

On a day like this thoro was nothing to 
be done but shopping, and alter dolivoring a 
few letters of introduction wo went out to the 
silk stores. This time my jinrikishe man was 
a buttorily being, with a bright bluo cotton 
handkerchiof wound about his head and a 
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yellow oil-papor waterproof which glistenod 
transparent in tho pouring tain. Tho five 
retainers of the deposed princo wore” white 
stockings, with the big too in a placo all 
to itself for convonionco of lying tho straw 
sandal, ‘Tho pooplo walking about tho streets 
with paper umbrollas, and paper or straw 
cloaks, wore wooden pattons, standing fully 
three inches off tho ground. To Wostorn 
ideas it would havo soomod. bettor if thoro had 
been loss clog and more trouser. But it was 
yvory wet, and thoro was no use in spoiling any 
clothing that might possibly bo disponsod 
with. Tho jinvikisha men wove nothing on 
their {sot but straw sandals, with which thoy 
gaily splashed through the mud, the water 
running down thoir baro logs in novor-coasing 
streams. 

The noxt morning Yokohama underwont 
a glorious twansformation. Tho clouds had 
rained thomsclvos out, and the sun, like tlio 
Mikado broaking tho bonds in whieh ho had 
long boon hold by tho Shoguns, had a com. 
ploto restoration. Wo roso carly, got into 
jinzikishas, and gaily bowlod along for a tip 
round the Bluff, As wo crossed tho bridge 
over the canal a few paces to tho right, thore 
was Fuji, with snow-cap on, lifted far up 
into tho blue sky. This famous mountain of 
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Japan is soventy milos distant from Yoko- 
hama, but it scemed closo onongh to invito 
us to & ran thero and back bofore broakfast, 

Bofore mounting tho steop to tho Bluf wo 
passed down a streot wholly occupicd by tho 
Japanese. Yokohama is a foroign sottlo- 
ment, It was a fishing-villago whon, in 1869, 
it was solected as the sito of one of tho treaty 
ports. Foreigners, among whom Itnglish 
predominate, have built its principal stroots, 
its hotel, its shops, its banks, and its olub- 
house. Walking along the Bund, thero is 
nothing except a stray Japanoso or a group 
of jinrikisha men to contest tho assumption 
that this is an English colonial strect. Save 
for the same striking foature in the scenory; 
Main Street might pass for a British thorough. 
faro; but cross tho bridge, follow tho stroot 
that skirts tho canal, and you are in a now 
world, The stroot swarms with its rosidonts 
in a mannor peouliar to Tastorn lifo, Tn an 
Tinglish streot, thoro aro to be soon. tho people 
who may chanco to bo passing, whilst glimpses 
are caught through windows of othovs in tho 
shops and houses. In Japan tho pooplo in the 
houses aro as much on viow as thoso actually 
in tho street. : 

Tho first duty of a Japanose houscholdor 
or his doputy on rising in the morning is to 
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take down tho front of his house. It is 
literally slidod away, and tho inlorior loft in 
full view with whatovor domostio oporntions 
may be going forward ab tho moment or 
through the day. This poculiarity of hougo 
architocturo is nob confined moroly to tho 
front. Tho inner rooms aro made np on tho 
same principle. ‘Thoro is a groove in tho floor 
along which 2 panol slides. Whon nigh 
comes and bodrooms aro required, tho panol is 
slided along, and thoro is tho room, In tho 
morning whon it is time to got up—and 
somotimes, as travellers in tho intorior find 
to their ombarrassincut, boloro it is timo to gob 
up—the panols aro slidod back, and whab waa 
a bodroom is an unonclosod space. Those 
panels (called shajt) aro made of latticowork 
of wood, tho open spacos being covpred with 
paper tightly stretched. ‘This is the ouly 
wall of tho inner rooms, tho outor wall, front 
and back, boing composod of sliding shuwttors 
all wood. 

Tho shutlors wore drawn back, tho bod- 
room walls had disappoarod, and all the houses 
were opon as we drovo through in tho fresh 
oarly morning. All tho mon and women 
wero at work, and all tho children carrying 
babies. In this stroot, as in all othor Japanoso 
thoroughfaros, tho numbor of children is as- 
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tounding, Sali Lako City is childloss as 
compared with any Japanoso quartor, whothor 
in town or couniry, Tho strangor is startled 
by the first improssion thal’ all the girls 
are born double-headed. ‘To seo a girl from 
three years old up to twelvo is to mako tho 
discovory of a socond and smaller head 
apparently growing on hor right or loft 
shoulder. On closer inspection this turns out 
to belong to a baby, which she is carrying 
strapped to her back, no portion of it visible 
excopt its head and face, I could not loarn at 
what age a girl is held to be capable of carry. 
ing a baby, but I havo seon scores whoso ago 
did not exceed four staggering along undor 
the weight of an infant brother or sister 
bound to its back. This is tho national form 
of carrying what in England are known as 
infants in arms. The Japanose equivalont to 
the phraso would naturally bo infants on back. 

I do not know how it is for tho infant, 
bub it is evidently a vory convoniont way for 
tho bearer. Women carrying childron oan, 
and do, go about thoir daily work as il thoy 
had no incumbranco, whilst the childron 
play about the streots just as if the baby 
on their back were a wart or othor insig- 
nificant natural oxcresconce. I nevor saw 
in Japan a baby hold in othor fashion, with 
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singlo oxcoption of a man in Oyama who 
dandlod ono in his arms, and ho, T gubso- 
quontly ascortnined, was a porson of “weak 
intellect. ; 
Amongst tho most striking of tho costumes 
in the moving scono was that of mon in 
blouses, with a sort of whito brick dado below 
the bolt, and botwoen the shouldors a cixelo, 
also of whito, marked with cabalistioc signs, 
From a back viow thoy look like movable 
targets for archory practioo; but they wore 
merely labourers in particular trades, or on- 
gated by firms, whoso hadgo thoy wore. Thero 
was among the population a largor propor- 
tion of trousor than obtains among jinrikisha, 
mon; but this article of dross, considorod in- 
dispensable in somo countrios, is hold in but 
light estoom in Japan, Whore it is worn 
thoro is an ovidont dosivo to make as little of 
id as possible. It is out off short with sur- 
prising dotormination, and whore worn down 
to the anklo ® compromiso is offoctod by 
having tho cloth mado alinost skin-tight, 
Whon tho waitors at the Grand Hotel brought 
mo my first moal, T thought I was about to 
bo entertained with a saliatory porformance. 
They wore black sorgo tights of tho cut 
familiar in tho stago costumé of malo mombers 
of the Vokes family, I should not have boon 
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at all surprisod if one had incontinontly 
passed his leg ovor tho head of tho othor as 
ho willkod past him with a dish of chops. But 
they had only brought in tiffin, and loft the 
room in tho usual fashion aftor placing it on 
tho table, 

Many of tho womon add to thoir natural 
charms by blacking their tooth. This is tho 
sign of the married state and has a pariicu- 
larly hideous effect. I am told it is now 
going out of fashion. The younger girls whon 
dressed for the day touch the front of thoir 
under lip with a brush dippod in vormilion, 
Our jinrikisha mon made their way through 
the throng without running over any children, 
a foat accomplished only by dint of incossant 
shouting. We walked up tho hill and fually 
came out on the racecourse, on the way ob- 
taining a bird’s-eye view of Yokohama, 

Coming back ono of tho jiurikisha mon 
politely invited us to visit a “ gardon shop.” 
Not desiring to buy anything, wo wore roluo- 
tant to ontor, but yiolded to pressure, aud 
wero recoived by the nursory gardonor with 
profound courtesy, not abatod by ono jot whon 
we loft without a chrysanthomumn pot or a 
flowering shrub under oach arm. Yot tho 
temptation to buy was vory groat. Thoro 
were wondorful chrysanthemums, familiar as 
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home friends in colour and shapo, but in size 
and variety oxcoeding our choicest growths. 
Besides these, the chief growth of tho glued on, 
there were  varioty of clover and. artistic 
arrangoments of forns and grasses in ohina 
pots and dishas of divers shape, with piocos of 
rock or tiny stumps of troos standing in oool 
water, and presenting within tho space of a 
fow hands’-breadth a charming bit of sylvan 
scenery. 

Wo skirtod the Bluff, looked down on the 
harbour, its quiet wators glistoning in the 
morning sunlight, and reached tho lovel road 
by a steop hill, in which was a joss houso, 
Looking in, wo saw knooling boforo a tinsollod 
altar two meu, one reciting prayor in ® mono» 
tonous voice, and the other beating a drum, 
whose tiveloss tum-tum-tum, tum-tum-ttum, wo 
could hear half-way down the hill, 

Returning through tho narrow street by 
the canal, the busy scene had grown in colour 
and motion with tho advancing day. ‘Tho 
houses were full. of people, and yot tho street 
was throngod,: The domostio arrangomonts in 
a Japanese shop trench closely upon thoso of 
trado. The family sit in © group on the floor, 
the men, and not unfrequontly. the womon, 
smoking. A small square ‘box, containing 
burning charcoal and a recoptacle for tobacco 
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ash, is an indispensable article of furniture in 
every sitting-room, whether it bo shop or 
kitchén. The pipe, mado of metal, has a bowl 
about as broad and deep as the nail of tho 
hittle finger, It holds. sufficient tobacco to 
afford the gratification of three whiffs. Those 
taken, the ashos are knocked out, and the pipe 
laid down with as much satisfaction as if the 
ownor had had an honest smoke of an hour's 
duration, Out of doors the Japanese carries 
his pipe in a leather case, which, together 
with. his tobacco-pouch, is fastenod at his 
girdle. Many, even among the poorer classes, 
have at the end of the cord on which pipe and 
pouch are slung, a piece of carved ivory or 
bone, The tobacco smoked by the Japanoso 
is home-grown, and to the British taste 
flavowless save for a soupgon of chopped hay. 
Tiny whiffs of smoke were going up from 
many of the groups squattiod on the shop floors 
waiting for custom. 

The street was.full of pictures. Hore was 
a woman washing vegotables in wator. drawn 
from the street woll, with barrel top ‘and 
pulley. and rope overhead to haul up.the 
buicket, Next door was a cooper’s shop, with 
an attractive store of the buckets and dippers, 
which abound in Japanese households. 
Further on was-a man mending tins. On the 
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opposite sido of the road 2 woman was spronil- 
ing out rice to dry on mats. Hor noighbow, 
equally industrious, was carolully strotching 
ona board tho blouso she had beon washing 
for her husband. Horo was a butchor’s shop 
with chrysanthomums blooming among tho 
shoulders of mutton and ribs of bool, Many 
of tho joints had attachod to thom long strips 
of papor, on which Japanoso charactors wore 
traced ina bold hand. They probably statod 
the price and recommonded tho quality of the 
meat; but to the new-comer there was a 
strango incongruity betwoon this loarnod-look- 
ing caligraphy and a plate of mutton chops, 
The tailors in tho shop next door scomod 
familiar enough as thoy sat cross-loggod on 
the floor busily stitching. Of courso tho 
sixteen-shilling trouser is unknown in Japan; 
but the Japanese whon fully drossod woars o 
surprising number of garmonia, tho making of 
which keeps tho tailors busy. 

Anothor thing that had a honio-look was 
the fruit shops, which, as in many paris of 
London, wero opon to the stroob; but in tho 
fruit shops, as in all the othors, tho floox is 
raised only a fow inches from tho pavemont, 
which givos the genoral idoa that tho pooplo 
are sitting in tho stroot itsolf, ‘horo was a 
grocer’s shop with fathor, mothor, and throo 
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childron squatted round the hibaichi, oach 
with a hand ovor tho glowing charcoal, for 
though the sun was up tho morning air was 
koon. Tho man pounding rico noxt door 
had no neod of artificial nioans to keep him 
warm, nor bad the man carrying wator in two 
tubs slung on a bamboo polo and carriod 
across his shoulder, This scoms on uncom- 
fortable way of getting along with portablo 
property; but it is an anciont habit with 
the Japanose, and he makes light of it. If 
the weight be unusually heavy, he cases tho 
burden on his shoulder by thrusting a smaller 
bamboo under the larger one, using it as o 
lever which rests on his other shoulder, 
the end boing held in his hand. All kinds 
of things are carried in this way. There 
passed us in the strect what seemed like a 
bed of chrysanthomums, but was really a 
coolie carrying innumorablo pots on two 
trays slung from bamboo in tho mannor 
described. 

There were several cako and swoot shops, 
whose contents were moro curious than tooth- 
somo, Bunt thoy had attractions for the count- 
less double-head childron who stood ayvound ; 
the larger head looked longingly at the boun- 
tiful stores, whilst the smallor one stared out 
into space, its owner not yet having roached 
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the ago whon it could ocovol swootmonta, 
Through this bright and bustling scone the 
jinvikisha men ran to and fro, laughiny and 
chattering as if it woro rathor fun than othor- 
wise to be boasts of burdon. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 
POTH DAY AT ASAKUSA, 


Toxzo, the present oapital of Japan, is oighteon 
miles from Yokohama, the two towns being 
connected by a line of railway that takes 
fifty minutes to do tho journey. On tho 
other hand the faro chargod is very high, 
being four shillings for o first-class tickot, and 
all luggago must be paid for. The railway, 
liko most of the publio works in Japan, was 
constructod by Finglishmen, and all the 
matorial came from Tingland. It is odd in 
crossing bridgos spanning rivors in ono of tho 
oldest ompiros in the world to find familiar 
English names from Birmingham or Shoffold. 
Tho carriages aro comfortable and woll ap- 
pointod, forming a kind of compromige botwoen 
the Tinglish and Amorican systom. Tho 
first and second-class open from end to end, 
tho seats being placed longitudinally; but in 
the first-class carriages a parly of six oan shut

themsolvos in and bo comfortable in truly 
Tnglish fashion. 

Tho guards and ticket-colloctors aro 
dvossed in noat uniforms. Tho stations at 
both tormini aro spacious stono buildings, 
with every accommodation, including tho 
morning nowspapors in tho waiting-room. 
Displayed on ono of tho walls of tho station 
is tho meteorological roport of tho day, by 
which the travollor waiting for a train can 
learn how tho wind is blowing at Nagasaki 
and under what dogroo of atmospheric dopres- 
sion pooplo aro living in Kyoto, ‘Tho oxpla- 
nation of the chart is printod in Japanoso 
and Inglish. At Yokohama tho tickot clork 
undorsiands onough Inglish to transact 
business with tho forcigner. His collonguo at 
Tokio is moro doliborato, requiring an appro- 
ciable space of time to grasp the faot that he 
is boing asked for a ticket for Yokohama. 

But whon the tickot offico is closod and 
tho clork rosting from his Inbours, tho stwtion 
at Tokio is 1 hard placo for tho Muglishman 
who knows nothing of Japaneso, Ou tho day 
of my first visib I had occasion to toll tho 
coachman to rotum and moot mo ab the 
station at twonty minutos past twolvo. I 
tried in various ways to make this cloar to 
him. I took him to tho clock, pointed to tho 
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figure twolve, and showed how the minuto- 
hand would come to twenty. He had followod 
mo throughout with tho short, sharp oxclama- 
dion, “Hoih!” with which Japanoso sorvants 
and persons of tho lowor class indicate that 
they are attending to your instructions and 
will haston to obey them; but whon ib was 
all over he bowed to the ground and. stood 
looking at tho clock. I fancy he thought I 
had been explaining its intornal arrangomonts. 

Nothing could exceed tho politeness of the 
officials who happoned to be about. They 
crowded round and addressed me at much 
length, but nothing came of it, and we parted 
in despair. After a brief interval of rost, I 
had anothor strugglo with the coachman, with 
the samo result. At length, when all seemed 
dark and my ongagomont imporillod, tho 
conchman said, “ Parloz-vous Francais?” He 
had, it seomed, boon to Paris with the Loga- 
tion, and had loarnod sufficiont Ivonch: to 
mako intercourse for tho rost of tho day 
.practically intolligiblo, 

Mr. Inouyé, the Foreign Ministor, had 
been good enough to sond one of his secro- 
taries with a carringe to meet us on arrival, 
and wo drove what soemed the full length of 
Tokio. Two bettios, or runners, accompanied 
the carriage, and made things lively for tho 
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population along tho routo, A oarviago is a 
ravo spoctaclo in tho stroois of a Japanese 
town, ani whorovor ono is used tho sorvicos 
of tho botto aro indisponsable. Ile runs ahoad 
shouting at all comorxs, and whoro necossary, 
somotimos without novcossily, pushing aside 
people in tho roadway. Our bottos, woaring 
the livory of tho Foroign Offico, woro as auto- 
cratic as their brethron in plush in Wostorn 
capitals, and surprisod many innocont un- 
offending mon by pouncing upon thom from 
behind and running thom owt of tho roadway. 
Peoplo thus troatod mado no sign of resent 
ment, <A nation but just dolivored from tho 
tyranny of tho two-swordod ion rogards 
official bottos as quite gontlo oroaluros, 

Tokio is a widely difforont placo from Yoko- 
hama, The Europoan sobtlomont is but a 
town of yosterday. Tokio, as it is now callod, 
Yedo as it was namod up to tho poriod of tho 
dethronomont of the Tycoon, was an inxpor- 
tant placo in tho yoar 1601, whon it sufforod 
tho first of a long sories of fivos, Tu 1868 tho. 
Mikado visited Tokio for tho fivat timo, and in 
the following yoar it booumo tho rocognizod 
sont of the Government, Its population is 
roughly ostimated at a million, but anthoritios 
fix it at 800,000. This is a large numbar to 
houso in small, two-storicd tonomonts, and 
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accordingly Tokio stretches itself out in all 
diroctions till it covers an area of eight square 
miles Thoro is nothing Europoan about it, 
except here and thoro an official in Potticoat 
Lane dress. There aro pavements in tho prin- 
cipal streets, but as a rule tho poople prefer 
the roadway, over which thoy literally swarm. 
We drove through miles of strocts, all donsoly 
populated, with the bottos running on ahead, 
perspiring and shouting with inordinate vigour. 
We were bound for the ~public gardons at 
Shiba, where a pleasant luncheon was served 
in a tree-embowered café. 

Afterwards we wont to visit the temple 
of Soen-so-ji, at Asakusa (pronounced Asalksa). 
Tt was tho first fine day aftor long continuod 
vain, and being a fostival to boot, it seemed 
that all Tokio had poured into the grounds 
within which the temple stands. The approach 
is banked on. oither side by long rows of booths, 
which, with tho gay and laughing throng, 
make the place seom moro liko a fair than the 
approach to a famous and vonoratod tomplo, 
The féte day belonged to the God of Happi- 
ness, whoso favour wags socurod by tho pur- 
chase of a gimorack contrivance sold in many 
of tho booths. This was mado of piecos of 
stick crossed at right angles by a thioker 
piece, something aftor tho fashion of a ship’s 
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mast and yardarms, The spars wore decorated 

. with bits of coloured paper, ribbon, and arti- 
ficial flowers. ‘Ib might havo served tovwhile 
away an idle hour with a British two-year-old 
baby, Hero it was revorontly and hopefully 
carried by grown-up mon and wonton, who 
wore taking it home to hang up in an honoured 
place whore it would scouro happiness for the 
rest of the year, I saw two sailors belonging 
to a Japanese man-of-war carrying one of. 
these toys carofully wrappod in paper lost the 
sun might tarnish its glory, or the rudo wind 
ruftle it, 

In the booths wore sold toys, swootments, 
cakes, ton, saké, those contrivances for socuring 
happiness, and good for tho doves that build 
their nests in the roof of the temple. One 
stream was passing upward to tho stops of the 
temple, the other returning, falling in with 
that on the right-hand sido, wo slowly anade 
ow way undor thd hot rays of the Novembor 
atin and amid the dust. sont up by tho tam. 
pling of 10,000 foot, Our progress was the loss 
vapid by reason..of tho rarity of uropean 
mixture with such a crowd. | ‘Tho mon of our 
party wore dismissed from consideration after 
a.rapid glance; but the ladios,. thoir dress, 
their bonnets, their gloves, thoir ‘boots, aud 
their way of doing their hair wore phenomena 
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which must. be closely examined, even. at the 
risk of bringing the whole procession to a halt. 
Thera was no rudeness or hustling. It simply 
came to this, that the God of Happiness, of 
his bounty, and incited by many prayors and 
offerings, had crowned the pleasure and excite- 
ment of the day by dropping in among the 
counter attractions of the booths three ladidés 
in strange garb, and the most must be made 
of the opportunity. The women gathered 
about and staved with undisguised curiosity. 
They furtively felt the material of dresses and 
cloaks, and. were particularly struck by the 
arrangements of the back hair. Their goneral 
impression appeared to be one of good- 
humoured astonishment, not unmingled with 
pity for unfortunate persons of their sex who, 
either from necessity or choice, thus attired 
themselves, 

By slow degrees woe reached the temple 
stops, and. stood under the shadow of its over- 
hanging roof, Bofore the templo‘ is a red 
wooden structure of two stories, designed as 
an entrance gate. A number of largo sandals 
were hung up before images of the Two 
Heavenly Kings. Thoy are placed there by 
persons who desire to become good walkers, 
and hereby avoid the necessity of ordinary 
training. Close by was a small: altar erected 
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td Ji-zo, the helper of those who: ave in trouble. 
a large class.in Yodo as olsowhero, Three 
prayer- -wheels, attached to as many postsy wore 
in.momontary use, mon and wonon. patiently 
waiting for their turn. Some of the Japanose 
have the comfortable doctrino that any sin 
which may beset them is due to actions acoom- 
plished i in a formor state of oxistence, Wish- 
ing to be quit of this sin, thoy como and tum 
“the wheel, praying to tho little bronze-and- 
gilt monstrosity squatted above tho whools, 
and even as the wheel revolves this evil 
influence may speodily ran its course to 
the ond, 

A heap of small pobblos worg disposed 
about the image. J thought this was the 
work of a rival sock who ‘had boen stoning 
Ji-vo; but our learned guide informed us 
that ‘thoy had been brought hither, by the 
loving hands of childless mothors, yourning 
for the well-boing of little ones thoy hac lost, 
Té sooms. that in tho other world thero. is. a 
hag who haunts tho river So-dzu-kewa, and 
whonover a Little child appours in sight robs it 
of its clothes and sots it to tho task of piling 
up stones on the river bank. Those pebbles 
aro the mothor’s offering to lighton the task 
of har child. Presently-(it must be somo time 
in the dead of tho night),the good Ji-zo will

move his: inadequate little legs. beneath ‘his 
groat paunch,’ geh some expression. into the 
inantty of his smooth biazon face, and hie him 
off with the load of pebbles to cheer the little 
children, 

At the end of the row of booths, with its 
many colours and its moving throng, is tho 
big. red. tomple,. At the top of the steps, 
within view of the screened altar, was a box 
eight feet long and about two wide, covered 
in at the top with a wooden framework of 
gridiron shape. There was no need to ques- 
tion the use of this contrivancé. A devout - 
multitude thronging the steps showored copper 
coing upon the gridiron, behind which the 
money disappeared and the vecord ended, The 
act of devotion before the shrine was quickly 
performed. The gods of the Buddhist mytho- 
logy ave a good deal to do, ike Baal 
whom Elijah mocked, poradventure at tho 
moment Kwan-non or Bindzue is approachod 
ho ‘sleepoth, or has gono on a journey, and it-is 
nacessary pointedly to call his attention to the 
petition, before him. In most of tho temples 
there is a gong with pendant rope, which, 
being pulled, strikes the gong and lots tho 
god know that some ono is around. 

At Asakusa this dosizable ond is attained by 
clapping hands, T.saw a little baby veleaso its 
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hands from tho confinement of ils mothor’s dross 
and clap thom whilst it crowod a little prayor. 
The whole business is ovor in a fow seconds, 
ILolding out his hands straight boforo him, tho 
worshippor brings his palms togethor smartly 
tio or threo timos, bends tho hoad over tho 
closed palms, muttors a prayor, and gooa his 
way, not forgetting tho gaping gridixvon-box. 

There are many gods in the tomplo, vary- 
ing in popularity. Closely running Ji-zo in 
tho affection of tho peoplo is Bindsuru, upon 
whom Buddha conforred tho powor of curing 
all human ills, Thoro was an ongor throug 
round this idol; men and women of all ages 
gravoly rubbing tho knoo, the back, tho cliest, 
the foot, or the faco of tho grotosque image, 
and then rubbing tho corrosponding part of 
their own body. By this monns local affoo- 
tions are vither alleviated or finally ouved, 

Not far from tho tomplo is the Kinzo, a 
structuro from which ib is ovident a sinart 
Amorican took tho idoa of tho rovolving 
book-case which has found its way to many 
studious homes in Tingland. In this aro 
stored 2 completo odition of tho Budilhist 
soripturos, uoarly sovon thousand volumes in 
all, This library possossos a gift which un- 
happily does not oxtond fo modorn modifica- 
tions ab homo. 14 is decroed and wrilton over 
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the book-case thal any one who will gause 
it to revolve twico on its axis shall/havo 
secuted all the bonefits naturally accruing 
from sitting down and roading the books 
through from vol. 1 40 vol. 6771 inclusivo. 

Another shrine orected to a four-syllablo 
god, the spolling of whose namo I forgot, is 
noticeable for slips of paper stuck on tho wire- 
grating. They are placed there by persons 
who have askod this polysyllabic deity to 
grant them a special favour. Although thou- 
sands of slips are attached in the course of a 
week, the aggregato number never incroasos, 
since the last comer takos away the strip of 
his predecessor and accepts it as the answor 
to his prayer, a game of cross question and 
crooked answer which must sometimes be a 
little embarrassing. 

All this seriously looked at is piteous to 
contemplate. But there is nothing sorious 
about the multitudo that throng tho stops of 
the templo and from its heights are soon. surg- 
ing on in apparontly endloss stream. This is 
a féte day. Tho sun is shining forth after 
weeks of rain, and they ave out for a holiday, 
which they mean to enjoy. They tako to 
their ploasure cheorily and gently. Thore is 
no pushing or jostling, and not a tipsy person 
in the ten thousand. Thoy drink toa, a faintly 
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yollow liquid, out of tiny cups, and if thoy 
take a cup or two of sakd it doos nob affect 
their outward behaviour. Their politonoys is 
unbounded, A man or woman of the poovost 
class approaching an acquaintance bends as 
lowly before him as if ho wore the Mikado, 
They avo always laughing out of puvo light- 
heartedness, and do not mar thoir holiday with 
excess of any kind, unless iti be of dovotion, 

The train was crowded on the voturn 
journey, tho Japaneso evidently taking with 
groat readiness to this innovation from 
Europe. Somo of them have not yet mastored 
tho mystory of the raisod bench on which to 
sit with legs pendant, Itis odd to see thom 
on entering a railway carriage got up on a | 
seat and fold their legs under thom as if the 
carriage wore lonking and thoy desired to keep 
their foot dry. On -tho other hand, ‘the 
Japanese who havo lived in Durope find o 
difficulty in rovorting to tho othor national 
custom, Sitting noxt to Mr. Inonyé at a 
Japaneso dinner, he confided to mo that at the 
end of the first hour he had felt a hankering 
after a chair, and I noticed that he took an 
early opportunity of socuring one. 

This custom of sitting on a-chair ab table 
is one of the crucial tosts of advance in 
European education. Some years ago, when

thé Huropeanizing policy of the Government 
was finally, determined upon, an order was 
issued requiring every official to possess him- 
self of at least one table and four chairs, The 
law must be obeyed; but it was a noticeable 
fact that no one voluntarily wont boyond the 
mihimum number, and it must be admitted 
that one table and four chairs do not go far in 
the direction of furnishing a house in Huro- 
pean style, 

T have not noticed any effect upon men of 
this posture involved in the absence of chairs, 
but among the lower classes of women there 
is almost invariably an undesirable crook at 
the knee, This, however, may possibly be 
due to the habit of carrying children on their 
back from the time they are themselves able 
to walk. One other peculiarity about'.the 
carriage of the Japanese girl or woman is the 
shuflling walk and inturned toes which come 
of going about in clogs and sandals. ; 

Very fow of the Huropean community stay 
in Tokio overnight, the tiresome journey 
between the capital and Yokohama being 
voluntarily undertaken for a double: reason. 
There is a very poor European. hotel at 
Tokio, and-a most excellent: one at Yoko- 
hama. I had-heard beforehand of the Grand 
Hotel as the best hostelry in the Hast, aud 
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after a week’s rosidonce am ablo to confirm 
the statomont. Tho proprictors aro I'rouch, 
and through all the moals of tho day proscrve 
thoir national xroputation ax cooks. Tho 
‘waitors spoak English, moro ov loss, and. thoir 
civility knows no bounds. 

Ono day ab tiffin T hoard an Muglishman 
order a couple of pancakos, “and a lomon,” 
he addod improssively. ‘“IIoih!” said the 
waiter, and his tightly clothod logs vapidly 
carried him out of tho room. <A Jong intorval 
followed, but pancakes aro not mado in a 
minuto, and besides thoro was tho lomon. At 
length tho waitor roturnod, and briskly walk- 
ing up to tho oxpoctant Englishman prosonto( 
him with throe pins set forth ona plato. It 
ig not customary among tho Japanoso to in- 
dludo a dish of pins in tho midday meal; but 
foreignors cat all sorts of things, and wndor- 
standing that pins wore ordorod, this obliging 
young man procured thom vogardloss of 
porsonal trouble. 

On reining to Yokohama wo wont in 
soarch of a real Japanoso ourio, Lo wil, a anit 
comprising straw clouk, with hat and sandals 
to match. Thoso woro not to bo bought 
in Main Stwoet, or in any othor of tho 
thoroughfaros whore Furopoaus wado. Our 
jintikisha mon undertook to tako ug to uv 
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shop, and trotjod off delighted to the Japanose 
quarter. The shop-keeper was an old lady 
‘with *blackenod tooth and scanty skirt, which 
last did not provont her from climbing up a 
laddor to bring some of hor nowost goods from 
benoath the ‘rafters whore thoy wero stored. 
Tho bargaining was chiofly pantomimio, and 
was oarriod on with groat success, It is a 
long time since jinrikisha men spent so 
joyous a quarter of an hour. One, constituting 
himself shop-assistant to the old Indy, fung 
the straw cloak over his shoulders, and slowly 
timed round, so that we might study its ont 
and fit, he and his colloaguoe laughing the 
while like children in possession of a new toy. 
Whon we tried them on ourselves thoy roared. 
with laughter, and as by this time half the 
street had congregated round the shop, the 
scene grow into one of mad morriment. 

‘When we had completod tho purchaso, the 
old lady produced one of tho ready-rockonors 
which are found in overy shop in Japan, from 
tho bank counter to tho mattod floor of the 
dealer in straw sandals. It consists of a small 
oblong box with rows of cano strotchod cross- 
ways. On those aro strung a Iind of bono 
button, with which skilled fingers play, and in 
an inoredibly short space of timo work out the 
sum. Atthe Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
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at Yokohama, an alfablo Chinoso, in the 
twinkling of an oyo, works out an intricate 
sum involving the minutost fractions in ‘value 
of exchange. With not loss roadinoss did tho 
old lady with tho black tooth and tho inado- 
quate skirt worl: out the sum of my indebted- 
noss, chargitig not a sen more to tho foroignor 
than sho would havo dono to tho jinrikisha 
mon. 
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CHAPTER XY. 
THE MIKADO’S BIRTHDAY TOrH. 


Tas (Novembor 8) is the Mikado’s birth- 
day, and his faithful people, who do not often 
have the chance of beholding his sacred 
person, have had opportunity provided of at 
least looking upon the closed carriage that 
contained it and tho horses that drew it. 
Mutsu Hito, the reigning Binporor of Japan, 
was born in Kioto, on the 81rd of November, 
1852. He suoceoded to tho throne on the death 
of his father, on tho 13th of Fobruary, 1867, 
and was crowned at Kioto in October of the 
following year, It is customary for Mikados 
to seloct a name to designato tho ora of their 
veign. Mutsu Hito calls his era ‘ Mei-ji,” 
and in all official documonts and records time 
is so kopt, Thus it was in the first yoar 
of Mei-ji' (February 9, 1869) that tho Emperor 
took him to wifo Haruko, daughter of a 
Japaneso noble of the first rank, who is

two years the junior of hor Tmporial consort. 
Of this union thoro aro two childron—Yoshi- 
Hito, tho Prince Imporial, now in his “third 
year, and Akika, a little girl two yours of ago. 
Mutsu EHito is tho hundred and. twonty-fixst 
Emperor of a family that runs back in 
unbroken lino to Jimmu Jonno, a warrior 
king who voignod six hundrod and sixty 
yoars before Christ. 

The celobration of tho august ovont to-day 
commoncod with a roviow of tho troops in a 
large opon spaco adjoining tho Torcign Ofico. 
By eight o’clock in tho morning somo oight 
thousand mon, horse, foot, and artillery, 
wero undor arms, Half an hour lator camo 
the foreign Ministors, in full uniform, and 
the small number of privato porsons privilogod. 
to entor the enclosures. Outside in tho broad 
streot that flanks tho reviow-ground, and 
along which his Majosty would dvivo, thoro 
wore gathored a fow thousand spoctators; 
but, considoring tho rarity and importance 
of tho occasion, popular oxcitomont was kopt 
woll in hand. In tho bay the foreign mon- 
of-war woro flagged, and in duo thno salutes 
wore fired. Tho Fovoign Offico was gaily 
decked with arches of ovorgroon anid chrysan- 
themum, and displayed fostoons of Chinoso 
lanterns in anticipation of tho night’s Lostivi- 
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tios. But for tho most part Tokio wont its 
ordinary way, sonrcoly sooming to know that 
this A tho annivorsary of a sinpendous ovont. 

A*fow minutos aftor nino o’clock the whito . 
pluines of tho Gancors of tho Imporial Body 
Guard wore soon advancing along tho road, 
In tho middlo of the escort was a plain 
broughan, with olosod windows, drawn by 
a pair of bey horsos. As tho cavaloado passod 
through the crowd in the stroots no choor 
was raised or sign of welcomo or recognition 
given on eithor hand. Whon the Mikado’s 
carriago ontorod the grounds the silence was 
brokon by tho thunder of artillery and tho 
strains of throo bands,-all playing tho national 
anthom. Tho brilliant throng of foroign 
Ministors, plumed and epauletted—many of 
them woaring tho insignia of high orders— 
wore gathorod in a pavilion noar tho saluting 
point, Close by us was a sinallor tont, om- 
broidored with tho Imporial ohrysanthomun., 
Inside was sot a richly lnequarod chair and 
a tablo covered with a gorgoous cloth, 

In attondance woro a numbor of dismal- 
looking mon, with respect to whom it was, 
aftor prolonged consideration, hard to docide 
whether they wero mutos from a funeral es. 
tablishmont or city waiters who had boon up all 
night, They wore drossed in bladk European 
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suits made for somebody olse, and apparently 
not out of the clothes-pross sinco tho last birth- 
day, Tach had a chimnoy-pot hat, of vigrious 
antique makes, and ovory man’s hands wore 
loosely hidden in whito-cotton glovos soveral 
sizos too largo. ‘Thoso woro, I finally asoor- 
tained, the servants of tho Imporial household 
in their best clothes, 

The Mikado, leaving tho brougham, mounted 
a nico little bay pony with yollow roins, and, 
followed by his staff and military attachés 
of tho forsign Ministrios, slowly rodo round 
the ranks of the soldiory stiflly standing at 
attention. ‘Che Mikado is thirty-one yoars 
of ago, tall, but not gracoful in figuro. Io 
has-tho sallow comploxion and black hair of 
the Japaneso. Except for somotiring of son- - 
suality about tho thick lips and hoavy jaws, 
his faco has about as much oxprossion as. iv 
brick wall. His soat on horsoback is the 
most xomarkeblo I ovor saw, Holding a 
yellow rein in cithor hand, with elbows squaved, 
he leanod over the pony’s neck as if ho wore 
about to get off in that direction without 
assistance, Thus ho sat whilst ho walked 
the pony round, and thus he romainod, 
blankly staring straight ahoad whilst the 
troops marched past. 

The start was a little unfortunate. One 
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of the princes of the Imperial family lost ‘the 
epaulette from: ‘his left shoulder, and was, 
neil thrown. whilst endeavouring to fasten 
it on.’ Half-way across the review-ground. the 
Ministbr of ‘Wat's horse. bolted, presently 
depositing its rider in the roadway, where he 
wag picked up and brought back in a carriage 
happily’ unhurt, But what an.augury at a 
military display of a great Empire ! 

The Mikado, always desperately clutching 
tho yellow reins, walked his pony round the 
field in safety, and taking up his position at 
the saluting point, the march past began, As 
a military display the review can scarcely 
have been imposing to the German Minister 
who critically surveyed the scene. Immoe- 
diately after the Restoration the French army 
was takon as the model of the Imperial forces 
of Japan. After Soden it was thought that 
onthe whole the: German system would be a 
a,safer model. Amid these changes . tho 
J apanese ropiments have not porfectad thom- 
selves in drill, But the men, though small, 
are-hardy follows, and, as was shown during 
the Satsuma, rebellion and in other civil wars, 
they. ane fal: of fight. 

The honours of. the day were. unanimously 
voted: to “the  tartillery, who trotted past ‘in 
smart. style. ‘The soldiers of -the line ware 
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diessed in varistios of blue faced with vod. 
The band camo ott in rainbow tints of sky- 
blue coats, rad trousers with gold stripas, and 
white plumes in their holmots. “As tw In- 
porial Guard strode past the band yiayed a 
march into which at briof intervals the air of 
‘“God Save the Queen ” was introduced. 

The review over, the Mikado dismountad 
and withdrew to his tent. Bearing that there 
were two foreign visitors present, an Tinglish 
M.P. and the present writer, he graciously 
intimated his desivo that thoy should bo pre- 
sented. ‘This was an act of condescension’ 
sufficient to cause his hundred and twenty 
predecessors on tho Imperial throne to tum 
in their tombs. But it was nothing to what 
followed. ‘here were two ladies on the ground 
one the wife of the hon, baronot alluded to, 
and the other n young Amorican lady. Those 
ulso the Mikado desired should be presontad, 
a coremony gracofully performed in full, viow 
of the astonished anny. , 

Mr. Trench, tho British Chargé d’AMnixs, 
told me that this was tho first time such a 
thing had beon done in the history of Japan, 
where Court etiquetio is preserved ‘with 
fantastic strictness, and strangors, above -all 
ladies, approach tho Imperial presence only 
through difficult. and well-rogulated processes 
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of preparation and’ ceremony. The incident 
may appear trifling in a grave narrative, but it 
really marks an ora in the Court'lifo of Japan. 
The presentations over, the Timperor , re- 
turned ne his palace, where at cleven o'clock 
ho onteriained the Foreign Ministers at broulk- 
fast. This was, I gathered from one present, 
a portentous affair. The Mikado was. seated 
by himself at a table raised on a dais, At 
another table. a few feet distant were tho 
princes of the Imperial family. The repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers sat by themselves 
at a third table. ‘The solemn gravity of the. 
‘Occasion was relieved by the difficulty atten- 
dant upon the disposal of the food, The meal. 
was served strictly in Japanese fashion, with 
the exception of the use of tables and chairs ; 
but there were no knives or forks, only chop- 
sticks. 

“I have reason to beliove that in antici- 
pation of the ordeal more than one of their 
Excellencies had spent somo timo on tho pro- 
vious day practising. But the art of cating 
with chopsticks is not learned in a day, and 
the efforts made on behalf of England, France, 
and Germany to secure a mouthful of rice ox 
& piece. of fish wore not wholly successful. 
The only Minister who was. fully at home-was 
‘the . Chinese, who. triumphantly plied hia 
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chopsticks, conscious that hore, at loast, 
France had no chance with him. 

All tho food was placed on tho tahlo at 
once, and with it a» wooden box of coysider- 
ablo size, Rogardod as a spocimon of anodom 
Japanoso decoration, the box was porfooily 
hideous, boing picked oub with whito Llowors 
and buight groon loaves, 14 oponed in a sorios 
of tways, after the fashion of a lacquorod box. 
On each tray was a supply of food, fish, jolly, 
vegetables, scaweod, and swoolmoats. On 
Jonving, coach Minister found ono of thogo 
boxos in his carriago—a dolicato and hospil- 
ablo altontion with which tho Mikados havo 
been wont through a thousand yoars to speod 
the parting guest. With tho plain ‘woodon 
box containing the moata was prosontod a 
beautiful little porcelain cup, from which tho 
guest was supposod to havo drank lis sald, 
Tho woodon box, with its groen loavos, its 
while Nowors, and its uninviling cold moats, 
was a thing to bo gob rid of as quickly os 
possiblo; bul this little cup, with tho Royal 
chrysanthomums in gold shining upon it, 
would fildingly romain as a souvenir of tho 
intoresting occasion. 

In the ovening Madamo Inouyé, tho wifo 
of tho Torcign Ministor, gavo a rocoption at 
tho Jforoign Office, to which oight hundred 
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guests were bidden. Tho Japanese nevor 
danco-“they get ib done for thom. But on 
this écet#ion, a considorable proportion of tho 
guest'y boing foreigners, dancing was provided. 
for ano, thoroughly enjoyed. It was pleasing 
to find most of the Japanese adios, including 
the hostess, arrayed in their own graceful and 
becoming dress. The gentlemon wore, with- 
out exception, in Buropean dress. Iverything 
about the arrangements was European, in- 
eluding the supper, furnished on a scale of 
Royal magnificence. Hach guest on ontering 
was presented with the programme of the 
dances, bearing the familiar imprint, “De la 
Rue.” The band played Hnglish dance music, 
and with the exception of a litile dificulty in 
tho Lancers—abruptly closed in the middle of 
the filth figure—it got on admirably. Many 
of the Japanose ladios wore very preliy, and 
fook a keen interost in tho dancing, which 
soemed to betokon that at no distant day this 
Hiuvopean custom will bo added to tho othors 
that already dominate Japan. 

At suppor I noticed one charming little 
Japanose lady execute a noat manwuyre with 
a plate of cakes which she had on her knee, 
Diving into the voluminous rocesses of her 
sleove, she produced a piece of papor, and 
daintily wrapping up one of tho cakes, put it 
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into her sleeve, ropoating tho pooulation with 
tho assistance of tho othor sloove. Scarcely 
was this acoomplishod whon Mz. Tnouyépcame 
by and stopped to talk to hor. Ié was /jrotty 
to seo the winning, innooont look wile which 
she conversed with hor host, all tho timo 
consoious of theso' iwo piocos of his cako in 
her guilty sleovos. 

Tho Imporial sharo in tho fostivitios of tho 
soason was brought to a conclusion somo days 
lator by a gardon party givon in tho grounds 
of tho Palaco, Tho Mikado, but a low yoars 
ago a sacrod porsonago 2s joalously hiddon 
from the vulgar gazo as is tho miractilously 
discovered imago of Kwan’non in tho Tomple 
of Son-so-ji, has now boon educated up to tho 
point of holding two gardon partios in a yoar, 
Ono is in the time of tho cherry blossoimn, the 
other of the blooming of tho chrysithomun, 
Just now tho ohrysanthomum is brightoning 
all tho highways and by-ways of Japan, and 
the Soveroign Lord, whoso family have for 
centuries wor tho flower as thoir crost, bado 
some five hundrod guosts to seo tho show in 
his Palace grounds. Rogardod as a flower 
show, there is nothing in tho world oqual to 
tho spoctaclo, Throo singlo plants, oconpying 
a shod of considorablo sizo, displayed botwoon 
thom ovor twelyo hundrod perfect flowors. 
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One counted 418, and tho others wore loss 
only by few units. In Japan the art of the 
gardcner seems to be guided in the diroction 
of prducing a chrysanthomuh of feathory 
form aod delicacy, long slondor petals rising 
in exquisite fringo. Of these thore woro 
abundant specimens, perhaps nothing rare in 
colour, but in devolopmont of’ sizo and grace- 
ful form beyond anything dreamt of in the 
Temple Gardens, 

The flowers were worth spending an after- 
noon with ; but far more curious and striking 
was tho Japanese Court taking the leading 
part in this modern Western institution of a 
garden party. The Mikado, dressod, alas! in 
Huropoan costume, received his guosts in a 
room opening out into the garden. On his 
lefi stood tho Empress, gorgeously and stiflly 
arrayed in scarlot robes. In Japan, as in 
some countrios furthor West, the Imperial 
colour is red. Walking through tho gardons 
aftor tho reception, T pickod up the crimson 
heel of a shoo, and a fow paces ahoad saw ono 
of the princesses ambling along with one heol. 
on tho ground and tho othor ,raisod full two 
inchos high, with Imporial affectation of 
nothing particular having happened. 

Tho Himpress wore a voluminous cloak of 
red silk, richly brocaded with whito chrysan-

thomums., Tho wide drooping sleovos oponing, 
disclosed vistas of a yollowy poa-groon, An 
undor-skirt of red of darkor shade, with sparlot 
shovs, tipped forward by uncomfortably high 
heols, complotod a costumo many ses too 
large and bulky for a littilo porson, Chis wag 
marvollous, but the crowning graco was tho 
arrangemont of her hair, It was flattonod 
out something in tho shapo of an immonso 
banjo, of the thicknoss of a little fingor, the 
tail being bound with knots of pwpor such as 
mutton cutlets aro irimmod with, savo the 
fringe. Her foo was powdorod to a ghastly 
whito, relieved by a dash of crimson on tho 
lower lip. 

In spite of all this tho Empross has a protty 
face, favourably contrasting with tho stolid 
countenance of hor liege lord. Tho Tmporial 
princesses were dressod much tho samo in 
rospoot of colour, tho Indios of tho Court 
running to purplo and groon, All tho ladios 
had their hair drossod in tho banjo abylo, 
with some slight variation in tho mutton-cutlot 
paper trimming, 

, Tho ceremony of prosontation was vory 
simple, Tho guosts, boing passed by tho 
officers of tho houschold at tho ontranco, 
advanced to the ond of tho room whoro their 
Imporial Majosties stood surrounded by thoir 
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Court, and mado their obeisance first to the 
Mikado, then to tho Iimpross, and reliving 
backward, disappoared in tho gardons, The 
Mikado stood jimpassive, staring straight 
before him ; the HEmpross, like a pretty wax 
figure ‘Gndowed -with oyes, showed somo 
curious interest in the two or throo Turopoan 
guests, but neithor acknowledgod the saluta- 
tion. After the first presentations wero over 
the great body of the guests did not advance 
up the room, but bowed on entering and again 
on vanishing through the doorway into the 
gardon. At the furthor end of the grounds 
there wore three bands of music, which incos- 
santly and distractingly played togother the 
melancholy, monotonous tune which is tho 
national anthem of Japan. The only vavrioty 
contributed to the proceedings by tho bands 
lay in tho fact that the ‘one drafted from the 
navy was clad in scarlot, whilst the amy 
contingont was in light blue, 

A magnificont Iunchoon was spread in 
a marquee, at the.uppor end of which was a 
pavilion tont with a table sot at right anglos 
with tho longor ono. Altor a duo intforval tho 
Mikado, with tho Empress on his left, and the 
_many-hued Court following, strolled through 
the grounds towards the tont. The Mikado, 
who does not speak any languago but his own, 
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halted hore and thoro boforo ono or othor of 
tho Foroign Ministors, of whom thore was a 
full muster. THis Majesty’s convorsational 
powers aro not oxhaustivo. Ifo, withouflook- 
ing at tho Minister, addrossod a fowfinmio- 
syllabic vomarks to tho intorproté:, “ho 
Ministor, bowing low, mado courteous ro- 
sponso, and the imago of Tmporial authority, 
as if wound up afresh, movod on, and wont 
through tho same formula with tho roproson- 
tative of somo othor of tho Groat Powers, who 
aro koonly watching tho groat and intorosting 
country ho rulos, but docs not govorn. Sevoral, 
ladios woro prosontod to tho Iémpross, and 
found in her o less immobilo acquaintanco. 
Tho Mikado and lis consort woro lod to tho 
table undor tho simallor tent, whoro thoy took 
thoir seat at a Lablo loadod with tho choicest 
viands and abundant wine. ‘Tho princos of 
tho Tinperial family, of whom thoro woro somo 
half-dozen presont in military or naval uni- 
form, soated thomselvos sb somo distance 
below tho Mikado, on tho right, ‘ho prin- 
cessos sat bolow tho Uinpross, on tho lott, 
and bolow thom woro disporod tho purplo 
and groen clad ladios of tho Court. My, 
Tnouyé, who had stood on tho loft of tho 
Empress during tho prosentations, now hospib- 
ably engaged himself on bohalf of tho guosts. 
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No ono would have guossed that the plainly 
dressed gentloman who always kopt in the 
background, looking from afar upon the 
pageantry of tho, Court, was Mr.Tto, ono of 
the many factors in tho new Empiro of Japan, 
Ho now vusied himself carrying about plates 
of salad, cold moat, and glasses of wino, his 
principal State care seoming to be that tho 
Hmperor’s guests should feel themsolves per- 
fectly at home. 

‘Wine was poured out and served to the 
circle at tho Imperial tablo; but, following 
the example of tho Mikado, no one ato or 
drank, and his Majesty, after staring straight 
pofore him for the space of a quartor of an 
hour, roso and passed away, with tho rainbow 
throng of red, and groen, and purple Jadios in 
train. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 
AOROSS COUNTRY IN JINRIRISIAS. 


Tan ball at the Foreign Office was over at 
half-pasé ono, and four hours later I was 
awakenod by tho chamberman at tho hotol 
announcing “bath loddy.”. Ilad I boon able 
to consult my private inclination I would havo 
let the bath romain roady for an indofinite 
poriod, and continued my sleep. But wo wero 
on a ploasure trip, and in ordor thoroughly to 
enjoy yoursolf privato inclination must [ro 
quently be sacrificed. Wo woro bound for 
Nikko, taking tho first stago of tho journey 
by train, and tho station was abowt av far off 
as it could possibly got and sbill bo in Wokio, 
We woro in tho jinrikishas by a quarter-past 
six, and tho train started at sovon, But Ito, 
our guido, was alroady foarful that wo should 
miss the tain. ‘lwo mon woro harnossod to 
each jintikisha, and away wo wont at incro- 
diblo spood through waking, yawning Tokio. 
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A. jinvikisha man thoroughly enjoys him- 
solf when he is running in couples with a 
train of jinvikishas. The spirit of competition 
sends him bounding along at racing spoed, 
which yo will keep up for milos. The way ho 
tums a Sornor is onough to whiten tho hair 
in a day’s journoy. “Ayo, heep!” ho shouts, 
and dashes round, with the jinrikisha sway- . 
ing over on one wheel. Before we had gono 
half a mile I felt thoroughly convincod that 
tho jinrikishas would be in time to catch the 
train; but where I should be, depended upon 
the particular commer at which the rickoty 
little carviago gave an extra lurch. 

It seems cruol work for the men, who 
frequently run along barehoaded, with the per- 
spiration dropping off thoir face liko rain; but 
both thoy and their fares got used to it in 
timo, and certainly the men make no com- 
plaint. Count Zalusky, tho Austrian Ministor, 
who has juss arrived and soos Japan for the 
first time, tolls ine ho hag already loamod ono 
Japanese word, which boing translatod means 
“go slower.” This he constantly addresses to 
his jinrikisha men when they break into any- 
thing beyond a trot. But whother owing to 
imperfoct accont or to wilful disregard of the 
kindly meant injunction, ho finds that nothing 
comes of it, 
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“Ayo, heep!” Our men dashod on round 
corners and. through narrow alloys, startling 
women, frightoning childron, and only by 
nimost dextority avoiding collisions. | Toro 
soemed no ond’ to Tokio, but ik camorat Inst, 
and wo found. oursclvos ab tho station, with 
fully ten minutos tio spare, 

Tho train was vory full, and though wo had. 
paid for fivst-class tickots wo wero glad to find 
seats in a socond-class carriage. ‘This lino, 
which goes in a north-wostorly dirootion from 
Tokio, is only partly opon, but tho pooplo of the 
locality loso no timo in availing thonsolvos of it, 
Wo wont as for as Kumagai, passing through 
a protty country cullivatod with loving hand. 
Hore wo saw, what booame funiliar onough in 
subsequent journoying in tho intorior, tho 
“newly harvosted xico hung up to dry rownd tho 
trunks of treos, whero on moonlight uights it 
stands out in tho landsoapo liko grout ghosts, 

At Kumagai tho jinrikisha man appoarod 
in his truo colours, which aro almost ontiroly 
floshliko, It is a little startling to tho 
foreigner landing at Yokohama to discovor a 
vaco of half-clad mon. But tho Yokohama 
coolio is overdrossed as comparod with lis 
brothron in the interior. If whwn. ho is su. 
ning the country coolié, in addition to a loin- 
cloth. of nazrowost limits, woars a blouse 
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coming down to his waist, ho has sncrificod 
much on the altar of deconcy. It is quit as 
common to “meet one with nothing on but a 
pair of sandals and a pockot-handkorchiel girt 
about his loins. 

On otering tho toa-house at Kumagai to 
wait whilst Ito arranged matters with tho 
coolies, the women, kneeling on the floor and 
bending their heads till they touched the 
ground, murmured words of welcome. One 
brought us tea in tiny cups, fiom which we 
drank’ without finding refreshment, Japanese 
ton is a weak and almost tasteless beverage of 
a pale yellow colour, served without sugar or 
milk. Its chief recommendation is that it is 
brought in small quantities, and if courtesy 
compels one to drink it the infliction is not 
serious, Always remembering that wo were’ 
on a pleasure trip, having drunk the tea we 
ordered saké, This liquid, upon tho manulac- 
taro of which much good vice is wasted, was 
stored in a clean-looking little tub in the part 
of the house that would be tho kitchen when 
the panels wore up. ‘Drawing out the spigot, 
the landlady filled two small bluo and'white 
jazs, such ag are used in Iingland for holding a 
single flower. Those she dopositod for a fow 
minutes in hot water, serving the saké Inke- 
warm, It tasted as if it had boon procured 
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by washing out a docantor that had hold shorry, 
and leaving tho liquid to acquire a fino stalo 
Havour. ' 
With tho sakdé was brought a little pot of 
picklos, chiefly consisting, as fav aa 1 was whlo 
to identify tho ingrodionts, of sour (fomip and 
sodden colory. ‘ho very smoll of this dish, 
which tho soul of Japanoso lovoth, is onough 
to make a Huropoan ill. T first dotootod it ab 
a houso in Yokohama, and thought tho draing 
wero owt of ordor, At a dainty and costly 
Japanoso dinnor at which a wook lator I was 
priviloged to sit, a plalo of thoso picklos, 
viloly smolling, was sorvod to oaclt guost, anil 
T noticod tho Japaneso Indios and gontlomon 
ate it with gusto. 

Kumagai is a busy littlo placo, doing a hig 
business in colton and the eggs of silkworms. 
An industry that is ovon moro in ovidonoo is 
that of basket-making., Theso, wovon of bam- 
boo, aro of all shapos and sizes, aro woudorfully 
cheap, and azo tho probliont Lhings immginablo. 
As in all othor Japanose villagos wo visited, 
overybody in Kumagai was hard ab work. 
Thore was, it is truo, a temporary cossation of 
labour on tho part of a body of non, women, 
and clrildvon who followed us round dunbly 
stating. But gonorally tho pooplo went on with 
thoix work, ovidoutly ploasod with tho atton- 
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tion it attracted from the foroigners. All the 
implemonts in use were of the most primitive 
description. A gang of fourtcon men wore 
driving pilos preparatory to building a struc- 
ture of héeavior cast than tho averago Japanese 
house, €4anding on a scaffold, the fourteen 
men hoistod the ram a fow foot, and letting go 
their hold, it fell with whatever impotus was 
to be derived from tho height it dropped, In 
precisely the same way we saw a gang of mon 
driving piles for a bridge some fifty miles inland. 
A common object in Japanese towns and 
villagos is the rice-pounder. A man, or some- 
times a woman, steps on the ond of a long 
beam, at the other end of which a stout pioce 
of wood is fixed at right angles. The weight 
of the man raises this beam, and when he 
steps off it falls into the scoop filled with rice, 
by which troadmill work an appreciable portion 
is pounded. The same primitive kind of tools 
aye in uso through all the earlier processes of 
rice growing. ‘The rice harvest was in full 
swing as we drove along, and Sunday though 
it was, there was no cessation of labour, whether 
in field or homestead. In a journoy of nearly’ 
two hundred and fifty miles through this por- 
tion of the intertor I did not soe a singlo 
plough. In the course of a subsequent 
journey through the southern portion of the 
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island I saw two misorablo little things 
which a man could oasily lift, drawn by an 
undersized ox. In almost universal use is 
the oarliest idea of a plough. Tt is a spade, 
with. a. narrow blade about threo foot long, 
The farmor thrusts this well into the soil, and 
turning it over on ono sido, makes a furrow, 
the action and tho result being idontioal with, 
that of a plough. Only, watching the laborious 
process, one thinks of tho enormous strides 
agriculture will tako in Japan whon those rude 
instrumonts aro cast aside and tho plough is 
put to work, 

Whon tho xico is cut and driod it is strippod 
by the, simple process of drawing the hoads 
through a small iron comb, which doos a hand- 
ful at a time, It is threshed by a flail pre- 
cisely of the same malo as that in use in the 
throshing-floor of Nachon, what time Uzzah 
put forth his hand to steady the ark of God 
that David was bringing up from Kirjath- 
Jearim. “Whon the rico is strippod, it is laid 
out to dry on. mats sproad in tho sun, . In 
passing through a village thoso mats covered 
with rico are frequently to bo soon. flanking 
the full length of the road on both sidos, 

Japan has many arts. Porcelain and earth- 
enware are manufactured in evory provineo. 
Tis onamellors on copper havo no rivals in the 
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world. It has workers in bronze, carvers of 
ivory, and is the home of lacquer work, But 
itis essentially an agricultural country living 
by the fruit of its land. According to the last 
census, taken in 1880, the total population 
‘was, thirty-six millions, and of these noaly 
sixteen millions wore farmers in almost oqual 
proportion of sexes. Under the present order 
of things, dating from ‘the revolution of 1868, 
the people own the land, paying tex for it to 
‘the Government. About three-tenths. of the 
tilled land of Japan is in the hand of small 
proprietors, who, with their wives and children, 
do’all the farm work. Of the balance, though 
held in larger sections, there is nothing akin 
to the large farms of England. 

In addition to the population returned as 
farmors, there is a. considerable proportion of 
farm labourers. An able-bodied farm hand 
receives wages at about the rate of tenpence 
a: day, with board. As he is almost 1 yege- 
tarian, his food does not cost much, consisting 
chiefly of rico, barley, pons, beans, and turnips, 
‘with occasional relishes in the shape of oggs 
or salt fish, Rice is the principal product of 
the empire, being grown in all its provinces. 
Tea, silk, and cotton come next, and, in 
addition, there are. grown tobacco, wheat, 
barley, millet, peas, and beans, ‘Of lato years 
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much athontion has been givon to tho culture 
of grapes, and the Japanoso ave not without 
hope that within tho noxt ton yoars thoy may 
introduce and popularize in Ituropo a now 
vintage. ‘ 

In a barber's shop at Kumagai.we saw a 
man at work in a pink costwno of unusual 
fulness. This was a convict out for the day, 
Tt is the custom of Japan to pormil convicts 
under certain conditions 40 go out and ply 
their trades, the monoy recoived boing 
credited to thom whon the torm of their 
imprisonment is completo, At Tokio wo saw 
a gang wouking as excavators. ‘Thoso, labour- 
ing in » populous town, wore lightly chained 
to each other to prevont any mistakes. At 
Kumagai, being a small place, and opportu- 
nities for escapo being limited, tho convict 
barber wag at latge, boing simply under bond 
to return to prison when ho had shavod his 
customers. 

Wo took a short out out of Kumagai, pass. 
ing through fields and long hamlots rarely 
visited by tho foroignor. It was torvibly 
rough, though full of intorosb at overy step. 
Our coolies were in high spirits at the pro- 
spect of extra pay and an engagemont to last 
for a week, hoy rushod along through holes 
and over boulders, shouting warnings to each. 
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other as they came to a fresh obstaclo, . At 
noon we came to a broad river, which we 
crossed, jinrikisha and all, in a forry boat, 
There was a strong ourront running down, but 
the boatman using o» single pole skilfully 
punted rs across. There was ® good doal of 
traffic, junks sailing down to Tokio with 
country produce, They had curious sails 
mado in slips, sometimes laced togothor, but 
not unfrequently flying loose, like so many 
ribbons, This kind of sail is in use on all the 
inland seas of Japan, By its means the force 
of the wind is regulated. When a Japanese 
sailor wants to take in a reef he unlacos one 
or more of these strips and the amount of 
sail is reduced accordingly. 

We stopped for tiffin on the other side of 
the river and had our first taste of Ito's 
cookery. He is the guido who served his 
apprenticeship with Miss Bird, and provod a 
perfect treasure. In height ho is fully fivo 
feet, and, ‘according to English rockoning, is 
twonty-one years old, though habits of roflec- 
tion and constant soarching after fresh know- 
ledge made him look forty. In mentioning 
his ago, with the proviso that it was “ aeccord- 
ing to English way of reckoning,” he explained 
that according to Japanese custom ago ig 
counted from the first day of January succeed- 
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ing birth. At that date a child is ono yoar 
old, whether born tho previous January, at 
Midsummer, or on the 8istof Decembor. Tto 
made an oxcollont omeletlo, which, with a 
dish of cold tonguo and a cup of cocoa, com- 
ploted a luxurious lunchoon. Aftor en hour's 
rest wo were off again, and prosontly reachod 
tho Rei-hoi-shi-kaido, tha road which usod to 
be followod by tho Envoy of tho Mikado in 
his annual pilgrimage to tho tomb of the frat 
Shogun at Nikko, This xoad, one of the great 
highways of Japan, is in a condition almost as 
bad ag tho road loading cilywards from tho 
stoamboat wharf at Now York. I undorstand 
that improvemont will shortly take placo in 
this respect. Mz. Ito, the Ministor of State, 
recently mado a journoy ovor tho road, and re- 
ceived a strong impression that the Profoct 
might find more usoful opening for his onorgy 
elsowhore. Ho was accordingly romovol, a 
new Profoct appointod, and alroady the long- 
delayed work of rond-monding has commoneail. 

As it yas, wo woro froquontly compollod to 
make détowrs in tho woods and fields that flank 
tho highway. In ono of theso, soamed with 
tho roots of ancient trees, a young gentleman. 
from Glasgow, companion of our voyage, was 
pitched ont. Ho took groat oredit to him- 
solf and to his gynmastic training that, 
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whoreas the jinrikisha foll on tho left side, he 
tumblod out on the right. But it is casy 
enough, for I presently did it myself, and Ito, 
whom long practico has enablod to bring to 
high perfection the art of sleeping in a jin- 
tikisha, was frequently picked up by tho 
wayside. 

This road is for many miles a magnificent 
avenue of cryptomeria, Tall solomn trees 
flank the road on either side, often interlacing 
at the top. The avenue was planted in a 
bygone age by a Daimio who dosired to do 
honour to the Shogun. The tombs of tho 
Shoguns both at Shiba and Nikko are sur- 
rounded by costly presents from the old 
nobility, who thereby performed a pious act, 
and at the same time ingratiatod themselves 
with the ruling powers. This offoring of a 
few thousand puny cuttings plantod by the 
roadside was sneored at at the time as a cheap 
and inadequate way of performing a duty, 
Now, thore is nothing cither in stone or motal 
that equals this magnificont avenue.raised to 
the glory of the Shoguns. 

Wo spent tho night at Tochigi, having 
done thirty-five miles in the jinrikisha, At 
the thirly-second mile the leader of my 
tandem team stopped to tie his straw sandal, 
The wheeler with a merry laugh bowled on 
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ahead, and having. got a few minutos’ .start, 
kept it up till the other coolie overtook him 
and took his share in the pulling again, 
When we reached the tea-house the coolios 
washed their feet, covered their somi-naked- 
ness with their cotton blouses, and gat down, 
contented and happy, to their evening meal. 
This consisted of two soups, which always 
introduce a Japaneso dinner, a bowl of rice, 
some eggs, and a dubious vegetable; a moal 
not too heavy after the day’s work, and with 
the prospect of one on the. momow equally 
‘exhausting. For liquid refreshment thoy had 
had a oup or two of tasteless ton, the banquet 
being rounded off by three whifls. from their 
liliputian pipes. , 
As for us all preconceived notions of per- 
sonal discomfort,, and even senii-starvation 
when travolling in the intorior, were agroo- 
ablly dispelled.’ Wo had two rooms on an 
upper floor, spotlessly clean, the straw mat- 
ting ‘shining with polish, and the walls par- 
tially formed of painted screons, ‘There were 
a.table and threo chairs, which looked 
grotesquely out of place, but were nevertho- 
less acceptable, The tor-houso provided: a 
small oil lamp and one of those large civeular 
white-paper lantorns which, with the. expen- 
diture of a little oil burned through two wicks 
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like wax matches, diffuse a surprising quantity 
of soft light. We had brought candles, and. 
two of these stuck in bottles, completed an 
illumination that left nothing to bo desired. 
For dinner we had mulligatawnoy soup, roast 
mutton, nnd ounry with vico—soup. and ment 
out of tins it is true, but skilfully rendered by 
Ito. ‘his is a fair specimen of our meals 
throughout the trip, whence it will appear that 
with a little forethought and a good guide 
travel has no unusual discomfort. in Japan. 

I went over before dinner to see the public 
baths.. They consisted of a room about! 
twenty fect long and eighteen broad. At the 
further end were two tanks of hot water 
steaming. In one three men were sitting up: 
to their necks, placidly enjoying the refresh- 
ment. In the other were as many women, 
Tt cannot be said with literal exactness that | 
men and women bathe together; but the ; 
partition is not jealously fixed. 

In all. tea-houses there is a batn varying im 
size and convenience with the importance of 
the house.” At Tochigi the bath was a recess 
about twelve fect square. As-we passed it on 
the way to our room, two young men, stark 
naked, were drying themselves after their bath. 
Ido not like positively to make so grave an 
assertion without proof; but I have strong 
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reason to believe that later, just before going’ 
tg bod, the servants of the tea-houso, male and 
female, took their bath in company. 

Ow bed was made up on tho floor. The 
process of bed-making consists of laying down 
two or three waded quilts; thon como our 
own sheets, brought from Yokohama, and one 
or more quilts completed the operation, Tho 
Japanese do not use a pillow in our sense of 
the word. They havo a small piece of wood 
somothing like a clog in shapo, and not 
exceeding it in size. On this thoy lay thoir 
heads, the girls and womon soreno in tho 
consciousness that their hair will not be 
disarranged. Tho wonderful structure of a 
Japanese hoad-dress is usually made up once 
in four days. It is evident that if it woro 
touzled on a down pillow it would havo to be 
dealt with overy day. Not woighted with the 
vesponsibility of such a cotffure, wo woro glad 
to have for pillow ono of the quilts rollod up, 
and slept as comfortably as in tho bost bod in 
Europe. 

Amongst the many evils predicted in nd- 
vanoo of the exoursion was tho inoossant 
attack of floas, which are roportod to abound 
in Japan. Probably owing to the coldor 
weather, and in something duo 40 the strategic 
use of insect powder, wo were throughout all 
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this tour; and,on a subsequent one in the 
south, entirely froo from this pest. We had 
for porsonal attendants in the tea-house two 
young daughters of the proprictor, as merry 
as orickols, and regarding tho advent of 
strangors as ® hugo joko which it behoved 
thom thoroughly to enjoy. They had very 
protty ways, knecling on tho throshold of tho 
room as they entered, knoeling again when 
they withdrew, and always presenting food 
in this attitude of graceful humility, They 
chattered all through the moal, regardless of 
our ignorance of their language. Tho lady of 
the party was a subject of nover-lading 
interest. As usual, it was tho arrangement of 
the back hair that chiefly attracted them. 

I got a cold bath in the morning under 
somowhat perilous circumstances, seeing that 
thexo was no door to the bath-room and that 
the passage was the common ono of the houso. 
But no one elso soemod to mind particularly, 
Other guests and mombors of tho household 
frodly entered to perform thoir morning ablu- 
tions, There was in ono part of the room 
a small wooden bowl of salt. To this every 
one came, took out a few pinchos, and washed 
his mouth. Apazt from the bath-rooms, the 
arrangemonts for » morning wash were very 
simple, An open gallery runs round the 
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slecping rooms. Here aro placed a tub of 
water. You bring your own soap and towels 
if vegarding thom indispensable, and, under 
the high heavens and before the gaping village, 
“you wash. 

We started in good time noxt morning in 
splendid weather, and with our coolies as fresh, 
as if nothing particular had bapponed on tho 
previous day. About half tho town assembled 
to see us off, providing a favourablo oppor- 
tunity of studying the various fashions in 
which the childron’s hair is arranged. In 
some casos the hoad is closoly shaved, but 
more often tho hair is fantastically oultivatod. 
A favourite stylo is to shave the hoad all round 
the orown, leaving that covered with hair 
shaped like a skull cap. Sometimos all is 
shaved save a few Jocks over the forehoad. 
Another rather fetching design is to loavo v 
couple of woll-defined locks over eithor oar, 
just enough to hold tho child up by if that 
woro cloemod a desirablo disciplinary procdss. 
Tho children are disgustingly dirty, the oven- 
ing bath which forms a daily habit with thoir 
parents apparently nevor being opon for them. 

Our drive to-day was through a country 
beautiful boyond description. The mountain 
range of Nikko, 2 grey shadow on the horizon 
when we loft Kumagai, was now almost within 
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yeaoh. We neared it, passing always through 
this solemn avenuo of cryptomoria, with 
people busy in the fiolds on oithor side, 
gathoring in tho bountiful rice harvost. “Vory 
few horses wore mot with, and these wero 
chielly ovgaged in drawing loads of bamboo. 
Bundlos of the thick ond of the cane are laid 
upon either side of the pack-saddle, the thin 
ends trailing on the ground far in tho reax. 
Like the coolies, tho horses are shod with 
straw sandals. Of these the consumption 
must be enormous, since they do not last 
more than a day or at-best two days. When 
new they cost a penny a pair, and all the 
high-roads of Japan aro strewn with castaways. 

We met scores of men dragging incredible 
burdens ,in long handcarts. They harness 
themselvos to a ropo tied to the axle, the cart 
is tilted back, and with the rope on shoulder, 
and body bent forward, they go along up 
hill or on level roadway. Tho women tako 
their share in this work as in all others. 
As wo dosoended a hill we mot ono with a 
baby at her back and axopo across her chest 
manfully tugging at a cart with her husband 
in the shafts, 

Nikko struggles for over a mile up the hill, 
at the top of which is the tomb of the first and 
tho third, mightiest among tho Shoguns. The 
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toa-house whero we stoppod is at the top of 
tho villago. It was of better style than any 
wo had sojoumed in, and it was charged for 
accordingly, The natural consequenco of tho 
more widely known attractions of Japan is 
discovered in the gradual riso in pricos, So 
recently as two years back seventy-five sen, 
equal to about three shillings, was the usual 
prico for a day’s sojourn in a Japanese tea- 
house, and for this the foreigner was entitled 
to board. Jfor the same accommodation, 
though Jess ample in respoct of slooping 
accommodation, tho Japanese pay oven now 
cighteonpence a hoad. Our party was chargod 
at the rate of fivo shillings a hoad at Nikko, 
which, seeing that wo took nothing in the way 
of board oxcopt a little rico and a fow oggs, 
‘was not cheap as compared with the twolvo 
shillings a day, wino includod, which we paid 
at the Grand Hotol at Yokohama. Still tho 
rooms word very pretty and sorupalously cloan. 
We had a suitoof throo, making tho contra 
ono ow dining-room, Jfrom the balcony 
outside thore was a splondid view of tho hills 
of Nikko. 

The larger pretensions of, the houso wero 
shown, amongst other things, in the bath- 
room, which stood by itsolf in a rango of 
buildings flanking tho courtyard, This little

house came near to being the scone of a 
tragedy, which is recorded here as a warning 
to travellers, Coming back from an excursion 
to the Ohin-zen-ji, tho lady of our party went 
to take a bath. A quarter of an hour later 
sho was dliscavered, partly dressod, lying 
insensible across the threshold of the bath- 
house, These baths are heated with charcoal, 
and in the great majority, which are built in 
the passages of the houses, there ig always 
sufficiont ventilation fo carry away tho poi- 
sonous fumes. At Nikko, the bath having the 
rare accommodation of a door, the fumes axe 
retained within the chamber, The lady, having 
taken her bath, was dressing, when she was 
suddenly overpowered, Sho had just strongth 
to struggle towards the door, against which, 
she foll, fortunately the door opened out- 
wards, and she got her head in tho, passage, 
Had tho door openod from tho insido there 
could have been only one rosult from an 
accident which in all probability would not 
have been discovered for half an hour, 

We had bought a pheasant on the road, 
paying as much as one and sightpence for 
it;, dear, Ito admitted, but the season had 
only just commenced. It was small, but full 
of flavour, and proved a great addition to 
our funoral tinncd-meats, At daybreak I 
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was awakoned by an unmistakable British 
voice crying aloud fora towel. Looking out 
at the courtyard, I saw a gentleman whom wo 
had passed on the road standing baro-footed 
and dripping wet by a bucket of water in 
which: ho had been washing. He had only 
at this critical momont discoverod that the 
Japanese do not rogard tho towol as oan 
absolutely necessary appanage to a toilet set. 

“Towel!” zoared the wet and angry 
Briton .to the trembling Japaneso who stood. 
thore ready and willing to go anywhere and do 
anything, if he only know what, 

‘eich ?” tho Japanose said, aimlessly 
hovering about. 

“ Tow-el! tow-nn!” the Britisher roarod, 
trying all possible forms of accontuation in the 
hope that one might strike a chord of intelli- 
gence in the mind of this inoflably stupid man. 

The Japanese evidently bogan to think 
that whatover might bo wantod, it would bo 
safor lor him to go and look for it ingide, and 
not to be in » hurry coming back, 

“Tow-el!” the Englishman. roared again, 

“eich!” said the Japanese, and ran 
nimbly into the house. 

But ho did not come back again, and the 
Englishman, altor stamping round, disappearod. 
in his own room, partially dried in the wind. 
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T learnt from him later that ho had had a 
good deal of trouble from this unpardonable 
and unaccountable ignorance of the English 
language among Japanese in the intorior, 
He had walked for fifty miles through glorious 
scenery, heading for Nikko. The only word 
he could pronounce in the Japanese tongue 
was ‘ Nikko,” and by dint of repeating this he 
got along moderately well. His main difficulty 
was in the matter of food. He lived chiefly 
on rice and tea, and had arrived at the tea- 
house on the previous night half-famished. 

I fancy that in the best of circumstances 
he was naturally of an irascible temperament, 
‘But, after living on rice and tea for two days, 
to reach Nikko and find no towel after he had 
trustfully washed himself was, he admitted, 
move than he could bear without protest. 
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CHAPTER XVII, 
THE TOMBS OF THR SILOGUNS. 


Tne famous shrines of Nikko lie outside tho 
town, at the foot of the hills on the other sido 
of the bustling river Daiyd-Gawa, Tho town 
itself was not born yesterday, bub tho tomplos 
and tombs count thoi yoars by conturios. 
There is record of a Buddhist temple loro in 
the middle of tho cighth century, Tho im- 
portance of Nikko dates from tho soveutconth, 
whon Iyeyasu, the founder of tho mighty race 
of Tycoons who for 260 yoars hold imperial 
sway in Japan, was buried hore, Tho frst 
Tycoon—or Shogun, as ho was oarlior callod— 
was deifiod, and religion was onlled in to aid: 
courticrship in.making Nikko n holy place. 
Tho vassals of the reigning Shogun vied with 
oach othor in the magnificonso of tho prosents 
with which thoy ondowed tho tomb of the 
foundor of the race. A prince of tho Imporial 
blood became Abbot of Nikko, and through 
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the year solemn processions were made to the 
tomb, 

In 1868, when the revolution broke tho 
power of the Shoguns, thoro was a Prince- 
Abbot of the Mikado’s family at. the head of 
the monastery. Tho Shogun party played 
their last ‘card whon they seized him, carried 
him off to the North, and proclaimed him 
Mikado. ‘Victory still clung to the banners of 
the reigning Mikado. The young pretender 
surrendered, the power of the Tycoon was 
irretrievably broken, and with his fall much of 
the glory of Nikko has departed. 

There are two bridges across the rivor lead~ 
ing to the temples and the tombs. One is 
painted a bright red, of the glaring colour in 
which the temples flame forth. It was built 
in the year 1688, and it is boasted that since 
then the cost of repairs has beon morely 
nominal, This is the less marvol sinco the 
bridge is vory rarely usod, boing opened only 
onco or twice a yoar for pilgrim procossions, 
and for the rost being closo barred. A little 
lower down the stream is tho moro ordinary- 
looking and much more useful structure over 
which traffic passos without rostriction. 
Crossing this, turing to the left and walking 
up the bank lined on eithor side with cedars, 
we come upon a temple, the name of which 
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being translated is “tho Hall of. the Throo 
Buddhas.” ‘Theso threo Buddhas are the 
Thousand - Handed Kwan-non, tho Forse - 
hoaded Kwan-non, and Amida Nio-Rai. The 
title of. the. Thousand-Handed Kwan-non is 
rather boldly assigned, since tho groat gilt doll 
that’ bears the name has only forty arms— 
quite enough, it is trne, but it is well to be 

- exact, and.a good, deal happens botwoon forty 
and a thonsand. 

On tho matting before those imagos copper 
coins wore sprinkled, tho gifts of the faithful. 
They were minute in value, boing. almost 
exclusively an, ton of which go to make a 
halfpenny. Some had placed their offerings 
in paper, a mark both of deeper respect and. 
greater affluence, as seldom less than five rin 
were placed in the packets, and occasionally 
the contents ran as high as ton, The money- 
box forms a prominent forture in all the 
temples, There is none hero approaching tho 
proportions of tho vast gridivon into-which vin 
ave vained at Asakusa on tho {éto day of tho 
God-of Happiness. But each shrine has its 
‘money-box, outside, whilo singlo gifts in coin 
may, without incurring reproach, bo strewed 
on matting before the god whom it is desired 
to propitiate, 

In truth the hat goos round with groat-por- 
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sistence in tho temples of Japan, whether 
Buddhist or Shinto. On approaching nearly 
every one of these sacred halls, wherever 
situated, the visitor will note a hoarding, 
sometimes two or three, erected upon upright 
wooden posts, and covered with writing, just 
like the advertisements in railway stations or 
on hoarding before unfinished buildings. 
These boards are truly advertisements, but 
have about them nothing. relating to the 
modern bill-poster. Hach strip of wood ‘con- 
tains a record of the name of a donor to the 
building or sustentation fund in connection 
with the temple, together with the amount 
presented. I was not able to learn where this. 
clever device was first essayed 5 but it has 
proved highly successful and is now common 
in all the temples. Any man at the expondi- 
ture of a few yen may have his name thus set 
up on high in holy places. 

Before the Hall of the Three Buddhag isa 
curious sun-dial, consisting of an upright post. 
From tho shadow cast on the ground the time 
is ascertained and the great bell struck. This 
most musical instrument stands on a mound a 
little to the right of the temple, As the hourg 
come round a man mounts up to the bell, and 
with the whole weight of his body pulls ‘biol 
a wooden 'ram slung at-sight angles with the 
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bell. This being relensod falls back and 
strikes the bronze casting, and through the 
yalleys, up the hills and across the little town. 
of Nikko, there floats a note of exquisite 
melody. 

At the back of the tomple is a black pillar 
crowned with a series of six gilded oups in the 
form of lotus flowers. This grim copper 
column is ereoted to celobrate the memorable 
feat of an, early bishop of the Buddhist 
Church, who in honour of tho first Shogun 
read at a single stretch tho ton thousand books 
of Buddha, This feat occupied him sevon 
days, during which neither moat nor drink 
passed his lips, only the names of Buddha, 
By the side of this well-authenticated foat Mr. 
Biggar’s famous effort, when in the House of 
Commons he through four hours read Bluo 
Books to the Speaker and tho clérks at the 
table, becomes of small account. Zigondaishi 
was the name of this horo, in whoso too-oarly 
birth Mr, Parnell lost the opportunity of 
securing a notable follower. 

Behind this tomple.is a smaller one, on the 
pillars of which ave pasted numorous slips of 
paper containing the names and addresses. of 
pilgrims who have wonded thoir way hither 
from all parts of the Empire, The way to the 
tomb of the first Shogun leads: up.a broad 
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stone. abairway, with ancient aryptomeria tower- 
ing on either side, Theso steps.are called 
s the steps of a thousand moasures,” because 
there are ten of them, and on.each a hundred 
men may stand. At the top is the granite 
tori, or aychway, presented to the temple by 
one of the princes who helped to, establish the 
power of the first Shogun. The height of the 
arch is a little over twenty-seven foot, and 
the diameter of the columns is threo feet six 
inches, The stone which forms the gatoway 
at the top is composed of a single block of 
granite. How it was brought hore from the 
distant quarries where it was delved is an. 
unexplained marvel. Our local guide told us 
‘that when the tor was being erected the 
workmen stood upon piles of bags of rice 
which finally reached within three fect of the 
summit, When the work was finished the 
bags were cut open, and tho poor people of 
Nikko spent a pleasant time, 

Passing under the tort into the courtyard, 
we come upon a lofiy pagoda of ‘blazing red 
anda quister. but’ more interesting memorial 
in the shape of an old troe carefully. guarded 
with a gray stone paling. This wo learned 
was the identical trea which, when it was not 
too large to go.into a pot, the fitst Shogun 
carried about with him when he went on 
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journeys. Coming out of one of tho temples 
we passed & small chapol in which passively 
sat a figure dressed in white robes. I took 
it to be a priost, but the guide said it was a 
woman, and if I put some money in the over- 
open box she would dance. Wo ,doposited 
coin, a few halfpenco, and the figure promplly 
rising at the chink of monoy wont through a 
melancholy kind of dance, accompanied by 
the shaking of bolls which sho hold in her 
hand. It was over in a few soconds, the 
conclusion being announcod by the priestoss 
bowing till she touched the ground with hor 
forchead, and then resuming hor passive alti- 
tudo, waiting till some ono else came by with 
a fow coppers to spare, 

It is bohind these tomples, reachod through 
a beatiful approach of gray’ stone stops, 
with moss-grown walls, the sunlight pooping 
through tho treos beyond, thet tho tomb of 
the great Shoguns lie, Here, remote from 
human life, sleeps the groat soldior lyoyasu 
and his greater grandson Iyomiteu, tho ono 
tho founder, the othor the consolidator of the 
mighty line of Shoguns. 'Thoir moss-grown 
gravoyards are girt about wilh solomn codars, 
and the only sound that broaks tho stillnoss of 
the place is tho sighing of the wind through 
the branches. 
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The tombs aro improssivo by ronson of 
thoir simplicity; but I confess that tho ved 
tomples with their gilt aud gingorbread gods 
had nothing to say to mo, Thero is sonw 
wonderful carving, but it is whitewashod and 
painted ill the pationt arb of the carvor is 
piteously obseurod. Snpposing the ontsido of 
Westininstor Abbey were painted a bright rod 
and some of its choicest carvings in the 
intorior were picked out with blue and ver- 
milion, what a glory would be departed from 
the nation! Yot it is thus that at Nikko the 
Japanese have doalt with what they aro 
disposod to rogard ag their best shrinos. 

During tho heyday of the powor of the 
Shoguns tho paint was laid on afrosh once in 
twonty yours. Now that the power is broken, 
and it is not tho policy of tho prosent Govern- 
ment to koep iis momory green, thorve is hopo 
of the ghrinos of Nikko improving as tha 
gaudy colours fado and the paint is rubbed. 
off the carvings. 

In the aftornoon wo walked to the falls of 
Kiri-furi, taking a wido sweop round the base 
of To-Yama. Tt is in turing from the tomplos 
in Nikko, and looking for # moment on tho 
works of nature spread around, that one fools 
most angrily impressed with the vulgarity of 
tho paintod structures. Just now Nature is 
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putting on hor richost colours, some brightor 
than any which variogato the tomplos. The 
maple and mountain ash flamo blood-rod 
through the woodland, and tho birch is run- 
ning through all the tints of yellow. Tho sky 
is the brightost bluo, tho river rushing down 
to the sea is a foaming white; yot all those 
colows blend in exquisite harmony and com- 
pose a scene to which ono is glad to tum 
from the pinchbeck grandeur of tho pagan 
shrines. 

The walk to Kiri-furi is not far, even for 
a lady, and the hago, or baskot chair, which 
wo took with us was scarcely used. ‘Tho path- 
way furns and winds through sconos of evor- 
varying beauty till suddonly we come upon 
the waterfall, a gleam of white foam Lalling 
through a bank of autumn foliage. Rogardod 
as a waterfall it is not much, but its setting 
makes it exquisite. 

Tho walk to Chinzonji is # somowhnt dif. 
forent affair, it boing a good sixtean miles 
there and back, with somo stiff climbing bofore 
tho mountain lake is reachod. ‘Tho weathor 
looked vory doubtful, but we doterminod to 
start, doubt being presently solved by the 
commencemont of a downpour of rain which 
practically lasted through the day. Wo had a 
kayo and four mon, an indispengublo escort for a 
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lady on this trip. On the outskirts of a little 
village near Nikko wo had the good fortuno 
to purchase two watorproofs, mado of oiled 
papor, a beautiful yollow in hue. They woro 
a little lacking in ft, but not much can be 
oxpocted for half a crown, tho price of the 
two. They prove invaluablo during tho 
journey, resisting tho persistent rain, and 
adding but two or three ounces to tho weight 
of the walking costume. 

The way to tho lake leads by the winding 
path which tho river has won for itself on its 
way from tho lake through the mountains. 
Many times we crossed the river by rustic’ 
bridgos, pausing to look down at the stoel 
blue water gliding over gigantic stones and 
dashing itself in foam at their feot. Half- 
way up is a favm-house. On theo lintel of the 

_ dwelling wero pastod three charms, ono for 
keeping away goneral sickness, the socond 
spocially concerned with fover, and tho third 
warranted to bring general happiness to tho 
proprictor, Tho charm against fever ropre- 
sented a devil in a highly dislocated state, 
this peculiarity being duo not to intontion so to 
represent him, but to tho fact that the picture 
is produced by drawing o brush dipped in 
black paint over a stamped metal pattern. 

“Very stupid,” Ito said, looking at this 
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with the clear oyes of a beliovor in tho Shinto 
faith, “Only very old womens and mon 
believe in that.” 

Observations subsequently mado over a 
wide extent of the interior convinced mo that 
in such case “old womens and men” must 
form the largest proportion of tho agricultural. 
population of Japan. Those charms wore tho 
rule rather than the exception. 

Chinzenji is ono of the most famous show 
places in Japan, attracting natives as woll as 
foreigners. It was curious to note that tho 
Japan 'Awy has tho same passion as his 
brother from London for carving his imporish- 
able’ name on memorial trecs and stonos. 
Only to the uninformed eye ‘Arry’s name 
traced in Japanoso charactors has a respect- 
able, even an imposing appearance, 

Tho last hour’s climbing up to the level of 
the lake tests tho strongth of wind and limb; 
but the four kaga mon, boaring thoir burden 
lightly, stepped it, mummuring a monotonous 
chant which, though not musioal, holpod them 
to keep step and in other moro ocoulb ways 
seomod to do them good. ‘Thoro is a splendid 
view of the lake from the ter-houso, and a 
really big waterfall on the way back. Wo saw 
little bué tho rain, ono gleam of sunshine 
fortuitously opening at a turn in the steep 
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descent showing what it might be in other 
cireumstancos of weather. As it was, it was 
well worth doing. Wo saw it in tho green 
leaf, and cheorfutly rosolved to aniagine what 
it would be in the dry, 

After dinner we had the seasons visit 
from the curio men, made the more oxigont 
on their part by the knowledge that this was 
our last night in Nikko, and if we did not now 
buy a few carved ivovies, & sword or two, an 
armful of lacquer boxes, and, abovo all, that 
exquisite little cabinet, inlaid, lacquered, and 
ivory-mounted, really not dear at £20, they 
would have no other chance. The curio men 
are one of the institutions of forcign travel in 
Japan. They live in the. places principally 
resorted to by Europeans, and take note of 
every fresh arrival. On tho afternoon of the 
Mikado’s birthday, whon we lunched at the 
British Embassy at Tokio, the drawing-room 
was crowded with ourio men who had hoard 
there were guosts, and scented business from 
afar, ‘They enterod the house uninvited, but 
not unwelcome, for there are worse ways of 
spending an hour in tho afternoon than in 
examining the varied stores of a Japanese 
pedler, They fully recognize the justice of the 
understanding that since no one askod thom 
to come there is no compulsion of buying, and 
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they also know by oxporience that in the 
course of the soason they got through a doal 
of trade. 

At Mikko the curio men hunt in triplots. 
Tho panel of sitting-room or bodroom noiso~ 
lessly draws back, <A figure in Japanose cox- 
tumo glides in, bowing low and making that 
curious noise of sucking in tho breath which 
with the Japanese is meant to be at once self- 
deprociatory and exaltatory of tho presence in 
which he stands. Tho first figure having 
deposited a bundlo on the floor, a second 
glides in, and alter duo interval a third. A 
timid stranger, unawaro of the custom, and 
recalling earlier habits of tho Japanose in 
presence of the foreignor, might woll suppose 
his last hour had come, and that these softly- 
treading, darkly-clad, mystetious porsonagos 
with bundles were his oxecutionors, 

It is a matter of honour among curio men, 
and in accordance with tho polite habits of the 
people, that one man shall nob interfore with 
another's prospects by unduly thrusting his 
wares under notice, While ostensibly obsorv- 
ing this rulo ono of tho threo curio mon of 
Nikko, o tall, orafty-looking man, who always 
securod the contral place of tho group, had a 
notable way of pushing his goods. Whilo you 
were looking at something submittod by No. 1 
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or No, 2, a brown hand, holding a pioce of 
carvod ivory or a lacquered box, would slowly 
move across tho table, placing tho article 
undor the oyos of tho purchasor, A. violont 
sucking in of breath followod, and then a low 
voice solemnly intoning— 

“ Ver-ry old; vor-ry choap ; num-bor one,” 

If you asked tho prico, tho profatory form 
of answer was always the samo. Drawing 
himsolf up to full height, and holding up 
both hands, with fingers oulstretchod to assist 
in tho enumeration, he began slowly and 
solemuly to intono— 

“Wa-an prico—vo-ry old—num-bor ono 
—ve-ry choap’’—(fingers beginning to work 
liko a semaphore) — twenty-four you ”—(pro- 
longed gust of indrawn broath)—“ shifty sen.” 

“ Shifty”? was-as noar as he could got to 
the pronunciation of fifty, having justi suckod 
in, half tho cubio moaguromont of aix in the 
yoom. ‘The “ wa-an price” was moant to 
indicato that, whereas otbor curio mon, know~ 
ing the habit of foreignors promptly to offor 
half tho price first namod, stuck it on with 
deliberate intention to tako it off if pressed, 
this paragon of perfoction, this inexorably just 
dealer, had merely addod a small commission 
on the amount of his original puréhase, and 
was not to be beaten down. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 
ROADSIDE AND RIVER. 


Ws left Nikko at eight'o’clock in the morn- 
ing, our. cavaloade gs usual the contra of 
a dumbly staring throng comprising one-third 
‘of the ‘population of the village. As wo 
daghed down the unoven street with a stream 
of fresh-water running in the middle, another 
third of the population, chiefly women, wore 
knecling on either sides washing pots, pans, 
kettles, dishes, everything but the childron. 
Theso last wore running about; hideous in 
their dirt, yot withal plump and woll mado, 
“In those reforms which tho wiso and far 
seeing statesmen who now rile Japan are 
prossing forward, it should not be difficult to 
introduce one on behalf of the children who - 
swarm in the. streets of country hamlets. 
When Mr, Ito-(mot our guide, but the Minister 
of State) recently mado his journey to Nikko 
his quick eyo noticed the condition of the 
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roads, and his practical hand promptly plucked 
ut the root of the evil, Hoe must have seen 
somothing worse in the pitiable state of the 
children, which varies only in degree of dirt 
and consoquent disease whatever road be 
taken through the interior, The Japanose 
Govyornment, with all its newly grafted 
Wostorm ideas, is essentially paternal. Jt 
should not be difficult to make and enforce a 
few simple sanitary rules on behalf of the 
children. Their mothers and fathers could 
not take it unkindly, since they are scrupulously 
clean about their own persons, and would, 
rather: go without their evening meal than 
their ovening bath. 

At the ond of the long streot which is Nilcko 
atrotches a shady avenue of cryptomeria, with 
tho sunlight gloaming af the far ond. In hot 
summer woathor this must be a grateful place 
for tho dusty travollor, like “tho shadow of a 
groat rock in a weary land.” In November 
the mornings aro like those. in late spring in 
Tingland, and almost-as leafy, though the treos 
have takon on autumn tints. Tn addition tho 
chrysanthemum is blooming in every garden, 
ani, often by the wayside, ‘Lhe rice -harvest 
is in full. swing, and close by the brown wet 
oarth whenco the crop has. been gut. there are 
long furrows in which bright green shoots of 
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some othor crop boldly stand up. So fruitful 
is the soil of Japan whon skilfully trontod, and 
so kind tho weather, that in many placos bwo 
crops aro garnored in every your. 

I road a good doal about Japan before 
starting to visit tho country, and ib is with 
evor-inorersing astonishmont I rochll the fret 
that from no book did I got tho impression 
that Japanis a country boautiful to look upon, 
Yet it is surprisingly fair in all tho varioties 
of hill and dale, fruitful plain, and wator 
everywhore. 

Wo stoppod at Osawa for tiffin, Tto pro- 
viding for us in tho accustomod civilizod, 
bountiful style, whilst tho mon who had run 
twonty miles since morning contontodly ato 
their oggs and rico, doftly fishing tho latter out 
of bowls with thoir chopsticks, Across tho 
beam of tho toa-house were pastod shonvos 
of little bits of papor, boing the introductions 
of travellers who havo stayed thoro, Those 
lotlers of introduction form p connocting 
link betweon sovios of ton-housos throughout 
tho country. Ono landlord passos his guests 
on to a friend at tho noxt slago, as ho hag 
guosts rocommonded to him from tho pro- 
coding halting-place, Tho abunidanco of these 
seraps of papor testifios to tho populaxity of 
tho ton-house. 
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At Ogawa we were introduced to a fowl of 
great and peculiar beauty, though not unknown 
to poultry shows in Hngland. He was of 
perfect shape, of bantam size, and hig mani- 
fold feathers were turned the wrong way. As 
he styutted about, conscious of the important 
part ho was playing in maintaining the prestige 
of Japan, the tip of his tail foathers tickled 
his comb with a persistency maddening to a 
bird inspired with less lofty purpose. Ito 
was much interested in this phenomenon, and 
wondered how it was brought about. At 
Nikko there is a temple where a portion of 
the claborate carved work on a pillar is turned 
the wrong side up, with intent to defeat the 
malign puzposo of evil spirits. It is believed 
that if the temple were finally completed, the 
demons, envious of its perfoction, would 
destroy it. Therefore a few inches of the 
carving is turnod the wrong way to show that 
the building ‘isnot finished.” Remomboring 
this, I suggested that the bird’s feathers were 
turned the wrong way to show that i, was not 
finishod., 

“J don’t think it’s that,” Ito said, though 
there was no tone of strong conviction in the 
assertion, 

Poultry is the one live stock in which - 
Japan may glory, The horses are misorable; 
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tho cattle—what thoro is of theam—avro stuntod 
and ill-fed ; the dogs aro the voriest ours, not 
worth tho trouble of tying round their necks 
tho little wooden labels on which are writton 
the names and addresses of their owners. But 
poultry are abundant. Thoy tako, kindly to 
their food, and though not particularly good 
when brought to table, yiold large roturns in 
the way of eggs. 

More rice ficlds on both sidos of tho road all 
the way to Omaya, men, women, and children 
busy in the fields, and tho old mon and women 
at home sproading out the vico on the drying 
mats. We passod a little mito, cortainly not 
moro than four years old, trotting along the 
road bravely carrying a big toapot in front, 
balanced by a baby strapped on her back. 
Placed in the sonlos, baby and teapot would 
have made tho litle woman in tho other 
scale kick the beam; but having them once 
fixed on, and being sot going, sho trotbed 
along, drossed in clothos oxactly liko her 
mother’s, out short to hor size, 

We reachod Omayn Just before dusk, com- 
pleting forty-six miles in the day, and having 
done one spurt of fourtden miles in an hour 
and three-quarters. Ito doos not think much 
of this. We havo each two coolios, whilst he 
has dono fifty-five milos in a day with a single 
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man. Moreover, there are three men in Tokio 
who can do seventy miles in a day, and one, 
a prince among his fellows, who does this 
distance within twelve hours. 

Whilst dinner was being made ready I 
wandered about the roomy kitchon of the tea- 
house, and held a good deal of convorsation 
with its inmates, searcely any the less in- 
teresting because neither understood the other, 
The Japanese are such a good-tempered, 
‘merry race that it is a pleasure to talk with 
them, even when nothing comes of it, The 
ground floor of the tea-house, open to the 
street—silent save for the voice of the blind 
shampooer calling for custom—formed a strik- 
ing picture. Outside, after the manner of the 
old English inn, there swung ‘a sign-board 
covered with cabalistic signs, whose meaning 
was plain enough to the way-worn native 
traveller, There was no door, porch, or 
entrance hall, Tho front of the house had 
simply been taken down or pushed back, dis- 
closing a long, low interior, its recesses and 
unexpected nooks dimly lighted with oil lamps 
and here and there a Ghinese lantern. 

From the thick and blackened beams of the 
ceiling hung sheaves of letters of recommen- 
dation, mementos of vanished travellers. The 
room on the left, by day a passage and by night 
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a bedroom, had, all to itself, an oblong lantorn 
eight foot long, furnishod with farthing-candlo 
powor, but diffusing a wondorful soft light. 
Tt was well ib was not too brilliant, for a litile 
further on, in a rocess, leading out of tho main 
passage, was tho bath-room with ,four men 
naked and not ashamod. On tho right, a fow 
steps along tho raised matlod floor, which 
no boot or shoe has over pressod, was a 
broad Aight of cight stops, loading to the only 
upper story. Littlo waiting maidens, always 
ohathoring and laughing, wero running up and 
down sorving the dinner of the nabivo guests. 

The kitchen ran tho full length of the 
houso, bohind tho stniveaso. It was full of 
twinkling lights, amid which moved dusky 
figures bent on domostio duty, On tho right, 
behind a charcoal stovo with many openings 
for pots and pans, stood tho Tapaneso cook 
in the flush of ovoning work. <A liltlo lowor 
down, knooling ovor a modost hibaichi, was 
Iho cooking our dinnor. Tho glow of tho 
fire yeflected on his fnce, brought out tho supor- 
naiural gravily with which he tosbod tho 
savoringss of the mullagatawny. 

Tn a dark shadow, in a part of tho kitchen 
nearest tho streat, squatiod an old gentloman, 
with head closoly shavon savo for a love-lock 
ovor bis loft oar, Io was making toa by a fire 
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sunk in the floor—only making believe to 
brew tea, I suspect, his principal interest 
being to retain a snug place by tho fire, As 
he spread his skinny hands over the glowing 
charcoal and felt the fire, the expression of his 
face resolved itself into a fixed mild smile, 
that began on his thin lips, iluminated his 
bare, brown face, and shone with subdued 
lustre over his shiny, shaven head, 

Our bedroom, which served also the pur- 
pose of dining-room, was noat and oloan. 
Over one wall was a large scroll with writing 
onit. I thought this was what is known in 
Japanese houso-furnishing as “a poem,” 
But Ito explained that il was an injunction to 
temperance, 

“Tf you drink,” Ito literally translated it, 
“you will miss your hairs,” a poetical fancy 
which seems to require some thinking over 
as @ proliminary to comprehonsion, 

We started from Omaya to catch the 
steamer ab Koga, our men trotding merrily 
along as if they had beon resting through 
the earlier days of the week. It was again 
a bright English May morning, so clear that 
among the clouds in the horizon to tho left 
we could distinguish the white cap of Fuji. 
We had a desperate rush to catch the 
steamer, and would have failed but for a 
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strategic movoment on the part of Ito, Taking 
on a fresh coolie, ho went in advanco, and 
veachod tho pier just as tho little stoamer 
had got into the middlo of tho stream, and 
was heading for Tokio. In obodionco to Tto’s 
signals, tho stoamer obligingly put back and 
awaited our arrival, It also waited till Tto 
had concluded a purchaso of crockery, for wo 
were to lunch on board, and platen are not 
included in the odd property of « rivor 
stoamer. 

It was a ourious littlo oraft, with paddle- 
wheels, and a hurricano dock on which pas- 
sengers stopped from shoro, and whonco in 
yeaching tho cabin they made a potilous 
descent on to tho bulwarks. Captain, officers, 
engineer, and crew, about sovon all told, were 
in a condition of wild excitemont on discover. 
ing tho nationality of thoir passongors. As 
far as thoy wore conoornod, Ito might havo 
lingered to buy up all tho plates in Koga so 
long as they were permittod to revel among our 
bolongings. Our coats, our dross, ow pipas, 
and our boots wore in turn tho object of their 
ewious regard. But tho groat object of ine 
terest was a pair of air-oushions, which, by 
tho way, persons about to mako a journoy in 
jintikisha should nevor be without, These 
puzzlod them boyond moasure, till tho captain 
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observing the brass nozzle, yentured to blow 
into it. To soe it gradually inflate filled them 
with unalloyed dclight. The first mate (who 
had apparently boon having his watch below, 
and, called up by a sudden alarm, had forgotton, 
to put on hig trousers) seizod upon the socond 
cushion and blew into it till I was obliged to 
take it from him. Anothor blast and it would 
have burst. 

All this time the crowd on the beach had 
been gathering, including a large contingent 
of two-headed children. There was some fear 
that we should never got away; but Ito 
having come aboard, and a deputation of two 
jinzikisha men having come down to bow 
their acknowledgments of a little present 
made in recognition of their manful work, tho 
engineer, who had not boon able to got hold 
of one of the air-cushions, spitefully blew his 
whistle, ropes woro cast off, and we moved 
out into the eddying yollow ence of the 
Tonegawa. 

We passed onward through a level and 
sparsely populated country. The banks were 
flanked with willow txoos, and now and then, 
from under their overhanging shadow, wo dis- 
turbed a flock of wild ducks. We steamed 
past several junks floating with the current, 
and by many men fishing out of punts, 
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Our young gentleman from Glasgow was at 
this stage of tho journoy tho most intoresting 
foature in tho landscapo. Soatod on tho deck, 
his boots, at any timo an approcisblo object on 
& square acre of ground, camo junto full and 
prominent view. They wero shooting boots, 
made to his ordor, with exaggerated soles 
spreading beyond tho uppors and tho tops 
lacing well above his ankles. The baro-footed 
Japanese crew rogarded these monstrosities 
first with awe, then with an ovormastoring 
curiosity that brought thom, at whatovor risk, 
to group thomselves on tho dock around the 
boots, 

Tsupposo somo ono was stooring tho steamer, 
and I could seo the anxious ongineor with his 
body thrust upward through tho circular holo 
that gave ingress to the engino-room; but 
I declare thore was no look-out, every other 
man of tho crew from tho captain downward 
boing soated roynd tho young gentlomnan from. 
Glasgow, oxamining his pipo, fooling tho tox- 
turo of his Scotch twood, running thoir Singers 
over his ribbed stockings, or glancing sidoways 
at his boots. Ho, on his part, frooly ontored 
into conversation with thom, having great 
faith in the Iinglish language whon slightly 
improved by uso in Glasgow. Moroover, he 
had a small glossary of Japanese words, 
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With this in his hand ho managed to conduct 
a conversation of much length, though of 
doubtful meaning, Whon in a fix, and having 
slowly ropeated syllablo by syllable what he 
had to say in tho Tinglish tongue, he finally 
put his mouth to the ear of his interlocutor 
and bawld tho words ovor again, asif deafnoss 
naturally accounted for the difficulty of com- 
prehension. 

At longth the united efforts of the captain 
and crew succeeled in making clear that they 
wanted him to take his boots off. One natu- 
rally supposod that the steamer being so 
small thoy wanted to trim her; but as they 
left the boots together on the same side of the 
vessel they were probably afraid of the ravages 
of the nails upon their deck. When the ex- 
citement had subsided and the crow returmed 
to their posts, I saw tho captain heave along- 
side, take up one of the boots, gaze re- 
floctivoly upon its broad, spike-studded sole, 
put it gontly down, and go away. Aftar a fow 
more turns he would stop, take up tho boot 
again, turn if over in his hand, and replaco 
it. In the afternoon, coming on deck after 
luncheon, wo caught the first mato (still with- 
out his trousers) in the act of trying on the 
boots. 

Right away in the stern of tho little 
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steamor, only approachable with infinite poril 
of tumbling overboard, was a minute cabin 
registered for the conveyance of sixtoen pas- 
sengers, If the sixteen had boon horrings 
they might have been packed in, but it was 
difficult to see how any other kind of passen- 
gos could be so dealt with. Novortheless, if 
we wanted deliverance from casual passongors, 
we tlires must pay sixteon fares, which, in 

~ the end, we did, tho total amounting to a little 
loss than £3. 

- Forward of our cabin, separated from it 
only by sliding panels with glass windows, 
was anothor cabin. Thero was no one in it 
when wo went on board, but prosontly it 
began to fll, and long bofore we reached Tokio 
we had consad to regret the little oxtravagance 
in the matter of a private cabin. An hour 
out, we began to: pick up passongers. 'Thero- 
after they came and wont on crowded wharfs 
through miles and milos of country gradually . 
increasing in ‘signs of life and labour, Tho 
steamer did not always stop to be moored at 
the wharf. Out from some little forry would 
shoot a punt with a solitary passenger on 
board. The stoamer slowed but did not take 
the trouble to cast out arope. When the punt 
got alongside, the passenger, taking off his 
clogs, threw them on board, then jumped on 
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himself. The ‘steamer puffed ahead, and the 
punt soon faded in the distance. | 

All the native passengers before touching 
the spotless deck of tho steamer took off their 
clogs. One of the crew, or possibly it was 
the purser, handed oach a wooden. check, a 
corresponding. one was tied on the clog, and 
as the passengers departed the clogs were 
claimed. 

At aplace called Saki the river divides, and 
the little steamer went through a difficult and 
dangerous passage to reach the branch. that 
leads to Tokio. What had frequently been 
threatened occurred, and she ran aground. 
After a desperate struggle she was pushed off 
and safely reached the pier at Saki, where a 
great crowd of passengers awaited her arrival. 
Saki is a busy place, with a considerable 
number of junks and sampans, a double row 
being fastoned to the wall. Tho river junk is 
a Japanese home, and we saw. varied domestic 
arrangements going forward in. these lying 
quietly moored. Looking at one junk slowly 
making its way into the broad stream, we 
saw two naked bronzed figures under the . 
overhanging stern, Itseems to be the mavi- 
time habit of Saki that when a junk puts out 
two. of the crew jump overboard and push her 
from the stern through the shallow water, 
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which not infrequently morgos in a mud 
bank, 

Passongers camo on board, squatiod on the 
floor of the cabin noexl to ours, sitting as noar 
the hibachi as possiblo, though the sun was 
streaming hotly down oub of a cloudloss sky. 
Most of them wore smoking, mon ail womon. 
Thoy soomed to pass tho timo ploasantly 
enough, bowing recognitions or farewolls, chat- 
ting, smoking, and laughing, At Givo o'clock 
woe turned into tho canel and mado our way 
through a donsoly populated quarter of this 
suburb of Tokio. ‘lho canal, which lay almost 
due wost, was tho pathway of tho sobling 
sun and was ablazo with splendour in the 
borrowod rays. 

The town itsolf was not without interest 
seon from this now approach. But the cap- 
tain, through Ilo, oarnestly besought us not 
to romain on dock. Jt sooms tho little boys 
of ‘Tokio havo discovered that ib is vory 
hard to catch them aflor thoy have thrown 
stones ab tho storimor as it makos its way 
through tho canal, Accordingly, with tho 
ploasant humour poculiar to little stroot boys 
in all parts of tho world, thoy stone tho 
steqmor, not wilhowt result, as somo brokdn 
windows in the cabin testify. But wo did not 
remain below long. It was worth risking 
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something to pass through this busy hive of 
life, with tho Chineso lanterns beginning 140 
glint amid tho growing dusk, and all the 
glory of tho sobling sun crowning tho hoad 
of Tuji. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 
A JAPANTSE 'THATRE, 


We reachod Tokio in limo for dinnor, after 
having in six days travelled two hundred and 
fifty miles by a circuitous route, 4 may bo 
useful to know that tho journoy cost us, a party 
of throe, a trifle over 236, or £2 oach por day. 
On arriving at the hotel wo romarked that [ho 
was coming along with our baggago, The 
mention of our gitido’s namo had a romarkablo 
effect upon tho landlord. THis faco lighted up 
with joyous rocognilion. 

“Ttol” ho oxplained. “Ito groat friend, of 
mine. His house burnod down last night; 
evoryling Jost; his muddor burned out.” 

It is a long time sinco T have soon a man in 
such astate of oxuliation, That ho should by 
good luck be tho vory first 10 tell Tio this groat 
nows, afler a sojourn of six days out of the 
reach of letters or nowspapors! Ito might 
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have gone straight home to Yokohama, and 
then some one else would have told him. 
Whilst I was wondering how I could keep 
this really amiable man from Ito, or at least 
induce him to break the news gently, the guide 
himself appeared. The landlord made a dash 
at him, and seizing him by the hand as if 
to congratulate him on some momentously 
happy event, he cried— 

‘Ito, your house burned down last night ; 
I got telegram.” 

Ito was evidently stunned at the blow thus 
ruthlessly dealt. It was only yesterday he 
had been telling me how he had bought the 
house just two months ago, and sot his 
“mudder ” and sister up init. Now it was 
gone; and Japanese houses are never insured, 
for the sufficient reason that no insurance 
company will grant policies. 

“Well,” he said, after a pauso, during 
which the landlord had boon eagorly scanning 
his face, ‘it can’t be’helped.” 

This was disappointing. But the land- 
‘lord had other shots in his locker. 

“ Tiveryting burnt up,” he criod. 

“Well,” said Ito, with a brave little smile, 
‘Cit can’t be helped.” 

Things were looking hopeless. Now was 
the time to bring up all reserves, 
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“And your mudder burnod out!” he 
roared, groodily devouring Ito's oxprossion 
with his oyes. 

“ Anybody hurt?” 

No,” said the landlord, a Tittle chap- 
fallon. 

“Well, it can’t be helped,”” said Ito, 
forlornly going back to his formula, 

After this the landlord rotired utterly 
routed. Never had ho had such a wolcome 
home for a travellor, and Ito had talon it all 
as calmly as if it was a match that had boon 
burned. 

Tho fire was a vory serious ono to othors 
besides Ito, It began about olevon o’clock at 
night at the top of tho Japanoso stroot in 
Yokohaina already doscribed, The fire god 
was promptly brought out and placod bebwoon 
the boundary of the firo and tho houses yot 
untouched, But tho famos laughod him to 
acom, would ovon havo burnod hin too, had 
he not from timo to Limo boon moved highor 
up to establish a fresh boundary, Wator was 
scarcely of any moro avail. Japancso houses 
aro mado of wood and paper, the materials in 
ordinary use in Wostern lands for kindling a 
firo. Once aflamo the firo goos as far as tho 
wind will carry it, and by ono o'clock in the 
morning four hundzod and sixty housos wore 
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burned to the ground, and their inmates 
homeless. 

I saw a letter writton by a native clerk 
engaged in one of the European houses. It is 
a gem of epistolary correspondence. It ran 
thus :— 


“Novombor 7, 1883, 
“ My Duar Tazzor, 
« Duar Sin,—~Will you please give me 
a only one day Holddy—becouse I am very 
sorry my house set in fire at this early morm- 
ing therefore I most look after my family 


and Oo. 
“Your up stam Boy.” 


We had arranged to go to the theatre in 
the evening, but in view of Ito’s affliction, I 
suggested that the visit should be postponed. 
Ito, however, with the philosophy that had. 
actuated him on first hearing the news 
declined to be let off, 

“T can’t do no good now,” he said, Tt 
will be all the same if I go down to Yokohama 
by the last train,” 

So it was settled, to my permanent satis- 
faction, for it happened that on this particular 
night we saw the Japanese drama at its best, 
located in a handsome building, presented by

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acrack company, and the picce chancing to 
be one of the most characteristic and widely 
popular. 

The theatre at Tokio is a new ono of 
immense size, and was on the night of our 
visit densely crowded, notwithstanding tho 
fact that the pricos are, by compdtison with 
English theatres, surprisingly high. But then, 
as Ito observed, you can stay all day if you 
like. Thentre-going in Japan is a serious 
social wndortaking. The doors open carly in 
the morning, and the porformance is not over 
till ton o’clock at night. Thus, when tho 
Japanoso go to the theaire, they literally make 
a day of it. 

There is in connection with the theatre 
at Tokio a tea-house, whore refreshmonts are 
obtainablé at roasonablo prices. This is with- 
in the building, and people who havo onoco 
obtalnod ontranco are pormitted frooly to pass 
from the thoatro to the tea-room. But thove 
must arisa oconsions when, in tho courso of 
tho day, there comes to porsons a dosire to 
leave the thealre. The hoad of tho family 
may want to go homo to look through his 
correspondenco, or to ivansact an houv's busi- 
ness, by way of foil to tho exciting ploasure 
of tho drama, In such case a devica ia 
brought into usa worthy the atbontion of 
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English theatre managers. Instead of roceiy- 
ing a pass-out check, the patron of the drama 
holds out his right hand, and on the wrist 
the attondant stamps 2 mark, which has the 
advantage of not being transforablo. Hence 
there is at the door of the Japanese thoatre 
no crowd of boys or men begging for “ your 
check.” Atl one who has been out has to do 
on returning is to show his wrist, and he is 
passed. in. 

Theatre-going being essentially a family 
arrangement places are disposed of accord- 
ingly. Thore are, of course, no chairs, every 
one squatting on the floor. But in the Tokio 
theatre the auditorium is broken up into some» 
thing like sheep-pens, in which family circles or 
companies of friends squat. THyerywhere there 
is the hibachi and the everlasting pipe. Men 
and women fill the minute pipe, thrust it in 
the live ashos, of hibachi, take their three 
whiffs, and theri knock out the dust, prosently 
beginning the procoss over again. 

On the night of our visit there was a spocial 
attraction in the nearest approach to a ballet 
permitted by Japanese customs. A body of 
forty-three dancing girls had been engaged, 
and, since dancing on the public stago is an 
innovation in Japan, there was a great rush to 
soo it, The girls themselves wero handsomely 
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paid, and, by way of compromise with a con- 
sciousnoss of infringing immemorial custom, 
they handed over their wages fo a local 
charity. This is all vory woll to begin with, 
But there is no doubt the thin ond of the 
wodge has boen insorted, and within twelvo 
months this exceedingly modost approach to 
the ballet will be further pursued. 

The dance itself was to tho Wostern taste 
a melancholy and soul-dopressing porform- 
ance, Forty-threo damsels, dressed precisoly 
as if thoy had walked off a Japanose tea-tray, 
moved in a single file across the stage and 
adown the gangway running at wight angles 
with the stago, and passing through tho mass 
of the audience in ‘the pit. This is a peouli- 
arily of the Japanose theatre which is roally 
very effective. Instoad of the actors and 
actressos entoring from right or lelt of the 
stagé, or from behind tho sconos, they walk 
on to the stago, as ib wore, out of tho pit. 
Tho green-room, insboad of boing ak tho back 
of the stago, is at tho Sront of tho hougo, and 
there are two gangways, one for approach and 
the other for oxit, 

Anothor striking peculiarity, and I venture 
to think an improvement in the Japanose 
stago carpentry, is that the scenes revolve 
upon an axis, something on the principle of 
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the merry-go-round at the fair, Thore is no 
dvagging of scones hither and thither by 
heated supers, and no nocessity for waits, 
A scene is “set” by a revolution of the 
machinery which brings not only the scene, 
but the actors, in fll view of tho audience. 
When the sceno is playod out there is another 
turn at tho crank, scene eighty is ground out 
of sight, and scene eighty-one comes on, In 
cases where an untimely death takes place on 
the stage, and, the scene not being closed, it 
is not desirable altogether to change it, two 
figures draped in black, with black hoods 
over their heads, enter and remove the 
corpse. According to common understand- 
ing these hooded figures are supposed to be 
invisible. 

In Western countries the movements of 
stage machinery are directed from the privacy 
of the side wings. In Japan, on the left- 
hand side of tho stage facing tho audionce, 
there kneels a man with a pioce of wood in 
either hand, shapod aftor the fashion of 
clog. When a scene is to be changod he raps 
on the floor with the clogs, and the machinery 
moves. His duties are further extended in 
the direction of imitating footsteps, Thus an 
actor entering by one of the gangways already 
described, his approach is heralded by an 
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excellent imitation of running footstops played 
by the man with the cloga; only thoro is 
this peculiarity about it, that, reversing the 
ordinary state of affairs, he begins tho pattor- 
ing of foet in tho distanco with tremendous, 
rapping, which cleverly dies away to the 
slightest tapping 28 the footsteps” approach 
nearer to the stago, and might thorelore be 
prosumed to be more audible, On the other 
hand, a kettledrum, which forms a prothinent 
‘feature in the otchostra, occasionally, and 
apparently apropos des bottes, begins to be 
beaton with slow tapping, incroases nt tre- 
mendous speed, until it reaches a donfoning 
roar, at which it stops as suddenly and as 
inconsequentially as it began, 

The orchestra is composed partly of instru- 
montalisia and partly of vocalists, Both sit in 
a cage on oither side of the stage, tho front 
being fenced by a ganzy trollis-work, through 
which tho figures are dimly discornad. Whilst 
the drum suddenly goes off in a kind of epiloptic 
fit, and a most unmusical thrumining is up~ 
raised by manipulation of an instrumont called 
the samisen, the vocal orchostra on tho other 
side from time to time broak forth in most 
monotonous and mort melancholy chant, The 
stranger notes that whilst this chanting is 
going forward the actors on the stage interrupt 
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thoir play, and stand or sit motionless an¢ 
silent. Ito oxplains that these are the Jérur 
singers, aud their duty is to describe to the 
audisnce what the silent actor or actress is ad 
the moment thinking of, to depict the passion 
that tears his breast, or the regrots that sad- 
den it. Thus, if Mr. Irving were playing Shy- 
lock at the Lyceum at Tokio, instead of being 
troubled during the trial scene -to express hie 
feelings by movement of the facial muscles, 
ho would stand quite quiet, whilst the singers 
in the cage would describe to the audience 
that bis breast was torn with rage because, 
having expected to cut a pound of flesh from 
the plump person of Antonio, he now dis- 
covered that, owing to the erudition of 
Portia, the suspicious bearing of the judges, 
and the weight of general circumstances, he 
could enjoy his revenge only at peril of his 
own life, 

The forty-three dancing girls entering by 
the gangway on the right of the stage 
advanced with measured and unvaried move- 
ments. First of all, with right hand uplifted 
above their heads and lefi hand extended 
downwards and slightly outwards, they swayed 
their bodies to the right. Then, with position 
of arms reversed, they swayed to the left. 
Thirdly, they slowly turned round. Fourthly, 
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they took threo steps forward, then swayed 
to the right, noxt to tho loft, and so on da 
cappo, It took about forty minutos thus to 
advance by one long gangway across tho stage 
and disappoar by tho other, always with the 
game motion, with the strumming of the 
gamisen from the orchestra, and ‘tho inter 
mittent epilopsy of tho dium. <Altor ten 
minutes the porformanco began to pall on the 
jaded Western palate, But Ito sat with lips 
slightly parted, oyes fixed in admiration too 
deep for spoech, and so sat all tho audience 
‘through tho full forty minutes. 

“ Beautiful!” Ito exclaimed, when it was 
over. “ Very nico,” 

The last damsol, always swaying to the 
right, then to tho left, and slowly turning 
round, disappeared through the doorway amid 
thunder of applause, and tho 'throad of the 
drama, which had boon intorruptod was 
takon up. 

The play had bosn going forward through, 
the greater part of tho day, and when wo 
arrived at the theatro, somewhore alter cight 
o’clock, it was protiy well adyancod. The 
sceno oponod in front of a pretty tea-house, 
and revealod a Two-Sworded Man, apparontly 
on the rampage. He was asking a girl for a 
drink, which she served him with ludicrous 
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contortions indicative of abject fear, which 
convulsed the audionce. It should be 
mentioned’ in further proof of that modesty on 
the stago which makes it » memorable thing 
even for singing girls to appear in the decorous 
danco, that in Japanese theatres all the fomale 
parts are takon by men. 

‘The Two-Sworded Man had evidently been 
recently engaged in active strife. His un- 
shoathed sword was stainod with blood, Whilst 
he drank he held the sword behind him, by 
way of soothing the frightod damsel. In this 
position ho was taken unawares by a sortie of 
guests from the toa-house who, apparently re- 
suming procoedings earlier commenced, rushed 
upon him with sticks, brooms, and other things 
picked up haphazard. But the Two-Sworded 
Man, refreshed with the water, proved in- 
vincible. His torrible sword flashed in the air, 
and his vanquishod. assailants wore standing, 
aftor a brief tusslo, quiotly with their backs to 
him ag if he woro going 10 measure them for a 
coat, Elo drow the sword slowly but firmly 
across thoir naked flesh, and thoy rolled upon 
the stage, the gore freely Dowing. 

Two of the assailants fled, but whilst one 
man was being sliced another stood by, and 
when his turn came, presented his back, was 
slashed in the same business-liko fashion, and 
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vollod upon the stage with moro obullitions 
of goro arootod with loud appliuso from the 
gallery. I could not seo by what trick these 
bounteous gouts of blood wore mado suddenly 
to appear; but it was vory cloverly done, 

In Scene 148—or wag it 195 ?—the Two- 
Sworded Man had another encountor with a 
couple of casual passors-by. This was a goo 
up-and-down fight, the combatants rolling on 
tho ground two to one. But the Two-Sworded 
Man added two more victims to his longthon- 
ing roll, and dvew forth another cheor by wiping 
his dripping sword on the edge of tho stone 
bridgo by which the fight had takon place. 

Whilst thus engaged a woman appoarod on 
the scene; she uttorod a shriok at sight of the 
Two-Sworded Man, and he omitted a fearful 
growl. By this timo wo wore gotiing used to the 
spirit of tho play, and wero not at all surprised. 
to see the T'wo-Sworded Man approach tho 
woman and slay her, Aftor hacking hor till 
she foll to tho ground, he placed tho sword 
in her mouth, and thyrnst it so fax down her 
throat that in withdrawing it he was compolled 
to put his foot on her chest, and nearly fell 
backward ag the sword camo out, an offoct 
which again brought down the gallery, though, 
if they only knew it, it is as old as tho day 
when Lars Porsena marchod on Rome, and 
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Horntius and his two comrades kept the 
bridge. 
“On Aslur’s throat TToratius 
Right firmly pressed his heel, 
And thrice and four times tugged amain, 
xo ho wronchod out the steol.” 


This donottho man with tho clogs beat a, 
rattling ascompanimont, at which signal two 
hooded figures entored and carried off the now 
embarrassing agglomeration of corpses. 

Tho next scone is an exceedingly protty 
one, though as nobody is murdered it falls a, 
little lat. The villain is discovered standing in 
front of a Japanese house, drawing water from, 
a well, such a wollas may bo seen in any street 
in Japan. He washes his ensangnined sword 
and finally his feot. Whilst thus engaged a 
servant maid comes owt and discovers him, 
again going through a pantomime of terror 
which, though, perhaps, a littlo overdone for 
English taste, was really vory funny. Ito 
explains that the T'wo-Sworded Man, having 
escaped from his enemies (a considerable pro- 
portion of whom must by this time be doad) 
has come on a visit to his uncle and aunt. 
The girl, when she finds her voice, informs 
him that his uncle is out. Presently the old 
gentleman is discovored entering by the gang- 
way. It is a wot night and a dark one, so the ° 
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unclo carrios his umbrella, whilst boforo him 
goos a servant with anothor wubrolla and a 
lantorn to light his footsteps. This was a 
proiiy scone and a realistic ono, tho man 
evidently approaching his own house instead. 
of accidentally tuming up from tho sido as ho 
would havo had to do on an Iimglish stago. 
As the unole and his sorvant cross tho gang- 
way clogs pattor loud for tho distant footstops, 
falling to more tapping as ho comog nearer; 
the dvum goes off in a fit, tho samison is 
thrummed, and whilst unclo and nephew stand 
and look at each othor tho Jéruri singors 
oxplain their feolings, 

Thon tho stago revolvos, and we discover 
the Two-Sworded Man squatted down in tho 
middlo of the room. To him ontor uncle and 
aunt, who squat on cither side of him at a 
brief distance. Tho nophew rolatos with 
judicious moderation his sanguinary sbory, 
amid slow musio from tho oagod minsirels on 
right and left, who play and somotimos chant, 
The story ia intolorably long, and ia variod by 
few intorruptions on tho part of his listonors. 
Once tho aunt interposes with a romark do- 
lightful in iis narvedd, 

“TL was very fortunato you did not kill 
yourself, hurting so many othor people,” she 
says. 
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The audience, who know all about it, 
having boen thero sinco half-past seven in the 
morning, ory “ Trno |” and “ Good)” 

It ig curious that the sympathies of the 
audience are entirely with the Two-Sworded. 
Man, a circumstance oxplained by fuller know- 
ledgo of the drama, Captain Brinkley, editor 
of tho principal Hinglish paper in Japan, a 
profound stiudont and an authoritative writer 
on the Japanoso drama, subsequently related 
to me the lull bearings of this popular play. 
It is tho old story of man’s love and woman’s 
perfidy. The Two-Sworded Man had had 
entrustod to him by his master a precious 
family hoirloom ; Delilah had betrayed him, 
had joined a conspiracy to deprive him of his 
treasuro, and had imperilled what to the 
honest man was even of more value, his 
charactor as a faithful servitor. These many 
poople he had slain wore concerned in the 
plot, and the woman from whose throat he 
had found such difficulty in withdvawing his 
avenging sword was Delilah. 

Now ho had como to the house of hig 
unele to tell his melancholy story, and to 
perform the only act left to a dishonoured 
and disgraced Japanese that of suicide, 
Having comploted his narrative, the nephew 
announces hiy intention to commit hari-kaxi, 
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a duty to his family highly applauded both by 
unele.and aunt, though the aunt, to do hor 
_justico, shed some tears, Nothing could 
excood the politeness of the boaring of oach, 
member of the party towards the other at this 
critical juncture. Bofore addressing  onch 
other they bowed till their foreheads almost. 
touch the ground, and their words were full 
of high-flown courtesy. 

I observed that the Two-Sworded Man 
was much longer in cutting his own throat 
than he was .in despatching other porsons. 
But an ond must como to. all things, and 
there is an ond to his long harangue, The 
aunt spreads upon the floor a, white cloth, 
without, which no hazi-kari can be proporly, 
conducted. The nephow knoels upon it, the 
aunt and uncle grouping themselves on oither 
side,. the aunt still audibly in tears, The’ 
nephew, with a polite gesture, borrows: his 
aunt's pocoket-handkorchief, which sho,, with 
much graciousness of mannor, hands to him, 
Elo wraps it midway on tho blado of his sword 
and then thrusts the woapon into his stomach,. 
‘working it about to the ecstatic delight of the 
gallery, which reachos a climax when the gore 
rushes forth in unlimited profusion. 

. » Suddenly thore,is a sound of drums outside, 
There is a cry, “The police. are coming!” 
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The Two-Sworded Man thereupon: cuts his 
throat, the stage revolves, and the hapless’ 
nephow, tho’ didactic uncle; and: the tearful 
annt disappear, with the clogs rapping, the 
“drum ‘madly throbbing, the ‘samison strum- 

ming, and the party in the cage on the right 
axplaiiing the foolings of the-uncle and aunt ; 
which indoed may be well imagined.
